Second Nature 


The ritual chaos and considered 

BY LOUIS BLACK 

I was talking to a friend when some folks I 
didn’t know dropped by to visit. In the course of 
the conversation, one of them noted that South 
by Southwest was not far off. “Twenty-seven 
days,” I quickly responded. They looked at me a 
bit oddly, as though troubled by my over-obsess- 
ing. Addressing this confusion, I pointed out that 
I worked for SXSW and, beginning in February, 
we have general staff meetings on Saturdays. At 
those meetings, Roland Swenson announces 
how many days remain until the event starts, so 
that’s why I knew the exact number. 

By the time you read this, there will be 22 
days or less left until SXSW begins. There was 
a time when, by this time of the year, I would 
have already been writing about SXSW for 
weeks. Back then, it filled our lives in unimag- 
inable ways. The time involved in working on 
it has not lessened at all; it has only increased 
over the years. Still, as all three aspects of 
SXSW - Music, Interactive, and Film - have 
taken on lives of their own, for me at least, the 
intensity levels have shifted. 

It’s odd, now that both SXSW and the 
Chronicle have been around for decades: 
People seem to treat them as though, instead 
of being created by a lot of people working 
very hard, they are of nature - of earthen for- 
mations that have always been there, shaped 
by weather and time. They are conceived of 
as geologically defined, as though they were a 
rock, a tree, a mountain. 


lunacy of South by Southwest 


Sometimes I read our blogs, where folks 
admonish us and question whether we really 
get it, and think about how the event is 
changing and if it’s enough, keeping in 
mind all our different obligations to the vari- 
ous constituencies. We started talking about 
SXSW 08 long before SXSW 07 even began. 
During the event, the entire staff’s first prior- 
ity is to focus on getting things right, treating 
people well, and making sure all the different 
aspects of the event run smoothly. All along 
the way, however, they are also all focused 
on what is working and what isn’t, what can 
be added and what needs to be reinvented. 
Discussions begin then, in the midst of the 
chaos and exploding plastic inevitable of it 
all. Constantly, we are all focused on evaluat- 
ing, considering, and improving. 

Right after SXSW 07 ends, discussions will 
begin in earnest, with many sessions devoted 
to examining every aspect of the events. But 
someone banging out a blog in 10 minutes 
certainly has a perspective we don’t, which is 
always worth considering. 

Early on in the first days of the Chronicle, a 
group of Austin writers invited Nick Barbara 
and me to a ranch south of town. Turned out 
they wanted to grill us, to figure out whether we 
were serious enough about this publication. At 
the time, our lives were imploding into the vor- 
tex of the Chronicle, so there was almost nothing 
else left to them, but still they really wanted to 


vet us. I was trying to be accommodating, as 
I’m slow to react to outrageousness that is so 
extreme as to be beyond insulting. Nick, on the 
other hand, was tom between his genuine, deep 
desire to murder all of them and an even more 
profound bloodlust to do me in for making him 
come to this meeting. If they issued us a report 
card, we’ve still never seen it. 

Elsewhere in the Chronicle is an explana- 
tion of the circumstances under which SXSW 
wristbands will be sold and how to find out 
where and when that will happen. Some of 
the blog outrage of last year was over the fact 
that we sold only a limited number of wrist- 
bands. Now, obviously, we could have sold 
many, many more and raked in the money. 
The reality is that we spend an enormous 
amount of time considering capacity and how 
different bills will draw. We try as best we 
can to calculate the overall attendance flow. 
Over the past few years, we have continually 
cut back the number of wristbands that are 
made available in order to ensure their value. 
Sure, a wristband might not get you in to the 
hottest acts, especially if they’ve insisted on 
playing a smaller club. Given that there are 
nearly 70 stages, however, at any time there 
are 50 or more SXSW venues that you can 
essentially waltz into with a wristband. 

But I do protest too much and not nearly 
enough. Like jazz, SXSW “jes grew” while we 
were napping and trying to find our way back 
to that ranch. 

Neither Nick nor I ever, even in our wildest 
and most extraordinary dreams, imagined what 
SXSW has grown into over the years. But I’d 
bet anything that, even if he wasn’t clear on the 
exact shape SXSW would end up being or the 
actual specifics of all the different details, SXSW 
Managing Director Roland Swenson got it from 
early on. More than any of the rest of us, he had 
the grand idea of it in his head almost all along. 
Sometimes Swenson would blast full speed 
ahead, expecting us to follow. Other times, 
knowing our many peculiarities, he would feed 
us radically new ideas a bit at a time until we 


were finally so surrounded by the molten flow 
there was no chance to do anything but go 
forward in the direction he pointed. 

I love SXSW Make any joke you want, any 
nasty jibe or cutting joke. It’s my favorite time 
of the year. SXSW is imagined Austin, music 
Disneyland Austin, and Austin fantastic, but it 
is always organically of this town, and none of 
the SXSW staff ever forgets or loses sight of that 
fact. As Austin was, as it is, and as it will be, so 
is SXSW It is not a foreign event or an invented 
idea. SXSW views creativity, champions culture, 
presents music, encourages ideas, celebrates 
dialogue, approaches new media, and shows 
films almost exactly as this town always has 
- only, perhaps, multiplied and magnified. 

Yes, there is an insanity to the staff’s lives 
and lifestyles during the event, an unrelenting 
enthusiasm driving an unswerving focus, heav- 
ily spiced by a weariness that has come to be 
atmospheric without ever being a recognized 
handicap or considered hindrance. A damn-the- 
torpedoes, full-speed-ahead lunacy grips us early 
on, as details are minutely observed without 
sight of the big picture ever being lost. It is pagan 
and sophisticated, natural and from some place 
most of us haven’t been in a very long time. 

The other night, I watched Bring Me the 
Head of Alfredo Garcia, as I have so many times 
before. This is Sam Peckinpah’s most demented 
masterpiece, a film that early on slips the 
restraints of logic and the grasp of real life as it 
madly soars toward a goal so perverse one tries 
not to fully grasp it. The film is not only nearly 
insane for the most part, but leaves that ground 
only to go so far beyond it as to seem to be in 
a different language, one not of this Earth. It is 
about futile, brutal, and deadly quests, which 
is how Peckinpah viewed his life and career. He 
felt beaten by Hollywood, felt that somehow, 
when all was said and done, he had lost the 
creative wars that he had unrelentingly fought 
throughout his career. The film is a passionate, 
irrational drive toward an impossible goal; it is 
a ballet of the obscene danced to the poetry of 
those who would be mad. The first sentence of 
Henry Miller’s Tropic of Capricorn, as I remem- 
ber it, is, “Once you have given up hope, all else 
follows with dead certainty even in the midst of 
chaos.” Nothing follows with dead certainty in 
the world Peckinpah has Warren Oates drive 
through in Bring Me the Head of Alfredo Garcia 
from the very beginning - not even chaos. 

I regularly watch the film in the weeks before 
SXSW to remind myself of the tactile sensations 
and hallucinogenic properties of the world into 
which we are about to enter. ■

Commissioner Roger Johnson, in last week’s update on North Dakota hemp farming 
(“Reefer Madness,” Feb. 9), we incorrectly reported that, at press time, Drug Enforcement 
Administration officials had not yet responded to Johnson’s request that the agency waive 
individual federal registration for state-licensed hemp farmers. In fact, the DEA did respond, 
on Feb. 2, denying Johnson’s request. Also, a news story last week (“Health, Flype, and the 
FIPV Vaccine”) may have left some readers with the impression that Rep. Dianne White 
Delisi, R-Temple, had privately lobbied the governor for an executive order on the FIPV vac- 
cine and then publicly objected to the mandate. “Every action taken by Representative Delisi 
since this executive order was released has been consistent with her belief that this is a 
matter to be resolved by the Texas Legislature,” said Delisi ’s chief of staff James Cooley.

An estimated 2,000 demonstrators took to 
the Capitol Sunday afternoon in a music- 
filled rally demanding a "time out" for the 
governor's fast-tracked permitting of at 
least 17 proposed coal power plants, and 
voicing support for HCR 43, a bill filed by 
Waco area GOP Rep. Charles "Doc" Anderson 
calling for a 180-day permit moratorium. 
More than 50 community, environmental, 
faith, and public health groups participated 
and attendees hailed from far-flung places 
like Bonham, Athens, Fairfield, and 
Uncertain, TX (near Caddo Lake). 

Addressing the crowd, Anderson said legis- 
lators must look at the "whole enchilada" of 
the plants' cumulative impacts, referenced a 
new UT study's findings that the plants could 
send Austin and Waco into federal air pollu- 
tion violation. He said his bill "isn't about 
moving left or right, but forward to embrace 
new technology." HCR 43 had eight co- 
sponsors at press time, including Austin's 
Donna Howard, and was awaiting a hearing 
in the House Environmental Regulation Com- 
mittee. Mega-utilityTXU, proposing 11 of the 
17 plants, was on hand Sunday as well. 
Spokeswoman Kim Morgan said TXU's plans 
were misunderstood, and if the plants aren't 
built as proposed, "we'll be facing [energy] 
supply problems and the burden will fall on 
you and I to make better efficiency decisions."

The U.S. House is engaged in a weeklong debate on a nonbinding resolu- 
tion rejecting the Bush administration’s current plan to escalate the num- 
ber of troops in Iraq. The resolution is expected to pass easily Friday, 
although the White House has shown no inclination to change course and 
has instead spent the week broadcasting supposed Iranian involvement in 
the war - the technical term is “hypocrisy.” 

NAKED CITY 


The state accountability system has rated Johnston High School “aca- 
demically unacceptable” for three years in a row, which means that, unless 
scores dramatically improve this year, the Texas Education Agency could 
close the school. On Monday, the AISD board of trustees heard about three 
options: Superintendent Pat Forgione recommended that the district stay 
the course on its high-school-redesign plan and let the school remain two 
“small learning communities,” with additional TEA interventions. The board 
could also apply for two new Public Education Information Management 
System numbers, which would effectively turn the two learning communities 
into two distinct schools under the accountability system. Finally, the board 
could decide to create a contingency plan, in case the TEA or the district 
decides to close the school in the fall of 2007 or 2008. The trustees will 
vote on the proposals at a later date. - Michael May 


In other education news, AISD released a district report card, which 
shows that, on average, scores on the Texas Assessment of Knowledge 
and Skills test are improving for students in most subjects - although writ- 
ing and social-studies passing scores remain the same as last year. That 
said, the district still lags 2% to 5% behind state averages in most sub- 
jects. The report card was released just as Austin students are gearing up 
for this year’s TAKS test, which students will take beginning Tuesday, Feb. 
20. Students in third and fifth grade must pass the test to be promoted, 
and high school students must pass to graduate. The district asks parents 
to help students by making sure they get a good night’s sleep the night 
before and eat a good breakfast the morning of the test. The district also 
emphasizes that attendance on TAKS day is critical because a school will 
be rated “unacceptable” if less than 95% of students take the test. The 
test dates are scattered throughout February and April. The exact dates are 
available at www.austinisd.org. - M.M. 

The city of Austin has put a price tag on the snow days from the ice storm 
earlier this year - $1.6 million in official city costs. The breakdown goes like 
this: More than $1 million went to personnel costs, $272, 000-plus went to 
contractors like tree-trimmers and tow-truck operators; de-icing supplies ate 
up $174,000, while $72,000 in sundry and various other services make up 
the rest. But it ain’t a thang to City Manager Toby Futrell, who delivered the 
faux-modest quote that the city “ensured the ice storm was kept in the 
realm of mere crisis, not an out-and-out disaster.” - Wells Dunbar 

On the heels of Sunday’s anti-coal demonstration, emerging nonprofit 
Renewable Energy Institute announced Monday that Austin will be the 
site for its official headquarters, enthusiastically rebuffing utility claims that 
energy efficiency and renewables cannot offset the need for new fossil-fuel 
power plants in Texas today. The institute plans to use private funding (at 
least $1 million so far) to create a venue where leading statewide academ- 
ics can collaborate on renewable-energy technologies while preserving intel- 
lectual property rights. They’ll focus on a wide range of clean energy technol- 
ogies, including: concentrating solar power, anaerobic digesters, biodiesel, 
bio-methane, demand-side energy management, utility interconnection, fuel 
cells, geothermal power, landfill gas, and ocean/tidal energy. Spokesman 
Mike Logan said the group will “bridge the gap between the private sector 
and academia” and help the U.S. beat the 25%-renewable-energy-by-2025 
goal being entertained in Washington while pursing the urgent need for for-

Webb Middle School is a test 
case for bad public policy 
vs. community resolve

Although the dust has far from settled, the 
public battle to defend Webb Middle School 
from the blunt and counterproductive logic of 
“accountability” has paused, at least momen- 
tarily Austin Independent School District 
Superintendent Pat Forgione, facing strong and 
outspoken opposition from the Webb commu- 
nity, has backed down from his initial recom- 
mendation to close the school outright, pro- 
posing instead that the AISD board of trustees 
close Webb’s sixth grade this fall and then 
phase out seventh and eighth grades in the 
following years. It’s not at all clear why this 
elongated execution should be preferred to a 
sudden mercy killing, especially since 
Forgione’s original argument was that it was 
better to take pre-emptive action to close 
Webb before the Texas Education Agency 
ordered the district to do so. If the situation is 
truly so dire, why should the TEA stay its hand 
while AISD dithers? It’s hard to see Forgione’s 
retreat as anything other than tactical, hoping 
the community outrage will dissipate over 
time, while the district proceeds, albeit a bit 
more slowly, with its original plan to close 
Webb and transfer the school’s students to 
Dobie or Pearce, schools which face many of 
the same challenges. 

To their credit, the district trustees have been 
publicly quite skeptical of Forgione’s proposal, 
suggesting that his administrative homework 
on this project wasn’t performed any more dili- 
gently than his community outreach. The 
board has delayed a formal decision on Webb 
and asked Forgione to respond to the specific 
community objections to the proposed closing. 
At a minimum, that probably means the quick 
closure is off the table, although the board will 
make a formal decision in the next few weeks. 
But the delayed phase-out is also a bad idea, 
not only because of what it will do to the 
Webb/St. Johns community, but because it will 
represent a premature capitulation to bad state 
and federal policy that needs to be opposed at 
the district level now, before it builds any more 
political momentum. 

Webb vs. Garcia? 

As Michael May reports here today (“Left 
Behind,” p.30), Webb is nominally in its fourth 
year of potential “low performance,” a state 
ranking that uses Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills test scores and other 
standards as blunt weapons against public 
schools. The process is based on a business 
model that may make sense for marketing beef 
jerky but is nonsense for teaching students, 
who are not products to be phased out if they

aren’t selling at a sufficient pace. Indeed, 
Webb’s first year in the TEA doghouse was 
based not even on its own students, but on 
post-Webb ninth-grade dropouts (who may 
themselves have been miscounted). We’ve 
reported frequently on the official folly of turn- 
ing diagnostic tools into high-stakes blud- 
geons against students and teachers, and I 
won’t rehearse those arguments here - but it’s 
worth noting that a good many of the fresh- 
man reps now serving in the Texas House 
arrived there on the strength of pro-public- 
schools voters long since fed up with the 
Lege’s “accountability” frenzy, particularly 
regarding high-stakes testing. 

There’s also another specific factor in the 
Webb case that has thus far received little 
notice. Administrators are openly concerned 
that the new Northeast Garcia Middle School, 
scheduled to open this fall, will be relatively 
underenrolled, possibly making it difficult 
financially to sustain Webb, Dobie, Pearce, 
and Garcia. Forgione has long made no secret 
of his impatience with attempting to sustain 
the district’s smaller inner-city schools. Board 
President Mark Williams told me frankly that 
the “multivariable equation” affecting the 
pending Webb decision includes 1) academic 
issues, 2) the TEA “hammer” of accountabili- 
ty, 3) wider community demand for more 
“choice” (e.g., a boys’ leadership academy for 
Webb), and 4) “increasing financial con- 
straints in a fixed-revenue environment.” The 
same state that is demanding high test scores 
or closure is refusing to provide the additional 
resources to educate Webb’s many special- 
needs students. 

Who Will AISD Serve? 

I asked Garcia Middle School’s namesake, 
Mayor Emeritus Gus Garcia, what he thought 
of the district’s new, tangential justification 
for closing Webb - that is, in order to hus- 
band resources for the other three Northeast 
middle schools. “Basically, that’s not a good 
argument,” Garcia said. “The new school is 
built not for right now but for the next 50 
years, and this area is growing, and the school 
will fill up over the next 10 years. I don’t 
agree that it’s a good idea to close Webb to fill 
up Garcia.” 

Like most Webb supporters, Garcia calls 
attention to the fact that Webb has absorbed a 


student population with special challenges, 
including many very recent, non-English 
speaking immigrants, and that even so, its 
academic performance has steadily improved 
- just not quickly enough to satisfy all of the 
TEA’s always-rising criteria. To close Webb 
under these conditions, said Garcia, “sends 
the wrong message to the community, which 
is doing everything it can to support that 
school, in real ways. Instead the district 
should be trying to find the resources to 
address those needs. ... To give us a chance to 
help those students. We don’t want to weaken 
that community.” 

Closing Webb is a bad 
idea, not only because 
of what it will do to the 
community, but because it 
will represent a premature 
capitulation to bad state 
and federal policy that 
needs to be opposed at the 
district level now. 

Garcia added that he doesn’t want to point 
fingers at the superintendent or the board, 
because he understands their predicament 
under state and federal law. But when asked, 
“What if the TEA indeed decides to close 
Webb?” he answered, “That’s not the right 
question. Instead, the board has to ask itself, 
who do they represent - the state or the com- 
munity that elected and supports them?” 

Williams says he doesn’t know what the 
board will finally decide but that “we’re all 
driven by what’s best for the Webb students.” 
The trustees are still gathering information, he 
said, and he insisted, “Nobody got on the 
school board in order to close schools.” 
Maybe not. But should the district allow itself 
to devolve into a reluctant executioner for the 
state, officials should not be surprised when 
they look to the community for support and 
nobody’s there. ■ 


Who’s playing the numbers tonight? 

If anyone was running a racket last week- 
end, it was the KXAN Channel 36 news 
crew. Shoring up his hustle on the eve of 
Saturday’s Arms Around Northcross pro- 
test, talking head Chris Willis had 
Brewster McCracken wax Wal-Mart for the 
cameras. Never one not to iterate a talking 
point within an inch of its rhetorical exis- 
tence, McCracken rolled out a doozy, des- 
tined for stuffing and mounting on his buck- 
ling sound-bite trophy shelf: that the 
Northcross supercenter would be not only 
the largest Wal-Mart in Central Texas (or, as 
he had previously branded on our brains, the 
biggest store around these parts period, fol- 
lowing IKEA) but “would be the largest Wal- 
Mart in the entire world,” nonpareil. 

At which point our omniscient narrator 
interjects, “Wait a minute, back that up,” 
before rewinding the tape, chipmunk-exorcism 
vox intact, and replaying McCracken’s claim. 
(Unfortunately, the priceless clip is no longer 
on KXAN’s Web site; surely the Institute of 
Radio, Television, and Film beckoned.) Saying 
KXAN “checked city records,” Willis claimed 
five CenTex Wal-Marts were all larger than 
what’s proposed at Northcross. 

But according to the city, the station (surprise) 
didn’t check very well. Austin Police Department 
provided the city with square-footage numbers 
as part of a Wal-Mart crime-statistics package. 
The proposed Northcross Wal-Mart, with two sto- 
ries and a garden center, would be 225,085 
square feet. Next-closest of the six provided 
stores is the 183 store on Norwood Park, at 
223,233 square feet; the Ben White locale 
clocks in at a mere 206,359 square feet. 

So KXAN was wrong in downplaying the size 
of the Northcross tract. Was McCracken right 
in his Guinness Book claims? It appears not. 
While a 300,000-square-foot behemoth in 
Hawaii will forever be the hoary rumor that got 
away (the store being some unholy hybrid of a 
supercenter and a Sam’s Club - try living next 
to that thing), several Wal-Mart profiles 
describe their supercenters growing as large 
as 261,000 square feet. Conceding he may 
have gotten the level of comparison wrong, 
McCracken still says, “It is definitely the larg- 
est Wal-Mart in Central Texas.” 


But post-protest, with the 60-day develop- 
ment moratorium in the Dumpster, is it full 
speed ahead for the hypermart? McCracken 
saw revised site plans after running into 
Lincoln Property and Wal-Mart reps out- 
side of Jo’s Coffee by City Hall (they were no 
doubt marveling at the profit margins along 
Second Street; if only Wal-Mart had Eames 
lounge chairs stacked high and priced low). 
He reports that aside from some additional 
landscaping and revised street systems (“all 
positive things”), the design is fundamental- 
ly unchanged. 

With meetings between Responsible Growth 
for Northcross, Lincoln, and the city - plus 
Wal-Mart’s own hokey “town hall” hoedown 
scheduled for March 5 - bulldozers won’t like- 
ly roll for a little while; failing that, RG4N still 
has the option of a lawsuit. But McCracken is 
hopeful. “A protest of 2,500 private citizens is 
unprecedented” for a local issue, he said, 
describing the rally’s importance as “difficult 
to overstate.” Well, if anyone could ... 

BOXING DAY 

A welter of items awaits council today 
(Thursday), its first meeting in weeks with a 
full quorum. Council members will need it, 
too, as a proposed zoning change to the 

Town Lake Hyatt Regency will require a 
supermajority of six votes, the plan having 
come under fire from other developers as bad 
design. (The city has so far responded with a 
hearty shrug.) The platinum development pro- 
cession cuts an extra-wide swath this week, 
with the proposed 400-foot Seventh and Rio 
Grande condo tower and dense mixed-use 
zoning for the 1-35 Concordia campus both 
coming before the council, along with public 
hearings and possible action on the vertical- 
mixed-use opt-in/opt-out process and - 
finally - the revised Big Box Ordinance. 

Green dreams round out the rest of the agen- 
da, with the mayor’s massive climate protec- 
tion program and McCracken’s marriage of 
UT’s Clean Energy Incubator program with 
the utility both taking the stage. It’s the first 
program of its kind ... in the entire world!

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eign energy independence. The group will also advocate a 35%-renewable-by- 
2025 goal for Texas. Institute founder and energy-industry veteran Monty 
Goodell said that demand-side efficiency measures today “can save utility cus- 
tomers 30 percent and delay the need for new power plants until 2015” and 
that “the cost for zero emissions power is now less than that of building dirty, 
uneconomic, and unsustainable pulverized coal plants.” - Daniel Mottola 

Speaking of renewable energy, the South by Southwest Music, Film, and 
Interactive Festival, co-founded by Chronicle Editor Louis Black and Publisher 
Nick Barbaro, has announced that it will go carbon-neutral this year, offsetting 
100% of the climate-changing carbon-dioxide emissions created by its yearlong 
transportation needs and electricity use through the purchase of renewable- 
energy credits from Austin-based Green Mountain Energy Company. 
Operating director Eve McArthur said the move, initiated by SXSW’s UK and 
Ireland manager Una Johnson (herself an environmental consultant), was made 
in hopes of facilitating similarly green moves for other entertainment business- 
es. SXSW partnered with Austin Energy to calculate energy-consumption totals 
for SXSW’s use of the Austin Convention Center and the 70-plus venues it occu- 
pies during the event. McArthur said 2007 will serve as a baseline year, after 
which further C0 2 reductions will be sought. Additionally, SXSW has worked on 
energy efficiency at its Austin headquarters, donated $5,000 to the Austin 
Parks and Recreation Department to buy and maintain native trees, plans to 
work with Ecology Action of Austin to recycle all waste from outdoor parties, and 
pledges to use biodiesel in generators and production trucks. McArthur added 
that SXSW 07 will offer expanded transit services to deter individual rental-car 
use and encourages Festival-goers to move about Austin by bike. - D.M. 

Austin Police are investigating the murder of 27-year-old Steven D. Talley, who 
was found dead, lying in the street on the 6900 block of Blessing Avenue, early 
on Feb. 10. Talley suffered “obvious trauma,” police say, but reportedly it 
appears as though he was murdered elsewhere and dumped in the heavily trav- 
eled Northeast Austin street. Detectives say they believe robbery was the 
motive and are asking that anyone who might have seen anything suspicious in 
the area or who has specific information about the murder call the APD homi- 
cide tip line at 477-3588, or call Crime Stoppers at 472-8477. - Jordan Smith 

In other crime news, the TVavis County Sheriff’s Office is looking for help 
finding a teen suspected in the Feb. 6 robbery of the Oasis Mart at 12915 
Dessau. The TCSO says a young man - between 16 and 19 years old, wear- 
ing a blue-and-white hooded sweatshirt - entered the store, pulled a handgun 
out of his pants pocket, and demanded money from the store cash register. 

He fled on a bicycle, likely into either the Copperfield or Harris Ridge subdivi- 
sion. Anyone with information is asked to call TCSO Detective Scott Crowe, at 
854-3426, or Crime Stoppers, at 472-8477. - J.S. 

The Corridor Council, which focuses on regional issues along the 1-35 corri- 
dor, recognizes that at the current rate of growth, someday soon this region 
will be Austin/San Antonio, the same way the neighbors to the north are 
Dallas/Fort Worth. In recent recommendations on transportation, still in draft 
form, a 100-member committee has urged the region to begin some regional- 
planning efforts similar to D/FW, such as consistent policies across the 
region for removing traffic accidents from the roadways. The group also sup- 
ports the 112-mile Austin-San Antonio commuter rail line and the need for 
more east-west arterials off 1-35, which appears to be a problem that plagues 
San Antonio as well as Austin. - Kimberly Reeves 

In other transportation news, county commissioners have begun negotiations on 
an engineering contract to begin extending Frate Barker from Manchaca to 
Brodie. Frate Barker has been a contentious project, primarily because of the 
environmental issues, but county officials promise the new alignment on the 
road bypasses the critical water-quality zone. To make Frate Barker truly work, 
however, the county will have to see other road projects put in motion, including 
those out of county control. Those projects include the construction of SH 45 
Southwest from MoPac to FM 1626, improvements to FM 1626 from Bliss 
Spillar to 1-35, and possibly using pass-through toll financing and upgrades to 
the intersections on Manchaca at FM 1626 and at Frate Barker. Manchaca itself 
also needs to be upgraded, both going into and out of Hays County. - K.R. 

There’s a new car patrolling the streets for the TVavis County Sheriff’s 
Office. Outfitted with amber lights on top and the same tan paint as the rest 
of the fleet, its most distinguishing feature is the logo across the side read- 
ing “COPS,” an acronym signaling that there are in fact no cops inside the car 
but, rather, volunteers for Citizens on Patrol Services. On the road as of 
Jan. 30, these new COPS won’t be arresting or even confronting anyone. 
Instead, says Senior Deputy Vincente Galloway, they’ll serve as “eyes and 
ears” for the department, reporting any untoward behavior they witness. The 
program has 10 volunteers so far, a lot of whom are retirees, and they’ve all 
attended the county’s Citizens Police Academy, a program designed to teach 
regular people what it’s like to be a sheriff’s deputy. After graduating, volun- 
teers complete 70 more hours of training specifically for COPS, learning 
things like recognizing suspicious activity, writing handicap citations, and per- 
forming CPR. But beyond such skills, their visibility alone should help deter 
crime. Armed with little more than cell phones and dispatch radios, COPS may 
be a thrifty alternative to keeping deputies on every corner. - Nora Ankrum 

Samuel Zbogar, the ambassador of Slovenia to the United States, will lace 
up his running shoes for the Austin Marathon, Sunday, Feb. 18, as part of a 
four-city running tour he is doing to raise funds and awareness for the rehabili- 
tation of child victims of land mines and other explosive devices in 

Southeast Europe. Following his half-marathon outing in Austin, Zbogar will run 


another half marathon in Knoxville, Tenn., in April; a full marathon in Cleveland 
in May; and another full marathon in Washington, D.C., in October. 
Organizations benefiting from his efforts are the Marshall Legacy Institute 
(www.marshall-legacy.org) and the Slovenia-based International Trust Fund for 
Demining and Mine Victims Assistance (www.itf-fund.si), established in 1998 to 
help solve the country’s land-mine problem and to provide land-mine survivors 
with physical and socioeconomic rehabilitation.

Working to stop the needless euthanasia of adoptable pets, the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals last week launched the 
ASPCA Mission: Orange program, aiming for a save rate of 75% or better for 
unwanted pets entering shelters in four target cities, including Austin. Despite 
1997 city and county resolutions to become a no-kill city, more than half of 
the animals entering Austin’s shelters in 2005 - 15,000 dogs and cats - 
were euthanized, according to the ASPCA. Local participants include the city’s 
Town Lake Animal Center, the Austin Humane Society (a nonprofit, “no-kill” 
shelter), and spay/neuter clinics Animal Trustees of Austin and Emancipet. 
Program initiatives include mobile adoptions, improved adoption training, 
establishing new dog parks, promoting the use of microchips to ID lost dogs, 
and support of low-cost spay/neuter programs. The ASPCA has pledged up to 
$600,000 over three years to Austin’s program, including $300,000 last 
week to Animal Trustees of Austin to create new capacity and to educate the 
public (especially new homeowners) about adoption. Individuals are encour- 
aged to spay or neuter pets and consider local adoption first when searching 
for a new animal friend. See www.aspca.org for more. - D.M.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The propaganda machine has 
roared to life in the ongoing war 
over the construction of 17 
new pulverized “dirty” coal 
plants (expected to exacerbate 
the state’s already perilous pol- 
lution and global-warming situa- 
tion). As Dallas-based TXU 
(planning 11 plants) aired TV 
ads explaining how its coal-fired 
power will “keep the monsters away” through reliable night-light illumination 
(maintaining energy crisis scare tactics, though they admit none of their 
plants will be operational before projected power shortfalls), a mysterious 
group known as the Texas Clean Sky Coalition began running more than $1 
million worth of newspaper ads and prominent online spots featuring sooty- 
faced youths above the message, “Coal is filthy.” Neither Environmental 
Defense nor the Sierra Club, both referenced in the coalition’s ads, had ever 
heard of the group, which has refused to disclose its members. At Sunday’s 
anti-coal rally, the coalition’s images appeared on hundreds of T-shirts distrib- 
uted to attendees and on a massive, airplane-towed banner. Last week, the 
Statesman and Houston Chronicle reported that the ads were funded partially 
by Oklahoma natural-gas producer Chesapeake Energy Corp., whose board 
includes prominent Oklahoma Republicans. Clean Sky Coalition Executive 
Director Jackson Walker said members prefer anonymity to “avoid jeopardiz- 
ing business, social, and political relationships,” adding that many coal sup- 
porters “are pretty heavy hitters in this state.” See www.cleanskycoalition.com 
for more.

Yikes, more crappy news on the global-warming front. According to a recent 
report from the National Bureau of Economic Research, “There appears to be 
an increase in the frequency and intensity of tropical cyclones in the North 
Atlantic. ... There are substantial vulnerabilities to intense hurricanes in the 
Atlantic coastal United States, ... [and] greenhouse warming is likely to lead 
to stronger hurricanes.” William D. Nordhaus, author of “The Economics 
of Hurricanes in the United States,” concludes, “We estimate that the 
average annual U.S. hurricane damages will increase by $8 billion at 2005 
incomes (.06% of GDP) due to global warming.”

Last Sunday came the strange story that Australian Prime Minister John 
Howard bad-mouthed presidential hopeful U.S. Sen. Barack Obama, D- 
lllinois, over his Iraq policy. On an Australian current-affairs show, Howard, a 
fearless Bush-booster and proponent of the Iraq war, lambasted Obama’s 
proposed withdrawal date of March 31, 2008, even raising the old chestnut 
that al Qaeda yearns for a Democratic victory in ’08. The outburst won the 
Australian prime minister no friends back home (it’s scarcely scientific, but 
four out of every five respondents to a Sydney Morning Herald online poll 
said Howard had “put his foot in it”), but the story was pimped in the conser- 
vative blogosphere like a death knell for the presidential hopeful. In any 
case, it’s unlikely President Obama will ever meet Prime Minister Howard; his 
Liberal Party/National Party coalition government faces a stiff challenge from 
the Labor Party in upcoming elections - so he will probably not be prime min- 
ister, no matter who wins here in ’08. Obama will be in Austin Friday, Feb. 23, 
2pm, at Gregory Gym on the UT campus. Admission is free, but tickets will 
be required if anyone wants to ask him about kangaroos.

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DEVELOPING STORIES 

Bigger Than Wal-Mart

The quality of new development in a region should follow 
town-like principles - housing for a diverse population , a full mix 
of uses , walkable streets , positive public space, integrated civic 
and commercial centers, transit orientation and accessible 
open space. 

- Peter Calthorpe, The New Urbanism: Toward an Architecture 
of Community, 1993 

The coming together Saturday of at least 2,500 red-clad 
Austinites to hold hands in a human chain of protest - suffi- 
cient, on a cold and blustery morning, to surround the approxi- 
mately one-mile street perimeter of Northcross Mall - provid- 
ed further evidence that citizen passion against the city- 
approved site plan for redeveloping Northcross Mall continues 
to run hot and deep. As neighborhood opponents have articu- 
lated clearly, the fight isn’t just about hating Wal-Mart. Rather, 
the uprising of activism in this ordinary middle-class part of 
North Central Austin is fueled by a more profound sense of 
outrage and betrayal - and by neighborhood pride and a 
strong positive vision. 

A fight against the nation’s most powerful retailer (fueled in 
part by Wal-Mart’s lack of corporate social responsibility) 
makes for snappy bumper stickers, T-shirts (“Wal-Mart Isn’t 
Weird”) and sound-bite media coverage. Certainly, the advoca- 
cy group Responsible Growth for Northcross has articulat- 
ed one non-negotiable goal to both the city and the developer: 
“Lincoln Property Company and Wal-Mart need to abandon 
their plans to build a 225,085 square foot 24-hour Wal-Mart 
Supercenter with a 300,000 square foot parking garage.” 

(Until that demand is met, RG4N also called on Saturday for a 
citywide boycott of all Wal-Marts and Sam’s Clubs.) But to see 
only that aspect of the Northcross uprising is to miss the 
deeper civic issues at stake. 

What these Austinites want and believe they deserve - from 
the private developer, from the city, and from their elected rep- 
resentatives - is enlightened urban redevelopment. When a 
major moribund mall in their neighborhood is at last to be rede- 
veloped, they want that redevelopment to occur in accord with 
the best practices nationally and the city’s own new design 
standards. Austinites have drunk the Kool-Aid that Austin is a 
“Top 10” smart, cool, progressive, and prosperous city; our 
civic self-esteem is now so high that we expect the best in 
urban design and redevelopment. Unfortunately, this pivotal 
site is in the hands of a developer whose narrow thinking lags 
far behind its own industry. Even more troubling, the city of 
Austin is not yet practicing the kind of sophisticated and effec- 
tive urban planning that could have prevented this debacle. 
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It speaks to the savvy of Austinites that they didn’t just 
shrug and accept the Wal-Mart and Lincoln site plan, that they 
understand what quality urban redevelopment should look like. 
The vision they have articulated for a revived Northcross - as 
shown in the design sketch pictured here - harkens to New 
Urbanism, a movement (now at least 15 years old) that 
revives traditional principles of building community (as sum- 
marized by Peter Calthorpe in the quote above). Indeed, 
RG4N members took it upon themselves to do what the devel- 
oper (or the city) should have done - survey more than 3,000 
neighborhood residents and business owners about their pref- 
erences and needs (88% said they opposed a retail super- 
center), then comprehensively rework the plan to reflect those 
desires. They developed a consensus “priorities list” unani- 
mously supported by five surrounding neighborhood associa- 
tions and RG4N, cementing strong agreement on what that 
better redevelopment should look like. Neighborhood volun- 
teers also organized a hands-on design charrette for the site, 
which was held independently at City Hall on Jan. 27. An 
appealing early vision (which reportedly could be equally profit- 
able for the developer) based on the neighborhoods’ mutual 
priorities emerged from this citizens’ “minicharrette” led by 
professional architects, urban planners, and commercial real 
estate professionals who donated their time. (It reflects poorly 
on the city that these professionals requested anonymity; 
according to one, they fear being blackballed by the city on 
future projects.) 

OBSOLETE THINKING 

Unfortunately Lincoln Property Co. - a huge, nationwide real 
estate firm - exhibits a level of urban design and planning 
sophistication several notches lower than that of the average 
Crestview or Allandale resident. The projects and properties 
posted on the company’s Web site reflect that, as a company, 
Lincoln has yet to embrace the public-responsibility aspect of 
the New Urbanist spirit. Its projects across the country - 
including the Hill Country Galleria and Shops at the Galley 
la in Bee Cave - fail to exemplify the best practices already 
considered mainstream by other profit-driven developers. For 
example, Lincoln’s sole listed mixed-use project incorporating 
housing (Stone Creek Village in Cary, N.C.) is described 
without a whiff of community-building idealism or any mention 
of sustainability but only in terms of “population flow,” “traffic 
flow,” and “retail flow.” The retrograde mentality of the devel- 
oper is revealed by that project’s enthusiastic marketing slo- 
gan: “Watch the traffic go buy!” 

By contrast, more enlightened developers across the nation 
who are up-to-date on competitive trends in shopping-center 
development incorporate sustainability, livable cities, and com- 
munity as overt project goals. Those established practices are 
well-represented by session topics at the Urban Land 
Institute’s annual conferences on Reinventing Retail: 
Community, Lifestyle, and Entertainment. For example, 
from the section entitled Retail Rejoins the Community: “The

days when shopping cen- 
ters were stand-alone 
developments surround- 
ed by parking lots and 
separated from the rest 
of the community are fad- 
ing. ... Integration is the 
new buzzword. Integration 
of shopping, housing, 
and offices; integration of 
shopping with transit. ... 

Integration ... builds 

more sustainable communities, [and] expands opportunities.” 
That kind of forward-thinking, mixed-use approach is precisely 
what RG4N’s alternative vision, and the city’s own design stan- 
dards, are urging upon Lincoln at Northcross. Austinites are 
begging for good, dense, mixed-use urban design on the 
Northcross site. Maddeningly, it’s the developer who’s behind 
the curve here, blind or indifferent to the opportunity to create 
an equally profitable, yet far more sustainable, project with 
enthusiastic community support. 

An architect who attempted to bring Lincoln into the New 
Urbanism light, during planning for the Shops at the Galleria in 
Bee Cave, found that Lincoln wouldn’t budge from an “obso- 
lete” retail playbook that he characterized as being 15 years 
out of date. When the architects presented master planning 
concepts grounded in up-to-date “Lifestyle Mall” development 
trends (basically, New Urbanism repackaged as marketing),

Lincoln couldn’t understand the plan or its value and rejected 
it. Instead, the architect recalls, Robert Dozier (executive vice 
president of the Lincoln Retail Group and its point man on 
Northcross) and his colleagues insisted on reverting to their 
rigid, outdated rules for developing strip shopping centers. 

Huge parking lots had to be out front; existing mature trees 
should be cut down to ensure that every store sign would be 
visible. Insensitive to the beautiful hilly site on the banks of 
Barton Creek, Lincoln reportedly told the local architects to 
level the property, take out every inconvenient tree, and build a 
standard-issue suburban strip shopping center - or they’d bring 
in their Dallas architect instead. PageSoutherlandPage 
stepped away from the project. The result is the depressing 
Shops at the Galleria, a 600,000-square-foot “power center” 
across Highway 71 from the far larger (and likely more 
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depressing-to-be) Hill Country Galleria, a 150- 
acre mixed-use project with housing that 
Lincoln is co-developing. 

As Dozier proudly told Texas Real Estate 
Business : “At this intersection, more than 2 
million square feet of retail is underway. It’s 
zoned, it’s entitled, and these projects will 
serve the fastest-growing segment of this 
market, effectively filling a huge void that 
exists there today.” No mention, of course, of 
the SOS Alliance’s opposition to the projects 
due to the sensitive Barton Creek water- 
shed. Where others saw a beautiful and envi- 
ronmentally sensitive piece of the Hill 
Country, Dozier saw only ... a void. 

PUBLIC RESPONSIBILITY 

Ultimately, what the missed opportunity at 
Northcross demonstrates is that the city of 
Austin cannot abdicate its responsibility for 
intelligent urban planning to the private sec- 
tor. It would be ludicrous to trust deal-flippin’ 
developers on a parcel-by-par- 
cel basis to execute an 
enlightened urban plan for 
inner-city redevelopment. While 
our peer cities - such as 
Seattle; Portland, Ore.; San 
Jose, Calif.; Denver; Las 
Vegas; even Fort Worth - regu- 
larly update 20-year plans that 
address urban planning in 
detail, Austin does not. While 
our peer cities have a retinue 
of public planners and consul- 
tants who proactively guide 
and coordinate redevelopment 
efforts - citywide, not just 
downtown - Austin does not. 

Certainly the city’s new 
commercial and retail 
design standards are a huge 
step in the right direction. By 
establishing consistent, code- 
enforceable standards for 
quality, they help to ensure 
that future projects are better 
designed, more sustainable, 
and contribute positively to 
reknitting the urban fabric and 
Austin’s neighborhoods. Yet 
design standards alone are 
not enough. Cities have a 
responsibility to plan - and to 
implement, monitor, track, and 
update planning policy - for the long-term, in 
the public interest. 

At Northcross, the opportunity hasn’t yet 
been lost to produce a great redevelopment - 
a model of all that Austin can become, akin 
to the city’s plan for the Crestview transit- 
oriented development. After sending a let- 
ter to Lincoln asking to present its design 
charrette vision (and requesting true partner- 
ship on finding mutually satisfactory solu- 
tions), RG4N representatives at last were to 
meet face-to-face with Dozier on Wednesday. 
Assistant City Manager Laura Huffman has 
promised the neighborhoods an imminent 
“term sheet” of agreed-upon improvements to 
the site plan, the result of numerous meet- 
ings and negotiations between city staff and 
Lincoln and Wal-Mart repre- 
sentatives. Huffman said city 
staff, including planners, have 
proactively presented solu- 
tions to the developer and 
that “staff’s goal has been to 


press Lincoln and Wal-Mart to apply many of 
the concepts embodied in the city’s new 
commercial design standards to this project.” 
(RG4N’s Hope Morrison expects that while 
those city-facilitated concessions will add 
some niceties, they won’t address the funda- 
mental problem of the outdated mall concept 
and the way-too-big Wal-Mart. As she put it, “A 
retail supercenter with a rainwater-harvesting 
system is still a supercenter.”) This week 
RG4N is asking council and the mayor to sup- 
port a city-backed, full-blown design charrette, 
to which all the neighbors and businesses in 
the Northcross area would be invited. 

As has just occurred with the embattled 
Concordia site, council members also could 
recommend to the developer that it engage 
ROMA Design Group (or another respected 
urban planner) to consult on an improved site 
plan that meets both neighborhood and owner 
goals. (On council’s Thursday agenda is an 
expenditure of another $175,000 for outside 


lawyers to handle Northcross matters, includ- 
ing negotiations and threatened lawsuits 
against the city. Why not fund an urban-plan- 
ning consultant to facilitate and draw up a 
mutually acceptable site plan - thus prevent- 
ing citizen or developer lawsuits - instead?) 

At the very least, the mayor’s highly touted 
new Austin Climate Protection Plan should 
mandate that Northcross be thoughtfully rede- 
veloped for maximum long-term sustainability; 
that’s not a big-box store, which typically has 
a life of about 10-12 years. 

In short, our elected leaders still have the 
opportunity to hang tough and demand the 
best possible solution for the people of Aus- 
tin. It’s that, or ignore their constituents and 
allow a moribund mall to be “revived” based 
on outdated principles suited 
not to Austin’s livable future, 
but to its unenlightened past.

Texas and Sudan: In or Out? by amy smith 


A sticky political question has emerged in Gov. Rick 
Perry’s endorsement of legislation that would divest the 
state’s holdings in companies doing business in Sudan. 
Here’s the dilemma: Should the proposed policy also 
extend to the governor’s Texas Enterprise Fund, which 
last week awarded an $8.5 million grant to a major share- 
holder of Chinese oil companies operating in Sudan? 

The short answer is a squirmy “let’s not go there.” In fair- 
ness to Perry and the bipartisan crew of lawmakers spon- 
soring the legislation, Texas is just now catching the wind 
of a national grassroots campaign targeting the recipient 
of the state grant - Fidelity Investments - the nation’s 
largest mutual fund company and a top investor in two 
Chinese oil concerns that help finance the Sudanese-gov- 
ernment-backed genocide in Darfur. Fidelity received the 
state grant as an incentive to expand its Texas operations 
in Tarrant County, and create 1,500 new jobs. Perry’s 
press announcement credited the Enterprise Fund with 
clinching the deal. 

While Perry was deal-making, another Fidelity-related 
activity was in the works. The Massachusetts Coalition 
to Save Darfur launched its Fidelity out of Sudan 
campaign (www.fidelityoutofsudan.com) four weeks ago, and 
quickly captured the attention of national business maga- 
zines and major dailies. Boston-based campaign organiz- 
ers Eric Cohen and Susan Morgan, both former Fidelity 
investors, said in an interview that they decided to go 
public with their concerns about the company’s holdings 
after spending three months writing cautiously diplomatic 
letters to more than 50 company executives. They had 
hoped to get their foot in the door for a meeting at 
Fidelity’s flagship office in downtown Boston. At the very 
least, they wanted Fidelity officials to use their investment 
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TAXPAYERS CONTRIBUTE TOO

pull as a negotiating tool with the Chinese oil companies. 
Instead, Fidelity responded with a form letter, worded pretty 
much the same as its statements to the press. 

Texas is one of 20 states considering legislation that fol- 
lows the “targeted divestment” model created by the Sudan 
Divestment Task Force (www.sudandivestment.org), which advis- 
es governments, universities, and asset managers on how to 
sever investment ties with companies in Sudan without break- 
ing the bank and jeopardizing pension funds. Based on this 
model, mutual fund companies such as Fidelity would be 
spared the divestment axe under the Texas legislation, there- 
by safeguarding the state’s $120-billion-plus pension funds. 

The Fidelity divestment campaign Web site includes a peti- 
tion with a signature goal of 400,000 - the estimated num- 
ber of civilians killed in Darfur. “It’s hard to influence Chinese 
government and Chinese businesses, but Fidelity is such a 
large, powerful investor, they could use some of their muscle 
to influence those companies operating in Sudan,” said 
Cohen, a retired high tech executive. “That would be an earth- 
quake in the financial market.” 

At the same time, Cohen said optimistically, “Now that 
Texas is a major business partner with Fidelity, the governor 
could use this opportunity to talk with Fidelity about being a 
good social citizen.” 

Said Perry spokesman Ted Royer: “The governor encour- 
ages Fidelity and all other private companies to divest them- 
selves of any holdings they have in companies doing busi- 
ness in Sudan.” Royer also said Perry would consider “any 
needed reforms in how the Enterprise Fund is administered 
so we can align it with other state investments, specifically 
in terms of how we divest other state funds of investments 
in Sudan.” 

Divestment activists applaud Texas and other states for 
taking a moral and financial stand against genocide and other 
atrocities in Darfur. But the Fidelity campaign seeks to appeal 
to the masses rather than government entities mindful of 
their fiduciary responsibilities to maintain healthy pension 
funds. “Even in cases where mutual funds are not part of the 
legislation, this is a way to build awareness so that individu- 
als can make their own choices,” Morgan said. 

Authors of the three-bill Texas initiative (Senate Bill 
247, House Bill 667, and HB 419) include Rodney Ellis 
in the Senate and Corbin Van Arsdale and Ruth Jones 
McClendon in the House. More than two dozen legislators 
have signed on as co-sponsors, and Railroad Commissioner 
Michael Williams is an outspoken advocate of the measure. 

With this much bipartisan support, what could possibly go 
wrong? Well, there is the pesky Fidelity angle, for one. Many 
lawmakers don’t even want to talk about Fidelity’s dip into the 
Enterprise Fund because they know that if they mess with 
Perry’s economic development engine, they’re messing with 
their own legislation. 

“I’m just learning about the whole issue with Fidelity, and 
I’m looking into it,” said Fort Worth Democratic Rep. Lon 
Burnam, a co-sponsor credited with galvanizing support for 
the divestment legislation. Burnam is usually an outspoken 
critic of the Enterprise Fund, but not this time. “I have visited 
with Commissioner Williams about this and he has similar 
concerns, which are we don’t want to lose the baby and wade 
into this whole other arena,” he said. “But we also under- 
stand that this is classic politics - better to get half a loaf 
than none.” 

Rep. Garnet Coleman, D-Houston, said he supports the 
legislation, but the Fidelity divestment campaign has brought 
to light new concerns about how the state doles out incentive 
packages to companies. “If it’s wrong for the state through 
its pension plans to invest in Sudan because of human rights 
practices, then it’s wrong for us to support companies that 
continue to invest in companies doing business in Sudan,” 
Coleman said. “Otherwise it’s a case of, do what I say, not 
what I do.” 


While Gov. Rick Perry hopes to conjure a reported $29 million for 
his human papillomavirus immunization program, the Texas Cancer 
Council is fighting for its financial life. Last week, the House 
Appropriation Subcommittee on general government received a pro- 
posed budget for the council that slashes its funding by 7.6%, down to 
a mere $6.7 million for fiscal year 2008-2009. That’s on top of a $2 
million cut over the last five years. The council uses this small budget 
to bring cancer awareness, education, and health projects to outlying 
areas badly served by other state and federal agencies. It already has 
a staff vacancy it cannot fill because it can’t afford to hire anyone, 
and now there are fears it will have to cut back its work along the bor- 
der. “We went down and down and down,” TCC Executive Director 
Sandra Balderrama told representatives, “and now the only thing 
left is programs.” - Richard Whittaker 

Sens. Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, and Kyle Janek, R-Houston, have 
reintroduced legislation that would put true accountability measures on 
the state’s 191 charter school operators. Those measures would 
require actual testing of students - instead of dodging the state’s 
accountability system by reconfiguring campuses for nontesting grades 

- and progress on the state’s accountability measures in reading and 

math. In a news conference at the Capitol on Monday, Shapiro said it 
was time to get rid of the bad actors and reward those schools that per- 
form well. The best charter school operators - the ones that top the 
state’s accountability rating system for two years - would be given 
incentive payments for school facilities and broader latitude in creating 
new charter campuses. - Kimberly Reeves 

Nothing spells a legislative year like a nice Austin-centric fight at the 
Legislature. This year, it’s the Travis Co. commissioners who will be the 
culprits, as they seek to alter the Capitol view corridor. Nothing is 
firm yet, but county officials are looking seriously at using the empty tax 
assessor-collector office for the new civil courthouse building. That 
means altering the Wooldridge Park Capitol view corridor. That doesn’t 
bother the Parks Board much, but it has the Texas Historical Commis- 
sion and Heritage Society of Austin up in arms. Both were on hand at 
Tuesday’s Commissioners Court meeting to give stern grandmarmy 
words of opposition to any change to the view corridors. Commissioners 
will likely make a decision on seeking the exemption - and finding a 
bold soul in the local delegation to carry it - by early next month. - K.R. 

Rep. Harold Dutton, D-Houston, has again filed legislation to reduce 
the criminal penalties associated with the possession of small 
amounts of marijuana. HB 758 would reduce possession of up to 1 
ounce of pot to a class C misdemeanor (punishable by up to a $500 
fine only) and would downgrade the possession of up to 2 ounces to a 
class B misdemeanor (punishable by up to 180 days in county jail). 
Possession of up to an ounce could net jail time, but only when a 
defendant has been popped and convicted of minor possession three 
times within two years. Nationally, marijuana-related arrests have sky- 
rocketed over the last decade, reaching an all-time high of nearly 
800,000 in 2005, according to FBI statistics released in September. 

Of those, nearly 88% were for simple possession; 75% of those arrest- 
ed were under 30. HB 758 mirrors pot decrim legislation Dutton filed 
in 2005, and although that bill received a generally favorable hearing 
in the House Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence, it ultimately lan- 
guished without enough votes to move forward. For now it’s unclear 
whether Dutton’s latest reform effort will face better odds of passage: 
Lawmakers have made it clear they want to be smarter on criminal-jus- 
tice issues, and to cut costs associated with a bloated prison system 

- goals that would be achievable, in part, by reducing the number of 
inmates locked up for low-level drug and alcohol offenses. Yet, with 
the departure from the Capitol of veteran Austin lawmaker and 
Criminal Jurisprudence Committee Chair Terry Keel, the chairmanship 
has been turned over to Rep. Aaron Pena, D-Edinburg, who hasn’t 
exactly been progressive on pot-related issues. In 2005, Pena pro- 
posed laughable legislation to ban the sale of lollipots, candies con- 
taining marijuana-derived extracts (such as those from the plant’s flow- 
ers), saying the candies - which are imported with FBI and U.S. 
Customs approval and have been sold in the U.S. for nearly a decade 

- were nothing more than a means to “entice our children into a life of 

illegal drugs.” -Jordan Smith

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Transportation Funding Friction 


Tuesday should have been a gold star day 
at the House Transportation Committee, 

one that would finally put the Texas 
Department of Transportation and the 
Texas Transportation Institute in the 

same room at the same time to duel it out 
over the long-term sce- 
narios for how to pay 
for the cost of high- 
ways in Texas. 

Instead, a couple of 
lawmakers - first Rep. 

Linda Harper-Brown, 

R-Irving, and then Sen. 

John Carona, R-Dallas 
- turned Texas Transp- 
ortation Commission 
Chair Ric Williamson 
into a human pinata in 
their frustration over 
Texas toll roads. First, 

Harper-Brown, a long- 
time Irving City Council 
member, berated 
Williamson over a 
document - which 
Williamson unwisely 
called “foolish” - that 
indicated that Dallas 
received $4.5 billion 
less over the last five years for transportation 
funding than it would have under the past sys- 
tem of parceling out federal funds, often 
referred to as the “fair share” system. 

As state Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock, 
and others explained it, federal funding has 
changed. Once, it was based on where the 
TTC chair lived and how he could earmark 
funds for his region. A Dallas chair would be 
named, and funds would shift to Dallas. A 
Houston chair would be named, and those 
funds would shift back to Houston. 

Under the new funding formula - which is 
intended to localize transportation decision- 
making and decrease the “begging” of region- 
al delegations before the TTC - the focus is 
not how to spend available money, but how to 
address the transportation plans of a particu- 
lar region, Krusee said. According to the num- 
bers, the biggest beneficiary of this approach 
has been the Austin region. 

Later, Krusee gave Carona, the chair of the 
Senate Committee on Transportation & 
Homeland Security, a chance to address 
some comments to Williamson. Carona 
pressed Williamson for a meeting this week, 
saying Williamson’s office said he was booked 
through March. Williamson, never one to be 
backed into a corner, attempted to brush off 
the request, saying simply that he’d call 
Carona’s office to set up a time for a meet- 


ing. It was not a meeting, Williamson said, 
but simply a call to set up a meeting. 

“It is this kind of lack of commitment and 
artful dodging for something as basic as an 
appointment to meet with you [that] causes 
the hostility and the friction that exists right 
now,” said Carona, 
who has filed some 
distinctly anti-toll-road 
legislation this ses- 
sion. “The fact that 
you would sit there 
and be so arrogant 
that you would not 
even commit to a 
meeting date when I’m 
telling you that over 
the next several days 
I’ll be available at any 
time that will work for 
you is very troubling.” 
To this, Williamson 
could only say, “Thank 
you.” When pressed 
again for a commit- 
ment for a meeting, he 
replied, “Frankly, sena- 
tor, I’m speechless.” 
The confrontation was 
the talk around the 
Capitol. Most long-term observers were non- 
plussed. “There’s a reason why we used to 
call him Nitro Williamson,” said one former 
colleague-turned-lobbyist. 

As to the difference between the projec- 
tions of need by TxDOT and the Texas 
Transportation Institute - TxDOT says the 
state would need a $1.40 gas tax to cover 
the gap; TTI says it would require a 10 cent 
gas tax increase plus ongoing increases 
indexed to highway costs - the numbers are 
closer than they might appear on first blush. 

As both Williamson and TTI’s Dennis 
Christiansen pointed out, the assumptions 
in the two reports are different. While both 
start with the same general level of need - an 
additional $86 billion in new roads by 2030 - 
TTI assumes that local jurisdictions will pick 
up a third of that cost, through toll roads, 
local-option gas tax, or simply general revenue 
expenditures backed by property taxes. The 
two reports also tinker with issues such as 
the fuel efficiency of fleet vehicles and other 
such numbers. 

The bottom line on the TTI report projects 
that the gas tax on the $56 billion in identi- 
fied needs - the initial 10 cents plus 
increases as needed - would be about 90 
cents a gallon by 2030. The highest rate in 
the country right now is 33 cents.

The Texas Democratic Party has filed a 
lawsuit alleging that the Hart InterCivic 
eSIate electronic-voting machines record 
votes improperly and seeking an injunction 
prohibiting the machines’ use until the alleged 
flaw is fixed. If it can’t be fixed, the suit 
requests that the eSIate be prohibited from 
use in any further elec- 
tions. Hart InterCivic is 
an Austin-based com- 
pany, and the eSIate is 
the standard voting 
machine used in Travis 
Co. and 101 other 
Texas counties. 

The complaint cen- 
ters around the way 
eSIate handles a par- 
ticular straight-party 
voting situation: 

Sometimes, after marking “straight party,” vot- 
ers who favor a certain candidate then go 
down to that candidate’s name and mark it 
again, to “emphasize” their vote, as TDP 
Chairman Boyd Richie put it. However, doing 
so on an eSIate machine causes the candi- 
date to be deselected, or cancels out that 
selection and records no vote in that race. 
Richie charges that this violates laws requir- 
ing that election systems must reflect the 
intent of the voter and that all election sys- 
tems must count votes the same way - while 
“emphasizing” a candidate by marking his or 
her name on a write-in ballot would get count- 
ed, such votes cast on an eSIate would not. 

The suit actually targets Secretary of State 
Roger Williams, who is responsible for certi- 
fying election systems for use in Texas. 

“As the state’s chief election officer, Roger 
Williams is responsible for upholding the 
integrity of our electoral process,” Richie said 
Tuesday. “However, by certifying voting sys- 
tems that actually ignore voters’ choices, the 
secretary of state has failed to perform the 
most basic function of his office - ensuring 



the fairness and accuracy of our elections. I 
call on Secretary Williams to restore the 
rights of Texas voters by reprogramming the 
eSIate machines to accurately record voters’ 
choices or discontinuing their use altogether.” 
TDP attorneys Chad Dunn and Buck Wood 
said the situation was discovered during a 
recount of a judicial 
race in Madison 
County, where they dis- 
covered what appeared 
to be an inordinately 
high number of races 
marked “no selection” 
on a sample of ballots 
that also had straight- 
party votes selected. 

Secretary of State 
Office spokesman 
Scott Haywood said 
that Williams had not had time to review the 
suit but believes that “eSIate operates in 
accordance with Texas law.” At the end of vot- 
ing, Haywood said, voters are presented with 
a summary screen that lets them review 
whether their choices have been accurately 
recorded. But Wood charged that voting pat- 
terns indicate that this summary, as well as a 
warning given to voters before voting, are not 
enough to prevent “less sophisticated” and 
elderly voters from making the mistake. 

Asked to comment on the suit, Hart 
InterCivic spokesman Josh Allen replied, “Hart 
is not a party to the lawsuit. The eSIate fully 
complies with federal and state election laws. 
It’s certified with federal and state bodies, 
and it securely, accurately, and privately 
records votes. Hart will continue to ensure 
that the eSIate and all of its voting products 
meet the regulatory requirements that are 
designed to ensure the sanctity of each vot- 
er’s ballot, even as those regulatory require- 
ments change, in order to increase security 
and accuracy or for new regulations as regula- 
tory bodies see fit.” - Lee Nichols

Tort-Reform Folly 


Back in 2003, 71-year-old Alvin 
Berry of Copperas Cove went to the 
doctor for a routine prostate screening. 
He was told his antigen levels were ele- 
vated, so his doctor referred him to a 
urologist for a follow-up. The urologist, 
however, told Berry not to worry. Seven 
months later, Berry’s antigen levels had 
skyrocketed - he had developed pros- 
tate cancer, and it was too late, the 
cancer had already spread to his bones. 
He was given five years to live. 

Unfortunately, reports the consumer- 
advocacy group Texas Watch, in 2003 
Berry had also voted in favor of Propo- 
sition 12 - the sweeping “tort reform’’ 
package that severely limited the ability 
of individuals to avail themselves of the 
legal process and to sue in cases of 
medical negligence (what tort reformers 
- read, insurance companies - prefer 
to call “frivolous lawsuits”) - and with 
its passage, discovered that now he was 
left without the ability to seek legal 
redress for his doctor’s deadly oversight. 
“We’d voted on something,” Berry told 
Texas Monthly in 2005, “and we really 
didn’t know what the facts were.” 

To hear Gov. Rick Perry tell it in his 
State of the State speech last week, the 
facts are that things in the land of tort 
reform are just peachy, thank you very 
much. Texas is “perched at the forefront 
of a new era of prosperity,” he said. 


“Frivolous lawsuits are down, as are 
insurance rates for homeowners and 
doctors. Thanks to medical liability 
reforms, hospitals are once again able 
to recruit specialists whose expertise 
can mean the difference between life 
and death.” Apparently, Perry wasn’t 
talking to Alvin Berry. 

According to a new Texas Watch 
report on the state of Texas’ tort-reform 
measures, Perry’s promises that frivo- 
lous lawsuits and high medical-malprac- 
tice insurance rates are down, and that 
the recruitment of specialists is on the 
rise, are just promises that haven’t 
panned out. In fact, it appears that the 
opposite may in fact be true. Since pas- 
sage of Prop. 12, malpractice insurance 
premiums remain inflated. Texas Watch 
Executive Director Alex Winslow notes 
that from 1999 to 2002, insurance pre- 
miums had ballooned as much as 
145%. In the years since Prop. 12, pre- 
miums have come down, but only by 
about 13.5%, Winslow notes, meaning 
they’re still artificially high. “Clearly,” he 
says, “doctors are still paying too much 
for their med-mal premiums,” and what 
“marginal reduction” there has been has 
had “little to do with Proposition 12” but 
have been part of a natural market 
adjustment - at least in part stemming 
from the outrageously high premiums 
charged in the preceding years. 


And, contrary to Perry’s reassurance, 
the number of counties without special- 
ist doctors - and particularly those 
without access to an obstetrician - has 
actually increased since 2003. 

Currently, 156 counties - more than 
60% of all Texas counties - do not have 
a licensed obstetrician. That bit of 
news is stunning, considering the 
emphasis tort reformers placed on 
access to obstetricians in their politick- 
ing for Prop. 12. “This is one of the 
most striking things we encountered” 
when preparing the report, Winslow 
said. “This was one of [the Prop. 12 
supporters’] main talking points” - that 
out-of-control lawsuits, leading to out-of- 
control med-mal insurance rates, were 
at the heart of the obstetrician short- 
age. If that were true, Winslow says, we 
wouldn’t be worse off today than we 
were before Prop. 12. At the heart of 
the problem, Winslow suspects, is that 
smaller counties with higher indigent 
populations and less up-to-date tech- 
nology are hard-pressed to lure quali- 
fied specialists - including obstetri- 
cians. As such, instead of the sweeping 
tort-reform measures, it might have 
been wiser to concentrate resources on 
solving the indigent-health-care crisis 
- as it stands, 25% of Texas’ popula- 
tion is uninsured, and prohibiting 
access to legal redress does nothing to 
change that. At press time, Perry 
spokesman Ted Royer wasn’t available 
for comment. - Jordan Smith

Williamson County commissioners may be living to regret 
that the county’s former overflow jail, the newly infamous T. 
Don Hutto Residential Center, did not invoke immediate 
self-scrutiny once it was converted to a federal detention 
center in December 2005. Things are getting dicey at the 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement-affiliated facility, 
which is fielding national scorn and shock over alleged mis- 
treatment of detainees, especially with respect to the prac- 
tice of incarcerating children. About 400 people from 30 
countries are reportedly awaiting the outcome of deporta- 
tion proceedings at TDH, some of whom are seeking asylum. 

Last Friday, ICE held an open house at TDH, so to 
speak, which was attended by major news outlets and 
human-rights organizations such as the American Civil 
Liberties Union. Based on conversations with detainees, 
the ACLU may file suit citing “grave concerns” and a myri- 
ad of incivilities. After the tour, the Los Angeles Times 
reported that TDH personnel confiscated a child’s teddy 
bear and that she slept in an 8-foot-by-15-foot cell. 

Though TDH had set out its finest plastic plants and 
served pizza the day of the event, it is unlikely any such 
niceties could quell fears about living conditions or miti- 
gate knowledge of such heartbreaking actions toward a 
child. TDH defenders told the press that keeping families 
together was the humane course and that living quarters 
were dormlike, and the menu even fattening. And, on the 
county level, Commissioner Lisa Birkman maintained that 
detention classrooms look like the real thing in the real 
world. (TDH recently announced, after complaints, that the 
center’s one-hour school days will be expanded.) 

What a difference a year has made, as this big bang of 
bad press was foreshadowed by nary a whimper on Dec. 

27, the day the Commissioners Court ratified the contract 
with Corrections Corporation of America, which would 
serve as the “provider” with WilCo the sponsor and ICE the 
regulator. Before the vote, Sheriff James Wilson and 
Assistant County Auditor Julie Kiley soft-peddled the deal 
as relatively easy money, which would require not much 
more than a signature and net the county about $200,000 
per year. According to the contract, however, WilCo is liable 
for much more than that: detainee education, medical 
care, and transportation to anywhere in the world, as well 
as guard service. Nonetheless, WilCo commissioners cele- 
brated the Taylor jobs saved, and tax-base preserved, by 
the deal. At that point, just more than a year ago, the local 
press announced the arrangement without questioning it, 
and the county did little more than cash the checks - until 
detainees voiced concerns, that is. Only last month did 
commissioners themselves tour TDH - again, under pres- 
sure. Essentially, the facility received hardly a glance from 
county government until detainees spoke up. 

Eventually, the courts may decide whether T. Don Hutto 
has been guilty of civil rights violations. Unless vindicat- 
ed, WilCo will remain - at least in the court of public opin- 
ion - the county that jails innocent children for a cut off 
the top. - Patricia J. Ruland 


Prevention First 

U.S. Rep. Louise Slaughter, D-N.Y., along 
with 106 co-sponsors, filed legislation on Feb. 
5 that would expand funding for family plan- 
ning, create grants targeted at programs that 
reduce the incidence of teen pregnancy, 
require health insurers to include contracep- 
tive coverage, and ensure rape victims have 
access to emergency contraceptives, regard- 
less of their ability to pay. The Prevention 
First Act of 2007 calls for $700 million in 
spending for family-planning programs - 
money that’s allocated among the states, 
which in turn funds individual providers. 


Slaughter’s legislation contains a long list 
of findings - including that more than 17 mil- 
lion women need financial assistance to 
afford reproductive health-care and contracep- 
tive services, that the U.S. has the highest 
rate of infection with sexually transmitted dis- 
eases of any industrialized country (about 19 
million new cases of STD infection in 2005, 
with direct medical costs as high as more 
than $14 million per year), and, notably, that 
for every dollar the feds spend to increase 
funding for family-planning programs, there is 
a $3.80 savings. 

As such, the PFA would forbid group health 
plans and other health-insurance programs 


from excluding or restricting “benefits for pre- 
scription contraceptive drugs or devices” that 
are Food and Drug Administration-approved. 
The bill also directs the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention to “develop and dis- 
seminate” medically accurate information 
about emergency contraception (a high 
dose of regular birth-control pills, designed to 
prevent pregnancy when taken after unprotect- 
ed sex) - including that emergency contracep- 
tion “does not cause abortion.” The bill would 
also withhold any federal funding for hospi- 
tals that fail to make emergency contracep- 
tion available to rape victims, regardless of 
their ability to pay. 


Finally, the legislation directs federal 
health officials to design a program of 
competitive grant awards designed to 
expand teen-pregnancy-prevention programs. 
It would bar groups pushing abstinence-only 
education from receiving funding, however, 
by requiring, in part, that grantees use 
the funding to implement prevention pro- 
grams that are proven to work to prevent 
teen pregnancy and to delay adolescent 
sexual activity, “on the basis of rigorous 
scientific research.”

Musical Managerial Chairs 
at KEYE, Emmis

KEYE staffers were hit with a double whammy last week: 
The CBS affiliate was sold to a private equity firm, and news 
director Tim Gardner announced he was bailing to take a job 
in Birmingham, Ala. He’ll be replaced by assistant news direc- 
tor Suzanne Black, which should make for an “easy transi- 
tion,” according to station general manager Amy Villarreal. 

Black was hired as assistant news director in 2005, after a 
six-year stint as news director at the WB affiliate in San Diego, 
which dropped its news department a few months after she 
left. As soon as she arrived in Austin, the perennially gossipy 
tongues of local TV news staffers began wagging that Gardner 
was on the way out, considering Black’s experience as news 
director in a much bigger market than Austin. More than a few 
noted that the KEYE newsroom seemed unusually top-heavy in 
executives who were getting paid to sit around and think deep 
thoughts. But Gardner stayed on, even after general manager 
Mike Reed was abruptly dumped by CBS last May. Now he’s 
leaving to take a similar job at WVTM, Birmingham’s NBC affil- 
iate, a job he says he “couldn’t pass up.” Gardner grew up in 
Alabama, graduated from the University of Alabama, and still 
has family there. His first job in the business was at WVTM. 

“It was going back home,” said Gardner, who will leave on Feb. 
23, a week before the end of the current sweeps period. 

In his six-year tenure at KEYE, Gardner oversaw a complete 
makeover of the news department, transforming a station wide- 
ly regarded as the deformed stepchild of local TV news. Under 
his leadership, the station went on an unprecedented spending 


spree, blowing off big bucks on a new set, digital equipment, an 
expanded Web site, and, most noticeably, the hiring of longtime 
local anchors Judy Maggio, Ron Oliveira, and Fred Cantu. 

Gardner is viewed as a “serious news guy,” which in the world 
of TV news translates as incessant crime news and “in-depth” 
reports on topics like this month’s feature on “lip plumpers.” 

Under Gardner’s reign, the station’s news ratings have steadi- 
ly increased, but there’s been no rush to watch KEYE news- 
casts, despite all the cash poured into the product. If nothing 
else, Black appears to understand the task at hand. “Our chal- 
lenge is getting viewers to watch television news,” she said. 

Her challenge will be complicated by the sale of the station 
to Cerberus Capital Management, the private equity firm, 
which has agreed to pay CBS Corp. $185 million for KEYE and 
six other stations. The deal represents the first foray into 
broadcasting for Cerberus, the 15-year-old firm with invest- 
ments in everything from airplane leasing to Burger King fran-

chises. Cerberus boasts that it develops “undervalued” com- 
panies, suggesting that it sees something missing in KEYE’s 
economics, a secret value that only it can nurture and grow. 
That should worry KEYE staffers, considering that there are 
few ways to build value in a local TV station. One way is to 
increase advertising revenue, but that won’t be easy, as any of 
Austin’s wild-eyed, flesh-eating staff of television advertising 
professionals can attest.The only other way to find that darn 
missing “value” is to keep a lid on expenses. Suffice it to say 


that growing the news budget does not increase value. But 
cutting the number of rolls of toilet paper in the employee’s 
bathroom goes right to the bottom line, so to speak. That’s 
how equity firms traditionally operate, which is why KEYE staff- 
ers might be excused for spending a few nights sleeping in 
flop sweat, despite all the happy talk from management. 

Villarreal believes her new equity firm employers understand 
the importance of investing in the product. “You have to be a 
player in local news - that’s the future of TV,” Villarreal said. 
“And they’re big believers in that.” Villarreal notes that KEYE 
was a minor cog to CBS but that it will be the “flagship” sta- 
tion for the fledgling broadcast company. 

A staffer at Cerberus’ public-relations agency said no one 
from the firm would talk about the local TV business, which 
speaks volumes about their views about the news media. She 
would only offer a written statement assuring that, “Cerberus 
believes in the viability of local television and believes this is 
a good investment that also makes good strategic sense for 
the stations” - just in case anyone thought Cerberus thought 
it was a bad investment.

Corporate America, say hello 
to your new partner, NORML

Question: What does a Texas small-business owner have in 
common with a former associate attorney general, friend of 
Bill - and convicted, then pardoned, felon - Webster Hubbell? 
Answer: The National Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws and life insurance. 

To hear NORML Executive Director Allen St. Pierre tell it, 
the story of Hubbell, NORML, and one of its Texas members 
goes like this: About a year ago, a Texas NORML member 
called up the organization’s Washington, D.C., office with a 
problem. He was ready to expand his small business, but the 
bank - in order to secure additional funds - was requiring that 
he up his life insurance. This is pretty standard, sure, but the 
small-business owner is also a casual pot smoker and, as 
such, wouldn’t be able to pee in a cup and come out clean, 
so, ultimately, his carrier told him that he would be uninsur- 
able unless he gave up toking. 

This was not an option for our man from Texas, so he called 
NORML, and NORML rang up its insurer, Webster Hubbell, 
who, since leaving politics, has gotten into the risk racket, 
working with the D.C.-based McLaughlin Co. Ultimately, the 
Texan secured his additional life insurance through Hubbell - 
via colleague Marvin Address, who is working as the pot- 
smoker insurance broker - and, according to an audio clip of 
Hubbell posted to the NORML Web site, he was actually able 
to lower the premiums on the other policies our small-busi- 
ness owner was already holding. That success was enough to 
convince NORML and Hubbell to pursue the matter further, 
and some six or so months later - after crunching numbers 


and pouring over actuarial tables - Hubbell and NORML con- 
vinced two underwriters to take on the job of writing affordable 
life-insurance policies for any responsible, “moderate” pot 
smoker. The plan, says St. Pierre, is to “stop the denial of 
people getting coverage because it is so profoundly unfair.” At 
least, he said, casual pot smokers shouldn’t have to pay more 
for insurance than a tobacco user. (Indeed, St. Pierre said that 
one of the underwriters - whose name he declined to reveal - 
will write life insurance for a pot smoker at a lower rate than 
for a tobacco smoker.) 

St. Pierre notes that there’s a growing need for affordable 
life insurance for pot smokers: While the feds may still consid- 
er pot the evil weed, 12 states have decriminalized it, and 11 
have enacted laws legalizing and/or protecting medi-pot smok- 
ers. NORML will be looking to “make the market” this year - 
that is, to sign up enough tokers for the new life-insurance 
plan to prove there is, indeed, an underserved population off 
which insurers can make money. If that happens - St. Pierre 
says it’ll take writing between 200 and 400 policies this year 
to establish the market - NORML, with partner Hubbell, will 
actually be able to expand into the disability and health-insur- 
ance markets. 

“NORML uniquely supports cannabis consumers,” Hubbell 
says in his audio pitch. And the “time is right to make tradi- 
tional insurance products available” to pot smokers, he says. 
“Help NORML, and help yourself.” 

But wait! There’s more! As if getting into the life-insurance 
game weren’t mainstream enough, NORML also announced 
last month that it has teamed up with software designer Jian 
to offer a model corporate human-resources policy that cov- 
ers off-the-clock marijuana use. The policy - an “enlight- 
ened” employee marijuana policy - recommends that employ- 
ers treat after-hours pot use in the same way as after-hours 
alcohol use. Jian, which sells software packages for small 
businesses, will add the new pot policy to its Employee 
Manual Builder program, which is designed for use by com- 
pany human-resource managers to aid in writing employee 


manuals. The policy (available at www.norml.org/index.cfm? 
GroupJD=7161) discourages random drug testing, which may 
detect traces of marijuana days after use, and says employ- 
ees “are free to make their own lifestyle choices when not in 
the workplace or otherwise on company time,” but it also pro- 
hibits on-the-job intoxication or consumption of “alcohol or 
other intoxicants.” Indeed, says St. Pierre, traditional zero-tol- 
erance employee marijuana policies have done nothing to dif- 
ferentiate between use and abuse. “We’re making a distinc- 
tion between out-of-workplace use” and at-work use, he said, 
in an attempt to get away from the idea “that moderate [pot] 
use on a Saturday is somehow dangerous [at work] on a 
Monday. There’s just no evidence of that.” 

NORML's Allen St. Pierre notes that 
there's a growing need for affordable 
life insurance for pot smokers: While 
the feds may still consider pot the evil 
weed, 12 states have decriminalized it, 
and 11 have enacted laws legalizing 
and/or protecting medi-pot smokers. 

As with NORML’s life-insurance endeavors, the time is right 
to rethink corporate policy on pot use, especially in light of the 
growing number of medi-pot patients who use marijuana in 
compliance with state laws. The new policy, St. Pierre says, “is 
reflective of evolving medical-marijuana laws” and is part of a 
move to “create policies that are general, and not ephemeral, 
and that speak to the needs of people living within prohibition.”

THE WORKPLACE 
BODY SNATCHERS 

New York City Mayor Michael Bloomberg is 
learning the hard way that workers don’t like 
bosses snooping on them. 

Hizzoner the Mayor has taken $180 million 
from the city’s meager treasury to buy a 
state-of-the-art electronic system to track the 
comings and goings of city employees. He 
has already introduced the spy system in one 
agency, and it has created an uproar of pro- 
test, particularly over forcing employees to 
have their hands electronically scanned every 
time they enter or leave their work pods. 
Called biometrics, this system digitally 
records workers’ hands, faces, irises, and 
other unique body parts, then uses their 
uniqueness to track them like sheep. 

The mayor’s spokesman says workers should 
be grateful, for this computerized system lets 
administrators monitor each employee’s 
attendance, time, and leave more efficiently. 
Oh, well, OK then - if it’s more efficient, feel 
free to take my handprint, or why not just 
implant an electronic tag in my brain? (Before 
you scoff at that last item, let me note that 
nurses in a Brooklyn hospital are already 
required to carry radio-frequency ID tags that 
allow all of their movements to be tracked.) 

The mayor’s wholesale invasion of work- 
place privacy is made more outrageous by 
the fact that top managers are exempt from 
the digital scanning. Also rankling is that this 
biometrics contract went to SAIC, a corpora- 
tion infamous for doing high tech snooping 
on us citizens for the Pentagon and CIA. 

We have to resist autocracy at every turn, 
especially when its only rationale is greater 
“efficiency.” After all, in these modern times, 
the devil always does his work in the name of 
efficiency. So, stand up for what is yours - as 
one city worker says of Bloomberg’s scheme,

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Left Behind 

AISD moves to close Webb Middle School - 

and to transfer the 'merchandise' BY MICHAEL MAY 


It’s third period at Webb Middle School, and 
seventh-grade English teacher Patrick Harboure 
is at the blackboard, listing everything that’s dif- 
ferent between the United States and the home 
countries of his students, who are all recent 
immigrants enrolled in the English Language 
Learners Academy, or ELLA. Harboure is an 
Argentine and, like most of his students, a native 
Spanish speaker. But when he’s in front of this 
class, he speaks in steady, enunciated English, 
with only the slightest accent. Meanwhile, his 


students grope for words, mutter Spanish under 
their breaths, and giggle with embarrassment 
when called upon. Still, the students slowly add 
to the list on the blackboard: The language is 
different here; the schools have computers; you 
have to pump your own gas. He asks the class if 
there are any laws that are different in the United 
States and calls on one of the students, Manuel. 

“Here, if you don’t come to school,” Manuel 
pauses, and the class starts to giggle. “Ayyy. Que 
es eso?” He rests his head on his arm. 

“The exact word doesn’t matter,” says 
Harboure, a mix of encouragement and irrita- 
tion in his voice. “Explain the law to me.” 

“If you don’t come to school,” Manuel 
begins again, “it has a law you have to have an 


excuse to bring to school that is the cause that 
you didn’t come to school.” 

It’s the closest thing to a full sentence I’ve 
heard from a student in nearly 15 minutes. 
Harboure is pleased. “So, if you don’t come to 
school, you need an excuse,” he reiterates. “In 
Argentina, if you don’t come to school, nobody 
cares.” The class laughs uproariously at this 
assessment. “Is it like that in Mexico? 
Honduras? Cuba?” Yes, the students nod in 
agreement. Before they came to the United 
States, these students had never heard of 
parents being tracked down and fined 
when their children don’t show up for 
school. 

Moving the Target 

In the past few weeks, Webb students 
have learned of another unforgiving state 
law: If more of them don’t pass the Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills test - 
in English - by the end of this school year, 
then Webb will be rated “low performing” 
for the fourth year in a row, and the Texas 
Education Agency could decide to close 
the school or have a private company or 
other district take over the management. 

Webb is one of only five schools in Texas that 
have failed the standards for three years in a 
row. But there are another 38 schools that have 
missed two years, and, as the state’s standards 
get tougher, many more will surely follow. Webb 
is a test case, and its current predicament illus- 
trates a dark irony that reverberates downward 
from the District of Columbia through Austin 
and back again. The state’s accountability sys- 
tem, designed (in theory) to ensure the highest 
standards in all schools, paradoxically appears 
in practice to be punishing the very students it 
was most designed to help. 

The Texas system, which became the model 
for the federal No Child Left Behind Act and

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program, is based on the concept that all 
schools and all students should be held to the 
same standards. It’s a noble goal - why shouldn’t 
a school in West Lake Hills be held to the same 
standards as a school in East Austin? (Always 
allowing for the impolite but open secret that 
the academic and community resources in West 
Lake and East Austin are hardly comparable.) 
The designers of the TAKS test now cleverly 
parse out (“disaggregate”) the data at each 
school according to ethnic and economic groups 
in order to make sure that teachers cannot sim- 
ply lavish attention on the students most likely 
to pass the test and thereby derive a high aver- 
age score unreflective of student inequities. 
Under state and federal standards, a school is 
deemed low-performing if any one subgroup 
fails to meet state standards, whether it consists 
of African-American, Hispanic, or economically 
disadvantaged students. The five schools in 
Texas that have been rated low-performing for 
three years in a row are all in urban areas. 

“This doesn’t mean that these are the worst 
schools,” says TEA spokeswoman Debbie Rat- 
cliffe. “Rural schools tend to be more homoge- 
nous and are often rated on just one group. 
Urban schools have more diversity. If you have 


over 30 students in one ethnic group, you will 
be rated separately in that category. That means 
urban schools do have more hurdles to cross.” 
And the state raises those hurdles every year. 
It’s not enough that Webb has improved in 
most categories each year; the TAKS bar has 
continued to rise out of reach. Webb is a typi- 
cal inner-city school, which means it has stu- 
dents in every category taking several tests, 
which leaves the school with 26 separate ways 
to fail (see chart below). 

• In 2004, the students at Webb actually met 
the standards on the TAKS test - but then the 
state decided that students who didn’t make it

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If Webb Middle School is rated "low performing" for a fourth year in a row, the Texas 
Education Agency could decide to close it. Webb students must pass in each of the 25 
categories or "cells" (involving combinations of student groups and areas of study), meet 
rising standards each year, and stay below a maximum "dropout rate" for the whole school. 

In 2004, the TEA ruled that former Webb students who did not show up for high school (ninth 
grade) would count against Webb as dropouts for that year - leading to the first year's low- 
performance rating for the entire school and the clock ticking toward potential closure. 
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to high school were to be reported as middle- 
school dropouts, and several Webb students 
hadn’t shown up for ninth grade. Because of 
that subgroup, the state rated the whole school 
low-performing. 

• In 2005, the school’s African-American 
and economically disadvantaged students 
did not meet the standards for reading, and 
African-American students also fell below the 
math standard. 

• In 2006, Webb’s African-American students 
showed dramatic improvement on the TAKS 
test. But the student body as a whole, as well 
as Hispanic and economically disadvantaged 
students, failed to meet standards on reading 
and social studies. 

The tests certainly identify a school’s prob- 
lem areas, but a closer look reveals that the 
Legislature’s mandated solution - closing the 
school - is more of a whip than a salve. 

Out the Window 

Ruben Alvarado has been working at Webb 
since it opened 15 years ago, and he’s now the 
director of ELLA. He’s watched the school 
change from a mixture of African-American and 


English-speaking Hispanic students to a popu- 
lation that is largely recent immigrants or the 
native-born children of immigrants. The Austin 
Independent School District opened ELLA 
seven years ago, and it now includes about 120 
immigrant students who have recently arrived 
in the U.S. It’s challenging to teach these kids 
English and simultaneously make certain they 
don’t fall behind their peers. Yet Alvarado is 
not at all fatalistic about these children’s 
future. “You’d be surprised,” he says. “These 
students do catch on fast.” 

The problem is they aren’t catching on 
nearly fast enough to meet state standards. The 
TEA used to allow students with limited 
English to be exempted from the test for sev- 
eral years, but under pressure from the federal 
No Child Left Behind system, the state has 
changed the rules. Now students who have 
been at school at least a year must take the 
tests in English, regardless of how well they 
speak the language. Yet educators say it takes 
most people at least seven years to become flu- 
ent. “We adults couldn’t do what the state is 
asking,” says Alvarado. “There are university 
students that come here and take intensive 
English courses for a year and then fail their 


English-proficiency exams. So it’s hard to 
expect these kids to do that.” Alvarado says 
about 30% of the ELLA students that took the 
English reading test passed, which is “pretty 
good,” considering they’ve been in the country 
less than three years. 

The students in the ELLA program get some 
of the most intensive language preparation in 
the district, so it’s hard for them to understand 
how closing the school could somehow be to 
their advantage. Darwin Rios, a keen-eyed 13- 
year- old who arrived from Honduras about six 
months ago, is already confident enough to 
read English word problems in front of his 
math class - even if he doesn’t understand all 
the words. He lives very close to Webb and 
worries about his future if the school closes. 
“It’s not fair that they’re thinking of closing the 
school,” he says in Spanish. “Here I have teach- 
ers that I like. Here I have goals. I’m just getting 
used to things here; I don’t want to have to 
start over at another school. I think I’ll have a 
better future at Webb.” 

Rios takes advantage of Webb’s Saturday 
tutoring, which helps students prepare for the 
TAKS test, but Alvarado says many students 
don’t have the time. “A lot of our students’ 
parents are working two or three jobs and 
expect these kids to take care of their younger 
siblings after work,” he says. “I feel sorry for 
these students, but I also have to impress upon 
them that they must improve at school and 
pass the test, and we are here to help them do 
that. Still, it’s tough. If they’re not here, we 
can’t help them.” 

The 120 students in ELLA get intensive 
help learning English, as well as in the TAKS- 
test content areas. The program is provided to

students who have just arrived from another 
country - but, unfortunately, these are not the 
only students at Webb struggling to learn 
English. In fact, nearly half the students at the 
school have limited English, and most of 
those students are not getting any remedial 
language classes. 

It may be startling to learn that many mid- 
dle-school students who’ve been attending 
Austin schools since prekindergarten are still 
unable to take a test in English. The bilingual

Forgione's BEST-Laid Plan for Closing Webb 


On Feb. 5, Pat Forgione told the AISD board of trustees that 
Webb Middle School should close - regardless of how the students 
perform this spring on the TAKS test. “Even if Webb meets the 
standards this year” he said, “my recommendation doesn’t 
change.” Forgione argues that closing the school will provide the 
district a facility either for a new all-boys academy or an interna- 
tional school and will allow the district to concentrate its resources 
on just three Northeast middle schools (Pearce, Dobie, and Gar- 
cia). The board had deferred until May a decision on Webb’s future. 
He laid out a 10-point plan for the Northeast schools, which he’s 
calling the “BEST” plan, for “Belief in our students,” “Effort creates 
ability,” “Supporting families,” and “Targeting college.” 

1) Establish “Sixth-Grade Clusters” in Each School - 

It can be hard for students to move from elementary to middle 
school. The sixth-grade clusters would aim to ease the transition, 
by housing the youngest students in a separate wing and giving 
them a more supportive environment. The clusters would, in effect, 
be their own school, although they would still have access to 
schoolwide electives like band and foreign-language instruction. 

2) Implement Academic BEST Practices - This system, 
already in use, uses assessment tests to pinpoint specific academ- 
ic needs of individual students, whom the school can then provide 
with an extra period of English or math, reading help, or afterschool 
and Saturday instruction. The district will also continue to provide 
summer literacy and math academies for the students who fail the 
TAKS test. 

3) Provide Leadership Academy/Summer Camps - 

These camps would bring selected students together to help establish 
a “culture of high academic and behavioral expectations for the whole 
student body.” The students would work together at the beginning of 
the new school year and, in general, set an example for the school. 


4) Create Teacher/Parent/Family Connections - The 

district plans to develop spring and summer orientation sessions to 
let staff get to know students and their families. The district would 
like principals and key staff members to be visible in the communi- 
ty. Parents would be provided with opportunities to further their 
own education through school-initiated community partnerships. 

5) Implement Best Practices for English-Language 
Learners - The Webb English Language Learners Academy, which 
provides intensive instruction for first-year immigrant students, will 
continue at all three schools, which will also provide specialized 
instruction for all English learners to develop their ability to read, 
write, and discuss texts in “academic English.” 

6) Create a College-Going Culture - The BEST schools will 
prepare students for college by creating the thinking habits, note- 
taking skills, and work ethic necessary to succeed in college. 

They’ll also provide information about higher education and the 
availability of financial and practical support and promote college 
visits and outreach programs. 

7) Provide Professional Development for Teachers - 

Core teachers would attend a summer professional development 
academy to learn “research-based strategies” in language arts, 
mathematics, science, social studies, and the best practices to 
support English-language learners. 

8) Establish Incentives for Staff - The district would pro- 
vide additional compensation in order to recruit, retain, and reward 
experienced teachers at high-needs campuses. 

9) Build Strong Relationships - The BEST schools would 
implement or expand these programs: Advancement Via Individual 
Determination, which takes average students and helps them with 
advanced studies through a daily elective; Where Everybody 
Belongs, which provides support to students in their first year of

middle school; Advisory Classes, where students meet with an 
adult for academic guidance; Ready for College, which follows stu- 
dents through high school and helps prepare them to succeed in 
college; Leadership Conferences for African-American and Hispanic 
Youth, which would bring community members, parents, school staff, 
and students to provide mentoring opportunities and role models. 
10) Align Vertical Team Strategies - The BEST schools 
aim to cultivate close relationships with LBJ and Reagan high 
schools, where most of their students will attend. The schools will 
share “community engagement and constituency building activi- 
ties” and will look for ways the middle schools can implement 
parts of the high school redesign strategies. - M.M. 
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programs at Austin’s elementary schools are 
designed to give immigrant students English 
skills while instructing them in content areas 
like math, science, and social studies. But the 
state’s accountability system, unaccountably, 
has given elementary schools a perverse incen- 
tive to keep children learning in Spanish - it 
gives elementary students the option of taking 
the test in Spanish. 

I first met fifth-grade bilingual teacher Stacey 
Smith in 2003, when I was reporting a story 
about Pickle Elementary, a feeder school for 
Webb that had just opened in a beautiful new 
facility in the St. Johns neighborhood. The 
school hadn’t had a chance to fail any TAKS 
tests yet, and Smith was enthusiastic about 
the potential of the school staff to help these 
struggling immigrant students and the neigh- 
borhood as a whole. In the years since, Pickle 
has struggled to meet state standards, and 
every time I’ve seen Smith, she seems more 
despondent. She finally had to take a break 
this year, largely because of the pressure of the 
testing system. 

“It’s just demoralizing,” she says. “At the 
beginning of the year, I have a plan about how 
I’m going to work English lessons into all my 
instruction, to make sure these kids are learn- 
ing the language as well as the content. And 
then, in November of every year, we have the 
kids take their benchmark TAKS test, and 
when the results come back, everyone freaks 
out. You go into emergency mode. You think, 
‘OK, these kids are taking the test in Spanish, 
so they need more instruction in Spanish.’ And 
everything I’d planned all summer goes out 
the window - again.” 

The strategy does allow the school to meet 
state standards - Pickle Elementary was rated 
“academically acceptable” last year - but it sets 
the students up for failure when they reach 
middle school and have to take the TAKS test 
in English. “It’s like everybody wants every- 
thing all at once,” says Smith. “It is theoreti- 
cally possible to teach kids both English and 
content simultaneously, but it takes time and a 
lot of support. We have yet to see what’s suc- 
cessful in the TAKS world we live in.” 

The problems facing Webb, and all three of 
the current Northeast Austin middle schools, 
can seem overwhelming, so it’s important to 
note that many of the students are succeeding. 
Webb eighth-grader Celia Gutierrez is being 
raised by her two older brothers, both in their 
20s, after their mother died. She says she’s 
passed the TAKS test, but it hasn’t been easy. 
She credits the support she’s gotten from her 
favorite teacher and says that students just 
need someone they can turn to for help. 
“That’s what I needed,” she says. “I found it, 
and my grades improved.” 

Running the Numbers 

In January, AISD Superintendent Pat Forgione 
called a community meeting at Webb to 
announce that he planned to close the school 
at the end of the year. Hundreds of parents 
packed the Webb cafeteria, many wearing 
headphones providing a simultaneous Spanish 
translation of the superintendent’s speech. 
Forgione argued that shutting down the school 
would be in the students’ best interest, since 
the state could decide to close the school in

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June and leave the district scrambling to find 
spots for students and teachers. “We just don’t 
have the resources to serve these students at 
Webb,” said Forgione. “We have kids coming 
into sixth grade that are testing at a second- 
grade level.” The superintendent proposed the 
district take proactive action and move the 
students to Pearce and Dobie middle schools 
- both schools that are also rated low-perform- 
ing by the state. 

The parents of Webb students didn’t see 
how that plan was going to help their children 
learn, never mind that it seemed a sure way to 
make certain that Dobie and Pearce would be 
in the same predicament in a year or two. The 
meeting lasted until almost 11pm, with a 
seemingly endless succession of parents, teach- 
ers, and students demanding that the district 
keep their neighborhood school open. Ilene 
Jones, a recent Louisiana transplant and the 
mother of a Webb eighth-grader, set the rhe- 
torical tone early in the night. She seemed to 
channel a lifetime of anger at the public schools

directly at Forgione, with a cafeteria-quaking 
sermon that accused the superintendent of 
ulterior motives and bureaucratic indifference. 
“You want to bus our children to other schools 
as if they were merchandise,” said Jones. “Our 
children are not merchandise!” 

In the week following the meeting, a group 
of neighborhood activists from the St. Johns 
neighborhood began to meet and organize an 
official response. Alan Weeks, vice president of 
the St. Johns Neighborhood Association, 
summed up the neighbors’ perspective. “The 
accountability system was meant to force the 
district to improve the school,” says Weeks. 
“Fire the entire staff. Cherry-pick the best 
teachers, and bring them in. It’s a strategy that 
makes some sense. But kicking students out of 
their neighborhood school? That’s purely puni- 
tive. It makes no sense.” 

The parents and neighbors seemed to share 
a pervasive sentiment that there was more 
behind the decision than test scores. They 
were right. The district had raised $35.8 mil- 
lion dollars in the 2004 bond package to build 
Garcia Middle School, a state-of-the-art facility 
in far Northeast Austin designed to hold 1,100 
students. The problem with the plan is that the 
school is due to open next year - and the 
expected numbers of students aren’t enrolling 
there. If AISD keeps Webb open, they will have 
four middle schools in Northeast Austin oper- 
ating under capacity, which is not only expen- 
sive for the district but makes it difficult to 
offer the full range of extracurricular activities 
in those schools. 


Paul Turner, director of facilities for AISD, 
says the district’s projections were off by 
approximately 290 kids - not enough to force 
the district to close a school. But the district 
did not anticipate the number of students that 
would transfer out of the Northeast middle 
schools by choice - 211 at Dobie and 275 at 
Pearce. “No Child Left Behind allows students 
to transfer out of schools that aren’t meeting 
the standards,” he says. “And the district also 
has a very open enrollment system. The end 


result is that Dobie and Pearce have each lost 
students to other schools in the districts where 
parents feel more comfortable. It’s kind of 
depressing when you look at the number of 
students leaving those schools.” In other words, 
the feds and the district have allowed students 
- likely the strongest students - to leave strug- 
gling schools, leaving those campuses that are 
much likelier to fail. 

Forgione has another reason for closing 
Webb as a middle school - it would leave the 
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district with an empty building. Forgione says 
he’d like to open a young men’s leadership 
academy at Webb, to complement the district’s 
Ann Richards School for Young Women Leaders, 
which will open in Porter Middle School next 
year. “We have to look forward to the next 50 
years of this district,” Forgione said. “We can 
utilize Webb to create a jewel in this district, 
something new and beautiful. The state’s data 
shows us that the high school test scores for 
African-American and Hispanic boys are lag- 
ging 5 to 10 percent behind the girls’ scores. 
We need to get ahead of the curve.” 

The plan is almost identical to what the dis- 
trict has done with Porter - close a failing, under- 
enrolled campus and turn it into a specialty 
school. But there’s one significant difference. The 
Porter community, comparatively speaking, 
accepted its fate with resignation, while the St. 
Johns neighborhood is putting up one hell of a 
fight. AISD board of trustees President Mark 
Williams came to both public meetings at Webb, 
and the experience left an impression. “It made 
me realize that we have to decide what is in the 
best interests of the students,” he said. “Not just 
what is in the perceived best interest of the dis- 
trict. I feel bad that we are making a decision that 
may not be good for these kids and could also 
hurt kids at other schools.” 

But Williams doesn’t see an obvious solution 
to the low test scores at Webb. Schools with 
Spanish-speaking populations have succeeded 
in the Valley but with a much more homoge- 
nous population and a wealth of bilingual 
teachers. “We may have to start looking at 


something entirely different,” he says. “We’re 
now held accountable, but the country hasn’t 
changed the education model for 50 years. We 
need to understand that different kids are in 
very different circumstances. For instance, many 
of these kids don’t have parents at home to help 
with homework. They need a lot more atten- 
tion. We could try elongating the school day, 
but then you face the transportation issue - all 
of our buses are rotated on a specific schedule 
between all of our schools. And you might have 
parents saying it’s unfair that my child has to 
stay later. And where would the district get the 
resources? If you put more resources into Webb, 
they have to be pulled out of somewhere else.” 
A major transformation is not on the hori- 
zon. After the public forums, Forgione reacted 
by tweaking his proposal. He is currently sug- 
gesting the district wait until May 2008 to 
close Webb, although incoming sixth-graders 
would start instead at Dobie and Pearce next 
year. He’s also recommending a host of changes 
at those campuses, such as creating sixth- 
grade clusters to ease the transition and insti- 
tuting a summer school to help the students 
catch up. (See “Forgione’s BEST-Laid Plan,” 
p.32.) It’s an acknowledgement of the enor- 
mity of the problem, but it’s hard to imagine 
that it will be enough. The federal accountabil- 
ity system expects 100% of the students to 
pass the test by 2014, and the state is steadily 
raising the TAKS standards by 5 to 10% a year 
- no matter if the student’s parents work at 
Dell or recently swam across the Rio Grande 
with a backpack and a gallon of water. ■

The Question of Iran

The major nations hated but tolerated the 
United States’ invasion of Iraq. Their interests 
were not directly threatened, so they could 
afford toleration. China, in particular, sub- 
sidized the Bush invasion with substantial 
loans, because it’s in China’s interests for the 
U.S. to lose credibility, overtax its military, 
and undermine its economy through such 
debacles as Iraq. Iran, however, is a very dif- 
ferent story, and, for some reason, that story 
is not being told. 

The information is available in newspapers, 
yet even columnists for those papers - and 
every politician, military analyst, and TV com- 
mentator I’m aware of - seem ignorant of 
crucial facts. They speak of Iran within the sto- 
ryline the White House has established - Iran’s 
interference in Iraq, Iran’s development of 
nukes, Iran’s extremism toward Israel, Iran’s 
support of Hezbollah and Hamas, and Iran’s 
desire to be the major player in the region 

- the familiar (and largely true) headlines, all 
of which seem to be leading to a U.S. -Iran con- 
frontation. But Iran is not Iraq. 

For starters, Iran is nearly four times Iraq’s 
size, with more than 2Yi times Iraq’s popula- 
tion. And Iran is, well, Persia - an ancient 
yet urbane culture with a rich history and a 
profound national identity. Iraq, by contrast, 
was created for exploitation by England and 
the League of Nations after World War I and 
consists of sects and tribes traditionally hostile 
to one another. Iraq was a crippled state when 
the U.S. invaded in 2003, yet after four years, 
we are far from able to dominate it. Given 
Iran’s size, population, and culture - plus 
the depleted resources of the U.S. military 

- there’s not much America can do to Iran but 
bomb, and (as “shock and awe” tactics proved 
in Iraq) bombing will not subdue or even much 
change Iran. But it could change the United 
States, very much. 

Military action against Iran is not likely to be 
tolerated by Europe, Russia, and China. Unlike 
Iraq - and whether or not a delusional White 
House will admit it - Iran is a player on the 
world’s stage, a country in which the major 
nations have huge interests. 


Russia is solidly in Iran’s corner, for 
obvious strategic reasons. “Iran has the 
world’s second-largest proven reserves of 
conventional crude oil, after Saudi Arabia, 
and the second-largest reserves of natural 
gas, after Russia. ... Together, Russia and 
Iran control almost half the world’s proven 
reserves of natural gas. If they coordinated 
production and marketing decisions, those 
two countries could be twice as dominant 
in international gas markets as Saudi Arabia 
is in the global oil market” (The New York 
Times, June 20, 2006, p.17). “President 
Vladimir V Putin said . . . Russia would con- 
sider OPEC-like cooperation with Tehran on 
sales of natural gas. [Putin said,] ‘We think 
that the people of Iran should have access 
to modern technologies, including nuclear 
ones’” ( The New York Times, Feb. 2, p.10). 
Russia is already building a “large” nuclear 
power plant in the Iranian city of Bushehr 
( The Christian Science Monitor, Dec. 27, 
2006, p.l). 

Then there’s China. “At the end of 2004, 
China became Iran’s third-largest export mar- 
ket for oil. Total Chinese investment in Iran’s 
energy sector could exceed $100 billion over 
the next 25 years. China is negotiating a deal 
to invest as much as $16 billion in developing 
Iran’s Pars natural-gas field despite strenu- 
ous U.S. objections” ( The Christian Science 
Monitor, Jan. 20, p.13). 

“Some 45% of China’s oil imports from 
January to November of last year were from 
the Middle East” ( The Economist, Jan. 13, 
p.37). China’s energy needs are enormous 
and growing; it wants no further destabiliza- 
tion in the region. 

As for Europe, U.S. demands for an eco- 
nomic boycott of Iran have been ignored. 
“Italy, Germany, France, Spain, Austria, the 
Netherlands, Sweden and Britain all [have] 
extensive business dealings with Iran, par- 
ticularly in energy. . . . European governments 
provided $18 billion in government loan guar- 
antees for Iran in 2005. ... In addition to 
buying oil from Iran, European countries 
export machinery, industrial equipment, and 


commodities [to Iran]” ( The New York Times, 
Jan. 30, p.l). Even Pakistan and India are get- 
ting into the act. “President Pervez Musharraf 
of Pakistan visited Iran [on Jan. 29 to discuss] 
a natural gas pipeline between Iran and India, 
which would cross Pakistan. India’s foreign 
minister ... is expected to be in Iran [soon] 
to discuss [the project]” ( The New York Times, 
Feb. 6, p.8). 

In short, Iran is a hub of major commerce 
involving the core energy strategies of Russia, 
Europe, India, and China. 

Russia’s President Putin has taken his 
stand with Iran, referring in the strongest 
terms to “our Iranian partners” ( The New York 
Times, July 16, 2006, p.l). The Europeans, 
too, have been sending unmistakable signals 
disapproving of U.S. foreign policy in gen- 
eral. “[With investigative help from Spanish 
police], a prosecutor in Munich indicted 
13 CIA officials last week for kidnapping a 


German of Lebanese descent. ... Europeans 
have steadily refused to accept the concept 
and phrase, ‘war on terror.’ ... Last week, 
European Union officials in Brussels sought 
to reduce the amount of information given 
to U.S. agencies on air passengers leaving 
Europe. An official in charge of data protec- 
tion for the European Central Bank similarly 
advised that [the level of financial informa- 
tion] being sent regularly to the US ... is 
‘unacceptable.’ ... In Italy, prosecutors put 
out warrants several months ago for 25 mem- 
bers of a CIA team that abducted a Muslim 
cleric” ( The Christian Science Monitor, Feb. 5, 
p.l). In the sign language of diplomacy, this 
is strong stuff but not stronger than France’s 
President Jacques Chirac saying “he would 
not be overly worried if Iran obtained a 
nuclear weapon” ( The New York Times, Feb. 2, 
p.8). That article goes on to report that Chirac 
“said aloud what some policy makers and 
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arms control experts have been whispering: 
that the world may have to learn to live with 
a nuclear Iran.” Later Chirac backtracked, 
but in the most blase way, claiming “he had 
spoken casually and quickly ... because he 
believed he had been talking about Iran off 
the record” ( The New York Times, Feb. 1, p.l). 
In the language of diplomacy, that’s no retrac- 
tion. If anything, it’s a confirmation. 

But it is the Chinese who’ve denounced 
U.S. policy most strenuously. On Feb. 2, The 
New York Times printed on p.6 what should 
have been a front-page story: “A senior 
Chinese government official [Ye Xiaowen] 
issued a rare public rebuke of President Bush 
... accusing him of waging a ‘unilateral’ 
battle against terrorists that had worsened 
global tensions. ... In a front-page article in 
the overseas edition of The People’s Daily 
[Mr. Ye wrote that] Bush’s past references 
to a ‘crusade’ and to ‘Islamic fascism’ were 
verbal gaffes that revealed his effort to turn 
the fight against terrorism into a religious 
war. ... ‘The more [Americans] oppose ter- 
rorism, the more terror they produce.’ . . . Mr. 
Ye wrote that Bush had effectively ‘hijacked’ 
one religion, Christianity, to engage in a 
battle against one, Islam. . . . [Casting] asper- 
sions on an American president by name [is] 
a step often considered a breech of diplo- 
matic etiquette.” “The comment was unprec- 
edented in a state where official decorum is 
rigidly maintained” ( The Christian Science 
Monitor, Feb. 5, p.l). 


In diplomatic terms, China fired a shot 
across America’s bow. In more ways than I have 
space to note, China has the power to cause an 
economic downturn, even a sudden recession, 
in the U.S. - especially if the European Union 
and Russia are on board. All are sending the 
strongest signals that Iran may be the line they 
draw in the sand against Bush. 

Maybe they’re bluffing. Maybe they’re not. 
Either way, they’ve gotten Washington’s atten- 
tion. Four days after China’s statement, The 
Christian Science Monitor reported (Feb. 6, p.l) 
that “the Bush administration is signaling a more 
cautious tone toward Iran. ... Senior officials 
from the White House, State Department, and 
Pentagon are playing down the evidence the U.S. 
possesses of ‘nefarious’ Iranian involvement in 
Iraq’s spiraling violence ... insisting the U.S. 
wants to work out problems with Tehran diplo- 
matically. . . . [There’s been] a repeated delay in a 
promised presentation of evidence against Iran.” 

In his New York Times column of Feb. 1, 
David Brooks wrote that, at the Davos eco- 
nomic conference, “some Europeans appar- 
ently envisioned a post-American world.” 
Brooks’ next sentence: “Forget about it.” 
Don’t. Thanks to Bush and his enablers, the 
world is very, very tired of us. If they have 
the will, China, Russia, and the EU have the 
means to hobble our economy. They’d take an 
economic hit in the process, but it might be 
worth it to them. If Bush doesn’t back off on 
Iran, the world may change in ways that most 
Americans still find unthinkable. ■

ARTS ON REAL: Secrets to 
building a successful theatre

and the Mary Moody Northen Theatre 


Blake Yelavich has won thousands of dollars on TV 
game shows, kept his theatre company Naughty Austin 
going strong for a full decade, and transformed an old ice 
warehouse into a stylish and intimate theatre, Arts on 
Real, now in its fourth year of successful operation. Well, 
this month, add cover boy to Yelavich’s list of achieve- 
ments. The seemingly tireless director/designer/set- 
builder/administrator/bartender/you-name-it is pictured 
on the front of the current issue of DramaBiz, a trade 

publication for the show- 
business set, emphasis on 
“business.” Magazine Editor 
Joel Dorr conducts an in- 
depth interview with 
Yelavich, who explains how 
the cash earnings from his 
appearances on Win Ben 
Stein's Money and Weakest 
Link provided the seed 
money for his dream of hav- 
ing his own theatre and 
how his savvy at stretching 
a dollar and using his theat- 
rical skills at dressing up a 
space made an abandoned warehouse off Martin Luther 
King Jr. Boulevard look like a million bucks for a fraction 
of that.

The personnel changes at local arts organizations continue. In addition to the 
recently announced departures of Ann Ciccolella at Zach and Richard Buckley 
and Tamara Hale at Austin Lyric Opera, two notable arrivals have taken place at 
Conspirare and the Mary Moody Northen Theatre. The Grammy-nominated com- 
pany of voices has hired its first-ever executive director, Erich Vollmer, who 
comes to Austin from the Santa Fe Desert Chorale, where he’s served as execu- 
tive director since 2004. Vollmer’s 20 years in the performing-arts industry also 
included a three-year stint as president and CEO of the Caramoor Center for 
Music in Katonah, N.Y.; six years as executive director for the Santa Fe Chamber 
Music Festival; two years with the Los Angeles Chamber Orchestra; and nine 
years with the Philharmonic Society of Orange County.

Warrior Voices 

With a Spanish-language production of The Vagina 
Monologues/ Austin Latinas are making themselves heard

(The identities and personal details of some 
interviewees have been altered at their request.) 

When “Ana” was raped at 13, it was an expe- 
rience beyond words. Although she received 
preliminary counseling, her well-meaning par- 
ents withdrew her from treatment when she 
got a boyfriend. They thought she was fine. The 
event was behind her. It was time to move on. 
Twenty years after the assault, Ana saw a 2003 
production of The Vagina Monologues per- 
formed at the University of Texas. It was then 
she realized that not only were there words to 
describe her experience but that the experience 
was not behind her. It was something she car- 
ried into the present - a wound that hadn’t 
healed. And others shared the experience. But 
even more startling were the poderosas she saw 
on stage: powerful women who broke past 
silence and cultivated shame to speak honestly, 
poignantly about their bodies and the stories 
they carried. 

“When I saw that UT production, I thought, 
‘Oh, I really do have power. I do have value. I 
do have a voice.’” 

This weekend, Ana joins the voices of 15 
other women when she participates in a local 
production of Eve Ensler’s The Vagina 
Monologues, one of thousands of productions 
across the nation and around the world that 
is now an annual event produced in collabo- 
ration with the V-Day organization (see “Eve 
Ensler and the V-Day Story,” p.42). While 
this is not the first time the show has played 
in Austin, it is the first all-Spanish-language 
version produced in Austin, and perhaps all 
of Texas, as Los Monologos de la Vagina. 

Now translated into 45 languages, the script 
being used by the Austin cast is the same one 
used in a Mexico City production, tailored for 


localisms. An interesting task, considering the 
range of places the cast members are from and 
the linguistic distinctions they bring with 
them: Washington, D.C.; Venezuela; Mexico; 
Puerto Rico; El Salvador; as well as Austin, San 
Antonio, and El Paso. But translation issues are 
one thing. The larger cultural and social chal- 
lenges to presenting Los Monologos de la Vagina 
are another. The influence of the traditional 
Roman Catholic Church, with its conservative 
views on sexual expression, is still strong in 
Latin America, as are some lingering ideas 
about women’s subordinate role to men. Last 
year in the United States, the president of 
Notre Dame University, the Rev. John I. Jenkins,

found himself at the center of a turbulent 
debate about the appropriateness of allowing a 
performance of The Vagina Monologues at a 
Roman Catholic university. The production 
was allowed, but the incident struck at the 
core of the church’s struggle to hold its central- 
ity in a world that has evolved beyond the 
Second Vatican Council (1962-1965). 

The degree to which these macro influences 
resonate with Los Monologos ’ cast members is 




as varied as the women themselves. As human- 
service workers, professors, students, counsel- 
ors, bilingual-education teachers, and mothers, 
sisters, and daughters, the overall interest in 
presenting this play is not about taming insti- 
tutional dragons or challenging customs but 
about taking that small but enormously liberat- 
ing step from silence to bearing witness. Each 
cast member has her own compelling reason 
for participating in Los Monologos de la Vagina. 

“I really thought it was important to present 
this to the immigrant community,” says Cynthia 
Trejo, the lead producer of Los Monologos de la 
Vagina. She performed in an English-language 
production at the play! Theatre in East Austin 
in 2005 and 2006, directing a monologue pre- 
sented in Spanish last year. The experience 
drove her and co-producers Veronica Hernandez 
and Marialy Gonzalez to attend an annual 
Vagina Warrior Workshop (formerly the Region- 
al Empowerment Workshop) in New Orleans 
last November to get a better grasp of what was 
expected of producers and how V-Day works. 


“We were all shocked when Eve Ensler 
walked into the room,” Trejo says. She was 
further impressed that Ensler wasn’t there 
merely to make an appearance but facilitated. 
She talked to the participants as peers and 
answered questions, but, most importantly, she 
actively listened to what all participants brought 
to the table. 

“It was very inspirational, almost a spiritual 
experience,” Trejo says. “In the end, it’s not 
about Eve Ensler or any one ‘star’; it’s about 
the larger movement to end violence against 
women. It doesn’t have to do with me; it has to 
do with all of us.” 

After the workshop, Trejo was determined to 
mount a Spanish-language production in Austin. 


So Many Silences to Be Broken 

“I love the play and what V-Day represents,” 
says Kiara Alvarez, a native of Puerto Rico 
who’s been living in Austin for four years. As a

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writer and educator who works at the Center 
for Child Protection, her reasons for joining the 
Monologos cast addresses personal and profes- 
sional goals. 

“Audre Lorde said in an essay that ‘it is not 
difference which immobilizes us, but silence. 
And there are so many silences to be broken.’ 
That, for me, is at the core of my work, both in 
human services and in writing. Perpetrators of 
sexual, physical, and emotional violence use 
silence and fear as tools to terrorize a victim. 
Sexually abused children are threatened with 
what will happen if they tell, women in situa- 


When Eve Ensler first conceived of The Vagina 
Monologues , she had no idea it would evolve into 
a worldwide movement. Her original 1997 script 
was written because she was “worried about vagi- 
nas” - worried about how they were neglected, 
taunted, misunderstood, abused, demonized, 
mutilated, scorned, and called names, a panoply 
of names ranging from indistinct genteelisms to 
the pointedly degrading. 

Ensler wrote The Vagina Monologues based on 
hundreds of interviews she conducted, first in 
New York and later around the world. While only a 
few of the monologues address sexual abuse and 
exploitation, these are the ones that elicited the 
strongest response, making women seek Ensler 
after her performance to thank her for voicing 
their experience and bringing attention to the 
larger issue of violence against women. Ensler 
quickly realized that for all those who came for- 
ward, there were more who did not and still more 
whose voices were gone forever. The weight of 
that knowledge and knowing that she was in a 
unique position to effect change was overwhelm- 
ing. Instead of retreating from the enormity of the 
situation, she broadened the mantle. In 1998 she 
joined forces with Feminist.com, another organi- 
zation concerned with violence against women, 
and launched the V-Day Committee. The commit- 
tee produced the first fundraising performance of 
The Vagina Monologues , featuring Jane Fonda, 
Rosie Perez, and Glenn Close, among others. The 


tions of domestic violence are isolated from 
their families and friends, and many of us hold 
on to the belief that if we just stop thinking 
about or speaking about traumas we’ve experi- 
ence, then they will go away.” 

Anecdotal evidence suggests that undocu- 
mented immigrants are even less likely to seek 
help following an assault or abuse for fear that 
their undocumented status will override their 
need for help. That fear is not unfounded. In 
an already hostile, anti-immigrant climate, 
Texas state Rep. Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball, 
recently introduced legislation to prohibit “safe 


event was an enormous success. In 1999, the 
committee launched the V-Day College Initiative 
to encourage performances on college campuses. 
Soon, performances were occurring beyond cam- 
puses, some with professional actresses, most 
with enthusiastic amateurs. Funds raised at these 
local performances are recycled to area organiza- 
tions working to end violence against women. 

This year’s performance of Los Monologos de la 
Vagina will support Arte Sana (Art Heals) and 
SafePlace, which offers shelter and support ser- 
vices for battered and abused women, children, 
and men. 

In fewer than 10 years, The Vagina Monologues 
has became the organizing force behind the V- 
Day movement - the “V” standing for vagina, vic- 
tory, Valentine’s Day, and this year, evoking the 
two-fingered gesture for peace. Today, in addition 
to providing guidance on how to mount local pro- 
ductions of The Vagina Monologues , the V-Day 
organization supports initiatives that work to end 
exploitation and violence against women and 
children in all corners of the world. This year’s V- 
Day productions - performed every February on 
or around Valentine’s Day - have reclaiming 
peace as their banner statement. Because rape 
and other forms of sexual exploitation intensify 
during wartime, this year’s imperative is especial- 
ly urgent.

haven” cities such as Austin and 
organizations that provide sanctuary 
services to the undocumented. If 
House Bill 1012 passes, critics say 
law-enforcement officials could find 
themselves inspecting immigration 
status when time could be better 
spent investigating and solving 
crimes - if the crime is even reported 
in the first place. Like other domes- 
tic-violence victims, new immigrants 
may be reluctant to report abuse, 
feeling that it is a private family mat- 
ter. Regardless of immigration status, 
having barriers for seeking and receiv- 
ing help is another form of victimiza- 
tion, equal to or worse than the 
original crime. 

Speaking to the 
Hispanic Population 

While V-Day’ s core mission is to 
end violence against women, Los 
Monologos de la Vagina is far from 
“victim rights” theatre. 

“It’s about thriving and about 
claiming your right to be a happy, 
loving, loved woman in a peaceful 
society,” Alvarez says. 

The script is full of proud realiza- 
tions that come with speaking freely and shed- 
ding (or poking fun at) infantilizing or shame- 
inducing language about sex and the female 
body. Being able to do so in one’s native lan- 
guage is an added incentive. 

“The Spanish-language aspect of the produc- 
tion caused me to be especially excited about 
being a cast member,” says Maria Rivera, a full- 
time lecturer in the Department of Advertising 
at UT-Austin. “It allows me to tap into a part of 
my Hispanic identity that I don’t normally get 
to revisit on a daily basis in Austin.” 

“When Maria sent me the e-mail, I was like, 
‘Cool. Okay, it can be the first time I can talk 
about the vagina in front of people,”’ Carmen 
Elena Murcia jokes. She recently moved from 
El Salvador to work for an advertising agency in 


Austin. “No, really. I’m proud to be in this, 
speaking to our people.” 

That doesn’t mean the script doesn’t cause 
moments of uneasiness. For all its inviting play, 
its candor can be an epiphany to one ear, 
shocking to another. 

“I feel that the Hispanic population - we still 
need that extra push to become comfortable 
with women’s sexuality,” says Andrea Troncoso, 
a 23-year-old student. “I can still hear the dis- 
comfort in my parents’ voice when discussing 
the show. Don’t get me wrong. They’re incred- 
ibly supportive. It’s just the word ‘vagina’ that 
gets to them.” 

Some cast members haven’t told their fami- 
lies they are in the show and haven’t decided if 
they will. The degree of disclosure depends on

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a variety of intersecting factors: generation level 
in the U.S., education, and age, in addition to 
the nature of familial relationships. 

Finding the Voice 

V-Day encourages a grassroots approach to 
producing all performances of The Vagina 
Monologues, no matter what language it’s per- 
formed in. The emphasis is not about provid- 
ing a vehicle for a few stars or creating a slickly 
produced event. The rehearsal process is more 
collaborative than in a conventional theatre set- 
ting where the director gives notes to actors 
after rehearsing a scene. In this way, the pro- 
cess is just as important as the product. 

“I like finding the rush of who you are, find- 
ing the voice, finding the weight in the voice,” 
Rivera says when speaking of her rehearsal 
experience. The last time she performed in a 
live theatre event was in high school. “I think 
that’s the coolest thing. You have this thing in 
your gut that tells you you can do it, even when 
you’re scared,” she said. “But don’t think it’s 
not uncomfortable to have an orgasm in front 
of 300 people. It’s challenging, but a great 
challenge. It feels empowering.” 

Rivera was speaking of the first rehearsal of 
the monologue describing various orgasmic 
expressions. The atmosphere was playful, tinged 
with a bit of bashfulness. Laughter and encour- 
aging words were exchanged when fellow actors 
were able to push past their nervousness and go 
for broke. When it was Ana’s turn, she started 
strong, then stopped. It was assumed she was 
nervous, perhaps inexperienced. 

“It helps if you close your eyes,” one cast 
member offered. Her own faulty start had cul- 
minated in a shrieking rendition of the “maria- 
chi orgasm.” 

“Maybe next time,” another suggested. 

“You’ll get it.” 

In reality, Ana was revisiting old wounds that 
most of her cast members didn’t have. She tried 
two, three more times before stopping and say- 
ing, “I can’t.” There was no nervous tension or 
exasperated impatience, only warm support. 

Later, when asked about that rehearsal, Ana 
admitted, “It was too close. I talked to Cynthia, and 
we agreed that I won’t do that part any more.” 

“I don’t know, it just works out somehow,” 
Trejo said, reflecting on her past Vagina 
Monologues experience and anticipating the 
outcome of the production she is shepherding. 
People drop out, and new people step in. The 
most confident lose their spirit, and the least 
confident are suddenly strong. “Every year I’ve 
participated, I don’t know how it happens, but 
I know to have faith that it will.” 

Helping Others by Speaking 

“Compassion,” Ensler wrote in her 2006 
essay “Celebrating Vagina Warriors,” “is the 
deepest form of memory. ... Vagina Warriors 
know that the process of healing from violence 
is long and happens in stages. They give what 
they need most, and by giving this, they heal 
and activate the wounded part inside.” 

For Ana, first seeing, and now participating 
in, Los Monologos de la Vagina is that activation 
process. “I want to be another one of the 
women who helps other women realize the 
power they have, just like I was helped when I 


first saw [The Vagina Monologues ] . Being part of 
this [performance] has helped me the most.” 
Without expecting it, Ana received the heal- 
ing balm she needed from a community of 
women working toward a shared goal. And 
though she’s encountered her own challenges 
preparing for Los Monologos de la Vagina, she’s 
compelled to continue, certain that “our voices 
in this play are for the voices of the women lost 
and the ones still needing to be heard.” 

If that is not faith healing, then nothing is. ■

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THE CASTLE IN THE FOREST 

by Norman Mailer 

Random House, 496 pp., $27.95 

Even 60 years after his suicide in a bun- 
ker beneath the streets of Berlin, Adolf Hitler 
remains one of the favorite subjects of behav- 
iorists, sociologists, and amateur moral phi- 
losophers: a black canvas onto which theorists 
can paint their own versions of the limits (or 
limitlessness, as the case may be) of human 
immorality. Just ask the History Channel, which 
must dedicate 18 hours of every broadcast 
day to the former Nazi dictator: The mystery of 
Hitler is one of those endless hallways, rich in 
dark corners and controversy and open to even 
the wildest conjecture. 

Sixty years after the publication of his first 
novel and 10 years since his last, Norman 
Mailer - one of our foremost experts on dark 
corners and a man who never met a contro- 
versy he didn’t like - takes a walk down this 
hallway with The Castle in the Forest, his fiction- 
alized portrait of the dictator as a young man 
and the father, the mother, and the demons 
who, together, helped make him what he was. 
Half Freud, half Faust, and based loosely on 
real events in young Hitler’s life, The Castle in 
the Forest is Mailer’s imaginative contribution 
to the ongoing debate about the greatest of all 
controversies: What was behind Hitler’s particu- 
lar brand of hatred and demagoguery? Where 
does true evil come from? And who - or what 
- is to blame for it? 

Answer: The devil. 

Lucifer is understandably interested in snag- 
ging young Hitler’s soul for his own, and he 
gives the job to one of his agents, a demon 


who is also the book’s narrator. We learn that 
this demon has been with Hitler - his “client” 

- since conception and has been cultivating a 
sinister influence on his life ever since, so he’s 
in a privileged position to give us the man’s 
true story “with a confidence,” he writes, “no 
conventional biographer could begin to feel.” 

It’s a clever conceit, to claim complete 
biographical authority through mystical omni- 
science, and Mailer makes the most of it, 


conjuring a world where angels and devils 
battle for human souls with a mixture of guile 
and misdirection and granting readers access 
to the smallest psychic blips and minor inci- 
dents in his characters’ lives. Of course, in a 
novel about the moral education of one of the 
greatest monsters in human history, there can 
be no minor incidents or small blips: Every 
circumstance, every insubstantial moment, is 
of the greatest importance to a demon trying 
to win a soul as full of potential as Hitler’s, and 
every perceived slight, every felt injustice, every 
act of parental malfeasance, and every wicked 


thought become links in a lifelong chain stretch- 
ing outward toward perdition. 

Unfortunately, Mailer is more a journalist 
than he is a novelist, more a student of human- 
ity than a creator of lives, and The Castle in the 
Forest, though rich in historical and psychologi- 
cal detail (the book’s bibliography is an epic in 
itself), lacks the kind of character development 
and depth that inspires empathy in readers 
- the key to any successful novel. Hitler’s 
father, Alois, is an incestuous drunk given over 
to wild acts of barbarity and rage, while his son 
is a willful, sinful brat who dreams at night of 
war and murder, of being “a high agent of the 
gods of death.” Such depraved lives require a 
subtle touch; to make his readers care about 
them rather than recoil in horror, a writer must 
make them truly human and their flaws, no mat- 
ter how great, close to our own. Mailer doesn’t 
seem capable of such subtlety, however, and 
his characters too often read like ideas rather 
than men: In the end, they lack the depth and 
internal conflict at the heart of the world’s great 
literary creations. 

Mailer’s interest here is in early childhood - 
and all the lingering pain and disenchantment 
that go along with it - and his story stops long 
before Hitler’s really starts: Before his stint in 
prison, before the Beer Hall Putsch, before Mein 
Kampf and the burning of the Reichstag. Before 
Hitler becomes Hitler. To ensure that this trans- 
formation occurs, Mailer’s demon, like any linger- 
ing childhood phantasm worth its salt, latches 
on to all of young Adolf’s deepest insecurities 
and fears and spins them into a tapestry of vic- 
timized bitterness and megalomania: the perfect 
recipe for any future dictator. - Josh Rosenblatt

Of Kash-Karry, Casiraghi's, and Jeffrey's: Clarksville's culinary history

News about a flurry of restaurant activity along West Lynn Street 
inspired me to take a Sunday drive through the historic Old West Austin 
and Clarksville neighborhoods recently I hadn’t spent much time in 
that part of town since raging gentrification in the early Nineties finally 
priced me out. Among the McMansions, exclusive condos, and traffic 
islands, I was pleased to observe that the true soul of the place, as well 
as some of its culinary history, remains intact. 

When I moved into Old West Austin as a UT grad in the mid-Seventies, 
certain things instantly made it feel like home. There was a charming 
old elementary school just down the block and a wonderful new restau- 
rant on the corner. The grocery store and a laundry were within walking 
distance of my $85-a~month garage apartment, and the soda fountain at 
the comer dmgstore was remarkably like the one in the family dmgstore 
of my childhood. That and the fact that my dad’s signature (as a Board

thankfully all still there. 

From the mid-Seventies 
through the early Eighties, 
the historic inner-city area 
was undergoing a renais- 
sance of sorts. There was 
food, music, community fel- 
lowship, and family entre- 
preneurship. On a Sunday 
walk down the dusty streets 
of Clarksville, it was possible 
to hear the full-throated joy- 
ful noise of gospel music 
bursting forth from the 
Sweet Home Baptist Church 
or the quiet musings of sing- 
er-songwriter Townes Van 
Zandt emanating from a funky trailer at 11th and Charlotte. 

Pharmacist Lambert Labay had purchased the venerable Nau’s Enfield 
Dmg from founders Hylton and Eleanor Nau with a firm commitment 
to maintaining the store’s well-established personal service, as well as 
the treasured soda fountain. Business partners Nancy Sewald, Jeffrey 
Weinberger, and Ron and Peggy Weiss opened Jeffrey’s in 1975 at the 
corner of West Lynn and 12th with chef Emil Vogely in the kitchen, 
sparking a citywide fine-dining revolution. Clarksville, a neighborhood 
settled by freed slaves in 1871 (officially West Sixth to Waterston and 
West Lynn to MoPac), was recognized in the National Register of Historic 
Places in 1976. The Woody Hills produce co-op was started by a bunch 
of hippies from Oakland House, and nearer the end of the decade, pals 
Mark Skiles and Craig Weller would create Clarksville Natural Grocery

BLUE BELL CENTENNIAL 
CELEBRATION STARTS 
IN AUSTIN 


Washington County dairy farmers and city 
business leaders founded the Brenham 
Creamery Company in 1907 to sell butter 
made from the excess cream generated by 
area dairies. It was a smart plan designed 
to provide farmers with some cash and to 
draw shoppers into town, which was 
deemed good for everybody’s business. 

Wise as they were, the city fathers could not 
have foreseen that 100 years later their 
smart little local enterprise would make 
Brenham famous as home to one of the 
most respected premium ice-cream makers 
in the country. The company started making 
ice cream in 1911 and officially changed its 
name to Blue Bell Creameries in 1930, in 
honor of the blue bell, a Texas wildflower 
that flourishes during the hot months, just 
like people’s cravings for ice cream. For the 
next 40 years, Blue Bell ice cream was pret- 
ty much a regional Texas treasure. Then 
smart sales and distribution techniques, 
paired with a stylish ad campaign based on 
near-fanatical product loyalty, prompted seri- 
ous company expansion beginning in the 
1970s. Today, Blue Bell is distributed in 16 
states and boasts a big share of the coun- 
try’s premium ice-cream market. 

To commemorate their centennial, Blue 
Bell has planned a yearlong traveling cele- 
bration that commences in Austin this week- 
end in the parking area across from the Bob 
Bullock Texas State History Museum (1800 
Congress). The “rolling birthday party” 
includes a customized 18-wheeler full of 
Blue Bell information, interactive media pre- 
sentations, and memorabilia; a mobile coun- 
try store stocked with anniversary merchan- 
dise; an inflatable bounce house in the 
shape of a half gallon of Homemade Vanilla; 
and plenty of free ice cream. Over the com- 
ing year, the 100 Years Tour will visit 66 cit- 
ies in Blue Bell’s 16-state distribution area. 
There will also be a hometown birthday party 
this summer at the Washington County Fair 
in Brenham, July 19-21. In Austin, members 
of the local Boys & Girls Clubs will enjoy a 
sneak-preview party at 5:30pm on Thursday, 
Feb. 15. The event is open to the public 
from 10am to 5pm on Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday, Feb. 16-18. - V.B.W.

The list of gold-medal-winning 
wines from the 2007 Wine Competition will be 
announced in the Feb. 14 issue of the Express- 
News ;, and attendees can sample the winning 
wines at the festival’s events. 

The festival kicks off with the Wine Opener 
on Friday from 7 to 9:30pm. This intimate 
black-tie affair includes an array of American 
vintners, as well as outstanding international 
participants. It offers a chance to taste the 
gold-medal-winning wines from the competition, 


along with excellent cuisine and live Latin jazz. 
If this year’s event is anywhere close to last 
year’s, it’s definitely worth it for the abundance 
of great food and wines. 

Sunday kicks things off with a lavish, multi- 
course Champagne Brunch from 11am to 
1:30pm. This is a great opportunity to taste 
some of the world’s most outstanding 
Champagnes and wines. Winery representa- 
tives will be on hand to talk to participants and 
answer their questions, all while enjoying a pri- 
vate performance by Public Radio International’s 
Jim Cullum Jazz Band. The festival comes to a 
close that evening at the Alamodome with the 
Fine Wine & Cuisine Tasting from 6 to 8:30pm.

at the comer of West Lynn and 10th. Mary 
Robinson made White Mountain Yogurt in 
a dumpy building across from Kash-Karry, 
affectionately known as the “hippie kitchen,” 
and she leased me space there for my fledgling 
wholesale dessert business. A couple of years 
later, Jake and Amette Knippa would become 
the third generation of his family to operate 
grocery stores in Austin when they took over 
that well-loved Kash-Karry outlet at West Lynn 
and 13th. 

While the gospel sounds from Sweet Home 
Baptist remain ageless, Van Zandt didn’t live 
in the neighborhood for long, Robinson sold 
the yogurt business, and the neighborhood gas 
stations on opposing comers at 12th and West 
Lynn turned into Sledd Nursery (northeast) 
and a series of restaurants (southwest). Skiles 
and Weller partnered up with John Mackey 
of SaferWay to found a natural-foods grocery 
at 10th and Lamar. That one store would be 
the birthplace of the corporation known as 
Whole Foods Market. The company maintains 
a swanky flagship store and national headquar- 
ters just a stone’s throw from its Clarksville 
birthplace. Under the Knippas’ direction, Kash- 
Karry evolved into Fresh Plus, one of the best 
neighborhood markets in the city. West Lynn 
was home to two fine gourmet takeout shops, 
Cook’s Night Out and Lilly & Co., for more 
than a dozen years in the Eighties and Nineties 
and now boasts Cipollina. Clarksville’s culi- 
nary culture had been firmly established. 

□ 

That renaissance was not the neighborhood’s 
first, however. Clarksville’s culinary and ethnic 
history is much richer and much more diverse, 
with threads stretching back to the 1920s. 
When I first moved into the neighborhood, 
the prevailing legend was that of Casiraghi’s, 
a beloved Italian family restaurant sacrificed 
when the western section of the Clarksville 
neighborhood was condemned to build the 
MoPac freeway. In researching Casiraghi’s, I 
discovered a treasure trove of Austin culinary 
history I’d never really known existed. In 
the early decades of the 20th century, Austin 
had an Italian immigrant community, some 
of whom were descended from Italian stone 
masons and tile workers who came here to 
work on the Capitol building. The Franzettis, 
Perrones, Casiraghis, Viscardis, and Colanettas 
were related by blood, by marriage, or by 
friendship. They all bought property in the 
Clarksville area, building businesses and shap- 
ing the flavor and character of the neighbor- 
hood for generations to come. 

Arturo Casiraghi apprenticed as a cook in 
his native Italy and served his country as an 
army cook in World War I. Arturo emigrated to 
Austin from the village of Malgesso, Lombardy, 
Italy, to live with sisters. The Casiraghi sisters 
married the Franzetti brothers, also immigrants 
from Malgesso. In 1924, Arturo purchased 
some property in Clarksville from his brother- 
in-law Nat Franzetti and opened a general 
mercantile store at 1901 W 10th. Two years 
later, he married Luisa Pasquale (from Sequals 
in the Veneto), and they raised their family in a 
house built behind the store. Arturo prepared 
cured meats such as salami, corned beef, pan- 
cetta, and pastrami to sell from the deli case, 
and soon the delicatessen and catering aspects

of the store developed a strong following. For years, he dreamed of operating a 
restaurant but wouldn’t consider it until he could get a permit to sell wine along 
with his authentic Italian cuisine. Sometime after World War II, Arturo and 
countryman James Macry (from Calabria) developed a line of pasta sauces, salad 
dressings, and frozen pasta dishes under the 11 Paesano label, but the company 
might have been a little ahead of its time and only lasted a couple of years. 

In 1958, Arturo Casiraghi finally realized the dream of opening his own 
restaurant. He secured a license to sell beer and wine and turned the humble 
storefront on an unpaved street near the railroad tracks into a beloved neighbor- 
hood restaurant. The eatery had only 10 to 14 tables, and Dan Macry (son of 
James) recalls that on busy nights, overflow diners, friends, and family members 
were sometimes escorted through and seated in the adjoining residence kitchen. 
The restaurant was small, but the menu featured a full complement of authentic 
Italian dishes: soups, antipasti, combination dinners named for major Italian 
cities, pastas, pizzas, entrees, Arturo’s signature cured meats, and desserts. 
There was imported beer and a wine list chosen by the proprietor himself. The 
restaurant thrived, attracting diners from all over the city, as well as tourists. 

Like so many other revered Austin landmarks, Casiraghi’s was lost to progress. 
The restaurant near the railroad tracks disappeared in 1969 with the building of 
MoPac. In an Austin American-Statesman article from that year, Arturo bemoaned 
the loss of the business he’d nurtured for 45 years and discussed the possibility 


of finding a new location. Luisa, on the other hand, was “tickled 
to death” to be free of the restaurant and looked forward to a 
lengthy vacation in Italy and retirement. The restaurant never 
reopened, but Arturo’s culinary spirit lives on in the commu- 
nity. Distant relative Dan Macry is known among his friends for 
his delicious cured meats, especially his salami, and he invests 
the necessary month of preparation time in making Arturo’s 
famous corned beef at least once a year. Dan’s son, Benny 
Macry, is a chef instructor at the Texas Culinary Academy. 

□ 

A few years after the Casiraghis began their business in 
Clarksville, another young Italian couple established their home 
near 12th and West Lynn. New Yorker Andrew Viscardi married 
Austinite Josephine Perrone, whose parents operated a grocery 
store at the comer of East Sixth and Chicon. The newlyweds 
settled in a little frame house on West 12th and started a fam- 
ily. Andrew Viscardi’s children described him as a resourceful 
man who dabbled in various careers. In the early 1930s, he 
purchased property at the comer of West 12th and West Lynn 
and built a building with shops on the street and a home for his 
growing family upstairs. 

At about the same time, Josephine’s father, Pasquale Perrone 
(Godrano, Sicily), built a new cottage on the corner of 
Waters ton and West Lynn for his wife, Rosa Franzetti Perrone. 
(Family legend has it that Rosa refused to move from the estab- 
lished Perrone home on East Sixth, and so Pasquale’s cottage 
was always a rent house. It became Lilly & Co. in 1984 and 
was christened “the Josephine House” in honor of Mrs. Viscardi 
when the Jeffrey’s folks turned it into a special event venue 
around the turn of this century.) Over the years, the Viscardi 
building at 1204 West Lynn housed grocery stores, liquor 
stores, florist shops, beauty parlors, and offices for Andrew’s 
sundry business ventures. In 1975, some young entrepreneurs 
rented the largest section for a new restaurant named Jeffrey’s. 
There was a small liquor store tucked in the middle and the 
un-air-conditioned Clarksville Cream Shop serving up refresh- 
ing scoops of ice cream on the comer. Over the next 30 years, 
Jeffrey’s would expand to fill the entire building.

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Long after Andrew’s death, Josephine Viscardi 
remained a force in the Clarksville neighbor- 
hood, overseeing her many rental properties 
and her large extended family. Before her death, 
she sold the properties that house Jeffrey’s and 
the Josephine House to the owners of Jeffrey’s, 
thereby protecting them from potential family 
disputes or developers. Jeffrey’s has maintained 
its reputation for consistency during the past 30 
years under the aegis of only four major chefs: 
Emil Vogely (now chef at the Tarry House), 
Raymond Tatum (now chef at the Backstage 
Steakhouse), David Garrido (now corporate exec- 
utive chef with Comida Deluxe Inc.), and Alma 
Alcocer-Thomas, plus a well-seasoned waitstaff, 
many with years of service in double digits. 


While the staff at Jeffrey’s was busy serving 
presidents, visiting celebrities, and Austinites 
celebrating special occasions, they also made 
friends in the neighborhood. A bet about the 
completion date of one of their many expan- 
sion projects was the beginning of a monthly 
potluck lunch tradition at the restaurant. 

Because she lost the original bet, Clarksville 
native Zelma Maxwell would fry chicken in cast 
iron skillets for the Jeffrey’s crew, and they would 
contribute all the side dishes and desserts for 
the monthly feasts. Miss Zelma, who lived in the 
Viscardi’s old frame house directly behind the 
restaurant on West 12th, kept a watchful eye on 
the entire neighborhood. She regularly admon- 
ished the Jeffrey’s cooks to carefully wrap all the 
smelly fish carcasses before deposit- 
ing them in the Dumpster that sat 
near her home. Zelma was such 
a fixture around Jeffrey’s that she 
appears in many early staff photos, 
but her participation in the potluck 
parties is only one connective thread 
in the overall culinary history of the 
neighborhood. She also worked for 
the Casiraghis for years. 

Though not related to the 
Viscardis or the Casiraghis by 
anything but long friendship, 
Anthony (Sicily) and Alice Pontallo 
Colanetta (the daughter of a tile 
cutter from Cavassanuova) were 
another Italian immigrant couple 
who helped shape the neighbor- 
hood. Anthony relocated his fam-

ily from Houston to Austin in 1939 to start a 
linen service. In 1950, he bought property on 
the southeast corner of West Lynn and 12th, 
building Anthony’s Laundry & Cleaners for 
himself and a drugstore complete with soda 
fountain, which he leased to his friend Hylton 
Nau. Anthony’s passed from father to son 
(Victor, now retired) and was eventually sold 
to Charlotte Bennight, who operates the busi- 
ness today. UT pharmacy grad Lambert Labay 
went to work at Nau’s fresh out of college and 
ended up buying the store. Both businesses 


remain neighborhood mainstays, with Laura 
Labay now running the venerable drugstore 
with her father, and third-generation Mike 
Colanetta managing his family’s real estate 
holdings along West Lynn. Here’s hoping the 
next generation sees to it that the soul of the 
neighborhood lives on. ■

There’s no question that 
Jeffrey’s is the flagship 
restaurant of the West Lynn 
neighborhood (in some 
people’s opinion, of the 
city). Since 1975, when 
fine-dining was thin on the 
ground in Austin, it’s been 
the restaurant’s goal to set 
the standard for excellence, 
and much ink has been 
spent over the years waxing 
eloquent about the food, 
the ambience, and the ser- 
vice. From early on, Jeffrey’s 
has been the destination dining spot for many 
loyal customers and visiting celebrities; in 
many ways, the place exudes the feel of an 
exclusive private club. Reservations for dinner 
are a must. Valet parking is virtually required 
unless you live within walking distance - there’s 
no parking lot - and it isn’t the place to go if 
you’re concerned about expense. 

This exclusive atmosphere extends to the 
warren of small dining rooms that are quiet, 
dark, candlelit, hung with softly spotlighted 
paintings, and semisecluded by floor-to-ceiling 
black velvet curtains. The formally clad waitstaff 
is deft, professional, and appropriately knowl- 
edgeable about the menu and the wines; some 
of them have been serving for years and have 
dedicated customer followings. The spacious, 
curved, dark-wooded bar is elegant, dimly lit, 
and graced by a large Malou Flato tile mural; 
the bar offers some alternate dining options, 
but more about that later. 

The exit in 2005 of longtime Executive Chef 
David Garrido and the well-deserved ascension 
of longtime chef de cuisine Alma Alcocer has 
resulted in a departure from Garrido’s signature 
haute-Southwestern dishes to a less focused, 
more eclectic menu that reflects both European 
and Asian influences. 

An excellent way to sample both the kitchen’s 
talents and the breadth of the wine list is the 
Chef’s Tasting Menu with wine pairings ($108; 
$72 sans wine). The courses change regularly 
with seasons and availability; the dishes on 
my winter menu included Petrossian caviar, 
foie gras, black truffles, ahi tuna, lamb, pears, 
and pecans. Each of the five courses was 
accompanied by a wine from a different area: 
France, Germany, California, Italy, and Australia. 
Except for the lamb T-bone, the portions of all 
the dishes were truly tasting-sized, and the 
course progression was leisurely; therefore, 
while the offerings were rich, complex, and 
geographically all over the place, the overall 
experience was not gastronomically exhausting, 
but satisfying and interesting. The standout 
course of that evening was a medallion of foie 
gras complemented by sweet-potato custard 


and an earthy truffle- 
and-chocolate sauce. It 
sounds strange, I know, 
but it was terrific and 
was beautifully paired 
with a glass of Donnhoff 
Oberhauser Leistenberg 
Riesling Kabinett. 

One of Alcocer’s 
menu innovations is to 
offer some less compli- 
cated, more bistro-style 
dishes. A winner is her 
version of beefsteak 
and fries: Kobe Flanger 
Steak and Pommes 
Frites ($13.50 on the 
happy hour bar menu). 
The sliced hanger steak 
(a favorite cut in France 
but not too popular 
here) was served with 
a smoky paprika salsa; 
it was beautifully tender 
and wonderful, and the 
irresistible, darkly crisp potatoes with house- 
made ketchup informed us what “French” fried 
potatoes ought to be. 

My favorite appetizer remains the Jeffrey’s 
classic fried oysters served on thin, crisp 
yucca chips with a mild habanero honey aioli 
($13). Less successful were the Duck Spring 
Rolls With Cabbage and Chilean Papaya Slaw 
With Dipping Sauce ($13). The wrappers are 
crisply brown, and the slaw is excellent, but 
the ground duck inside the rolls was dry and 
lacking in flavor. I found the Risotto Croquettes 
($12) to be filling but essentially boring; I just 
couldn’t taste much sausage or manchego, 
and the dots of paprika aioli weren’t enough to 
spark it up. The Salade Nigoise ($8.50) was 
also a bit disappointing, and while the salad 
greens were beautifully dressed, there was no 
dressing and no discernible salt on the sur- 
rounding haricots verts, potato wedges, grape 
tomatoes, and quail eggs. However, the greens 
were topped by two interesting, thin-sliced rolls 
of slow-smoked ahi. 

Neighborhood regulars know that a more 
economic and less formal way to enjoy Jeffrey’s 
ambience and cooking is via the happy hour 
in the bar from 5 to 7pm on Sundays and 
weekdays. In reverse of most happy hours, the 
drinks are full price, but the bar-menu items (a 
short list of apps and entrees from the regular 
menu) are half the regular price. No reserva- 
tions needed, and it’s an elegant spot to meet 
for drinks and shared samples. The bar offers 
an extensive list of wines by the glass (most 
$10-15); I’ve found that the Bourgeois Sancerre 
($11) and the Kunstler Riesling ($10) pair very 
nicely with many of the food offerings. I have to 
say that on my last visit, the service and atten- 
tion in the bar fell short of the acclaimed dining- 
room standards, but maybe it was an off-night. 

All in all, Jeffrey’s remains the grande dame 
of Austin’s fine-dining restaurants, and it’s 
pleasant to experience the quiet, leisurely, ser- 
vice-oriented, and somewhat formal ambience 
that is so lacking in many of the city’s newer, 
trendier competitors for the big dining dollars.

Every neighborhood ought to have a good place for pizza, and 
Cipollina more than fits the bill with its wood-fired oven; thin, 
crispy, flavorful pizza crusts; and tasty high-end toppings from 
Gorgonzola to artichokes to balsamic onions ($7-15, 10- and 
14-inch). However, as good as these boutique pies are, I have to 
agree with the menu that promises “Not just pizza anymore!” 

Cipollina, Jeffrey’s little sister across the street, is an upscale 
counter-service and takeout bistro that makes everything from 
scratch in its small open kitchen: breads, sauces, sausages, 
desserts, varieties of vegetables and entrees. It manifests a 
heavy Italian influence in its plates of spaghetti and meatballs, 
frittatas, panini on house-made focaccia ($6.75-7.25) - the 
panini of braised lamb, provolone, and balsamic onion ($7.25) is 
especially wonderful. There are always a couple of soups, some 
salads, and a few vegetable dishes available, such as green 
beans and marinated artichokes, and an array of rich desserts 
like panna cotta, dense chocolate torte, or tres leches cake, 
along with muffins, cookies, and a selection of house-made 
breads (including demibaguettes, ciabatta, and wheat-loaf) baked 
daily. A bijou choice of wines, mostly Italian, are available by 
the glass or bottle to take out or drink in with your meal. The 
ambience is quite casual, although romantically lit at night; huge 
framed mirrors and vintage Italian food and posters complete 
the scene. The high ceilings and concrete floor cause the place 
to be either a bit noisy or acoustically interesting, depending on 
your point of view. 

For a number of years, Cipollina has hosted live music two 
evenings a week - a popular tango night with Glover Gill on 
Thursdays and jazz on Fridays. I just learned that the musical 
performances will cease in February, and a list of additional 
entrees is to be added to the menu.

Nau’s Enfield Drug on West Lynn is Austin’s last remaining 
drugstore with a bona fide soda fountain. And not just a soda 
fountain, but a great soda fountain. In addition to the pleasures 
of an independent neighborhood pharmacy for prescriptions and 
bandages and greeting cards, fortunate area residents have a 
comfortable spot (at the curvy counter, ancient wooden booths, 
or metal ice-cream tables) to sit down for a quick bite, linger 
over a cherry Coke, or chat with the steady stream of neighbors 
passing through. On my last visit in the middle of a rainy after- 
noon, my counter companions were a couple of unaccompanied 
10-year-olds slurping down milkshakes and reading comic books

and a solitary white-haired gentleman enjoying a cheeseburger 
and coffee with his Wall Street Journal. It’s that kind of neighbor- 
hood place. (Did I mention that Nau’s has an impressive maga- 
zine rack and newsstand?) 

My total lunch favorite is a perfect grilled cheese sandwich 
with sliced dill pickles ($2.75) and a fresh-squeezed limeade 
($1.95 or $2.50). You can choose a fried-egg or a pimento- 
cheese sandwich for the same low price. Many people are 
partial to the various club sandwiches ($4-5) and the levels of 
burgers - double cheeseburgers and bacon cheeseburgers ($4- 
6) - served on a classic, soft grilled bun with mayo, shredded 
lettuce, and tomato. Nau’s breakfasts are also classic: eggs any 


way, omelets, huevos rancheros ($3.95), and breakfast tacos 
($1.50-2.25). The cheerful uniformed counter ladies who both 
cook and serve are efficient, unruffled, and just about permanent 
fixtures; they could do it blindfolded. 

OK, the soda part of the soda fountain: They’ve got your 
milkshakes, malts, Coke floats, and ice creams. The big splurge 
is the banana split at $5.75. Is there any wonder that several 
generations of Austinites visit Nau’s knowing that it is just like it 
always was? And what better comfort while waiting for the phar- 
macist to fill your prescription?

It seems to me that, more often than not, there’s a goofiness 
factor inherent in vegetarian restaurants. Sometimes it’s the 
decor; sometimes it’s the food; sometimes it’s the waitstaff. 

At the Cosmic Cafe, it’s the names of the dishes on the menu. 
Someone had a good time riffing on “cosmic” — the Socrates 
Plato, Herban Renewal, a Fold in Thyme, Raisin Consciousness, 
Souper Nova, Sidereal Allah Carte ... you get the idea. Goofing 
aside, the food bearing these silly names is so tasty that this 
is an ideal spot for vegetarians to bring nonvegetarian dining 
companions. There’s a serious Indian influence on many (but not 
all) of the dishes, and the kitchen has a dab hand with spices 
and herbs; everything is so deeply flavorful that carnivores won’t 
even notice what they’re not eating. 

From the Primordial Energy (appetizer) list, I’m in love with the 
enormous, crisp samosas ($4.50) stuffed with spicy potatoes 
and peas and served with a tamarind/mint chutney. These make 
a meal. The hummus plate ($5.40) is a humongous portion 
- plenty for two - of creamy, garlicky chickpea puree served with 
a small mountain of naan triangles. While delicious, it seems a bit 
naked; the plate would be improved by some colorful crunchy veg- 
etables, like tomatoes, cukes, or carrots. Dahl (yellow lentil soup) 
is spicily yummy and accompanied by naan ($2.97 and $4.95). 

From the Big Bang Entrees, the biggest for your buck is 
Buddha’s Delight ($8.91), a sampler plate that contains a large 
portion of mixed yellow-curried vegetables, a cup of dahl, a 
samosa, a crispy lentil pappadam, and a pile of basmati rice. 

The usual vegetarian suspects of lentils, cheese, mushrooms, 
black beans, avocado, and stir-fried vegetables turn up in various 
menu combinations, but everything I’ve tried has been satisfy- 
ing and flavorful. There’s a variety of fruit smoothies and shakes 
($3.96) on offer, along with fresh juices ($2.97), ginger beer, and 
“tease.” You can BYO beer or wine. 

I must mention the decor. The building was originally a gas station; 
when it was first reworked into a restaurant space in the early 
Nineties, it won awards for its innovative, elegant design. When

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Cosmic Cafe took over, some unfortunate aes- 
thetic alterations were made: The building’s 
beautiful bones are still there, but they’re obscured 
by superfluous and distracting decoration. On 
the inside, all I can say is that you look up through 
the rafters into a blue sky filled with fluffy white 
clouds and Indonesian flying goddesses.

Some might argue that West Lynn needed 
the old laundromat more than it needed the 
retro-hip, counter-service restaurant that now 
occupies the rather cavernous space once filled 
with washers and dryers. However, it’s clear 
that a lot of people don’t agree, because the 
Galaxy Cafe is bustling most of the time. 

Perhaps the most family-friendly of the West 
Lynn eating establishments, multigenerational 
groups seem to be a ubiquitous presence: The 
rather stark, informal atmosphere, noise level, 
bright colors, and tongue-in-cheek Jetsons’ 
decor complement the nonthreatening menu 
of burgers, sandwiches, wraps, salads, and 
a panoply of comfort-food sides ranging from 
mac & cheese to toast. Sweetening the deal 
for parents, the children’s menu of $4.25 items 
like fish sticks, chicken tenders, and cheese 
quesadillas includes a free beverage. There’s 
something to be said for a noisy neighborhood 
place that isn’t a chain where Mom or Dad can 
enjoy a glass of wine with dinner while the kids 
chow down on burger-ettes and milk in a carton 
with a straw. 

After 5pm, six dinner entrees become avail- 
able. I’m sorry to report that the two I tried 
were forgettable, at best. The Chipotle-Apricot 
Glazed Pork Chops ($9.95) were thin planks of 
tasteless, leathery meat slathered in a generi- 
cally sweet sauce, and the mixed steamed veg- 
etables had no salt (or other discernible flavor) 
whatsoever. Grilled Skirt Steak With Chimichurri 
Sauce ($9.95) fared slightly better, but the 
meat was still tough and uninteresting. 

Better to stick with the all-day menu of spe- 
cialty burgers, sandwiches, and wraps, which 
range from $6.25 to $7.50. The Galaxy Fish 
Wrap, filled with crisply breaded tilapia, cole- 
slaw in cilantro-lime sauce, and grated Cheddar, 
makes for a hearty meal that comes with a 
choice of sides. The Mexican Lime Soup ($2.25 
or $4.75) is a tasty, citrus-spiked chicken broth 
with chunks of chicken and avocado. Probably 
the best side dish is the crisp, salty sweet 
potato fries ($2.95); the aforementioned mac & 
cheese ($4.25) is just bland.

Caffe Medici was a tantalizingly long time 
coming - the sign promising coffee in a former 
dress-shop window was posted for months 
before the doors finally opened in late sum- 
mer - but it was well worth the wait. The West 
Lynn neighborhood now hosts the site of the 
best new coffee venue in town. And believe me, 
it’s all about coffee and nothing but. No liquid 
desserts of peppermint, caramel, or pumpkin; 
no fruity freezes; none of the silly overpriced 
junk that upscale coffee chains whose names 
I won’t mention pass off as “coffee drinks” in 
shopping malls, airports, and too many neigh- 
borhood venues. 

At Caffe Medici, it’s unadulterated espresso, 
latte, and cappuccino, pure in expression 
and execution, unambiguously served small, 
medium, and large. Oh sure, you can choose 
from a select few biscotti, muffins, and pastries 
to accompany your java, but I can’t imagine 
anyone coming here for any reason other than 
to savor the most flavorful, carefully prepared 
coffee around. 

And what makes the coffee so special? To 
begin with, it’s the beans themselves from 
Cuvee Coffee, roasted in Spring, Texas. While 
there is a selection of whole beans for sale, 
the coffee used at the bar is a luscious, full- 
bodied, seven-bean blend called Meritage. 
Second, the baristas really know their chops 
on the gleaming, curvaceous, dark-red La 
Marzocco machine; it’s obvious they love coffee 
and care about the quality of each cup, serv- 
ing the finished products in traditional white 
ceramic cups and saucers. 

The ambience reflects the signature drink: 
simple, classy, not tarted up. The old bunga- 
low’s ceilings were removed to open up spa- 
cious headroom under the dark-stained wooden 
roof. The clean lines of polished wooden furni- 
ture and accoutrements are complemented by 
the appropriate coffee colors of black, cream, 
and brown. It’s a calm and pleasant place.

PRETTY WOMAN AND TRINITY 
SWING INTO AUSTIN 

Rumors that Fireflies in the Garden, which has just opened 
an office in Austin, would feature an all-star cast are indeed 
true. Julia Roberts and Carrie-Anne Moss have signed on 
for the pic, according to The Hollywood Reporter. In negotia- 
tions are Ryan Reynolds and Emily Watson. The film from 
new German company Senator Entertainment is based loosely 
on the life of writer/ director Dennis Lee, who won a 2003 
Student Academy Award and “explores the com- 
plexities of love and commitment in a fam- 
ily torn apart when faced with an unex- 
pected tragedy.” Meanwhile, in the 
rumors-proven-correct department, 

CBS pilot Swingtown has also 
opened an office in the capital 
city. Plans were to shoot in early 
March, but a certain humongous 
Interactive/Film/Music event con- 
vinced them to wait until later in 
the month. The show, set in 1976, 
is about three groovy couples in 
Winnetka, III., who have differing atti- 
tudes about open marriages. The cast is 
reported to include Grant Show and Jack 
Davenport. Weather was a strong pull for the show to shoot 
in Austin, says Bob Hudgins, head of the Texas Film 
Commission. Incentives may be the main lure to keep the 
series here if it’s picked up, which seems likely since CBS 
Entertainment President Nina Tassler has been talking it up 
with national press. 

GUV TARGETS FILM INCENTIVES 

He didn’t talk about it in his State of the State speech, but 
Gov. Rick Perry did include $20 million to fund filming incen- 
tives into his budget proposal delivered to the Legislature. 



The next step is for as-yet-unnamed sponsors to put forth a 
bill that may or may not stick with that figure (some say it’s 
too small to compete with our neighbors in Louisiana and 
New Mexico) approved by the Lege in 2005 but left without a 
means of funding. Already filed as House Bill 374 is a sepa- 
rate measure that would offer state-owned properties for use 
by filmmakers at no charge. Stay tuned as the players and the 
figures shake out in the coming weeks. 

SXSW GOES LOCO FOR LOCALS 

Films made in Texas and/or by Texans are destined to 
make an impact at the South by Southwest Film Festival, 
which runs March 9-17. Among them is Bob Ray and Werner 
Campbell’s Roller Derby documentary, Hell on Wheels, which 
has been five years in the making. Also on tap are Andrew 
Garrison’s Third Ward, TX; Marcy Garriott’s doc, Inside the 
Circle; Laura Dunn’s environmental doc, The Unforeseen 
(which had a successful world premiere at the Sundance 
Film Festival); and Bennie Klain’s doc, Weaving 
Worlds. Oh, you want some fiction, too? How about 
August Evening, Chris Eska’s story of an aging 
undocumented worker, which shot in southern Texas? 
Who’d I leave out? Important note: Many of the films 
were made possible by Texas Filmmakers Production 
Fund grants from the Austin Film Society. Salute.

The climax of Bahman Ghobadi’s Turtles 
Can Fly transpires thusly: A 3-year-old Kurdish 
boy in northern Iraq named Riga, wide-eyed 
but blind, heir to all the troubles of the world, 
is tied by a length of rope to a boulder by his 
teenage mother on the banks of a creek. While 
the boy’s eyes dart about aimlessly, his mother 
drops the boulder into the water and - whoosh 
- the boy is dragged off the rocks and into 
oblivion. Two seconds, a moment’s courage, 
and the terrible deed is done. 

I was unable to get a sense of how the 
filmmakers pulled off this scene, though my 
curiosity was fervent. (Like many of my con- 
temporaries in the DVD generation, I watch 
films on two levels these days, with the hows 
catching up fast to the whys in the race to 
sustain my interest; any movie, no matter how 
awful, is worth watching with the commentary 
track turned on.) Was there a last-second edit 
that allowed them to slip a dummy or a tiny 
stuntman into the boy’s place, undetectable 
by the human eye? I couldn’t detect one, even 
while inching forward frame by frame using the 
remote control. Did they use special effects, 
perhaps some sort of CGI manipulation? I 
can’t imagine such trickery would have fit 
Ghobadi’s budget or vision. Or was the toddler 
actually dragged into the water and all shame 
tossed out with the bathwater in the name of 
cinematic veracity? It couldn’t be! And yet . . . 

The scene may serve to illustrate a point: 
Whether in child-rearing or filmmaking, things 
are done differently in the Middle East - poor 
Riga had already survived wandering into a 
minefield earlier in the film, another incident 
that wouldn’t land his mother on the cover of 
Parenting magazine (though in mom’s defense, 
it should be mentioned that magazine cover 
models are rarely mothers as the result of being 
raped by Baathist soldiers) - especially in areas 


defined by war and institutional disenfran- 
chisement, where kids are raising kids, other 
kids are risking life and limb to sell mines, and 
still other kids are the de facto mayors, dip- 
lomats, accountants, ombudsmen, defenders, 
and scroungers for entire villages, as they are 
in Turtles Can Fly, which is set in an impover- 
ished Kurdish refugee village in the days lead- 
ing up to the war in Iraq. We might want to 
impose our morals on these mothers and our 
guidelines on the directors who are telling their 
stories, but that would be missing the point. 
The movies and culture of Kurdistan, like those 
of the rest of the Middle East, from Bahrain to 
Palestine, are worlds unto themselves, shroud- 
ed in mystery and burkas, not to be defined or 
deterred by Western queasiness. 

Which brings us to another point about 
Middle Eastern cinema (perhaps the one most 
important for those of us on this side of the 
world, so far from the action), one that’s 
been worn by usage but that bears repeat- 
ing: Life goes on. Despite the bombs and the 
guns, despite the children with their missing 
arms and legs, despite the poverty and the 
unemployment and the despair, human beings 
simply abide. Because what else are they going 
to do? Half of Ghobadi’s movie focuses on 
the mundanity of everyday Kurdish life - the 
trading of goods, the banality of work, the 
never-ending search for a working TV antenna 
- played out under the shroud of Saddam 
Hussein’s oppressive rule and the impending 
threat of a U.S. invasion. Human beings, it 
turns out, rarely just shrivel up and die. 

It would be easy for those of us living in the 
comparative peace of the West to assume that 
life in the Middle East is a 24-hour inferno, 
with the forces of radical Islam waging war 
on secular capitalists, social progressives, and 
devil Hebrews. Turn on the news here, and

one can only assume that Israel is a nonstop 
urban war zone, every bus a bomb on wheels; 
that Iraq is a world incapable of mundanity, 
where no reasonable business is, or could be, 
transacted; and that all the other countries in 
the region are in a constant state of nervous 
dread and doomsaying. 

Apparently, that isn’t the case. All the mov- 
ies featured in the latest installment of the 
Austin Film Society’s Essential Cinema series 
- Children of Abraham/Ibrahim: Films of 
North Africa and the Middle East, starting this 
Tuesday - are stories of the everyday that just 
happen to take place in a more combustible 
part of the world than our own. Take the 
idiosyncratic Iron Island, for example, which 
explores life aboard an abandoned oil tanker in 
the middle of the Persian Gulf, where poverty- 
stricken Sunni Arab Badaris from Iran live and 
work under the watchful eye of the charismatic 
Capt. Nemat, who is equal parts shaman, 


boss, psychiatrist, banker, father, landlord, and 
matchmaker to those on board. Or Tunisia’s 
Satin Rouge - Shall We Dance for belly dancers 

- a something-less-than-inspired tale of inspi- 
ration featuring a middle-aged widow coming 
out of her shell by coming out of her clothes. 

Climates, the newest film from multiple- 
award-winning Turkish writer/director/actor 
Nuri Bilge Ceylan (Distant), is, for all its 
post-Antonioni visual ruminating, your basic, 
garden-variety boy-meets-girl/boy-loses-girl/ 
boy-assaults-different-girl/boy-stalks-first-girl/ 
boy-gets-first-girl-back/boy-inexplicably-ditch- 
es-first-girl story - as old as the movies them- 
selves. Ceylan’s long, lingering shots draw us 
uncomfortably close to a suffocating relation- 
ship while somehow keeping its two empty 
heroes, Bahar and Isa, as far away from us and 
each other as is cinematically possible. Ceylan 
deserves extra credit for casting himself as Isa, 
who, for all his charm and rugged good looks, 
is about as unlikable as leading men get. 

The series’ finest hour and a half will be 
the screening of James’ Journey to Jerusalem on 
March 20, a film so full of life it’s in danger of 
spilling over the edges of the screen and down 
into the aisles. With its story of a young South 
African Christian pilgrim traveling to Jerusalem 
who gets sidetracked by the worldly tempta- 
tions of urban life, the film is a humanistic con- 
demnation/celebration of the perils of modern 
materialism. Director Ra’anan Alexandrowicz 
shoots James’ first trip to the shopping mall 

- a true neon temple - with the same sense of 
wonder he uses to capture the joy inside the 
walls of his adopted congregation. 

Series curator Chale Nafus mentioned to 
me that he sometimes thinks of the films in 
this series in the same way he thinks of the 
American movie scene of the early 1930s, 
when viewers would escape into the carefree 
world of a musical for a few hours before 
retreating back into the harsh reality of the 
Great Depression when the lights in the the- 
atre - quite unwished for - came back up. If 
the analogy holds true, then let James’ Journey 
to Jerusalem, with its vibrant camerawork and 
shimmering guitar soundtrack and its equal 
love of God and money, stand as the series’ 
Pennies From Heaven. ■

When Tipper Gore offered her criticism on 
rock & roll, the response ranged from polite 
silence to exasperated accusations of sti- 
fling free expression. But when someone like 
Byron Hurt comes forward to criticize rap, 
he’s hard to ignore. A former college football 
player, a “hip-hop head,” and now a filmmak- 
er, Hurt found himself in a unique position 
to ask “what up?” of the artists he had long 
admired. It’s one thing to write off Tipper 
Gore as a well-meaning but out-of-touch 
suburbanite. It’s harder to write off a brother, 
asking some hard questions about the sexism, 
homophobia, and images of hyper masculin- 
ity in music that he himself once embraced, 
which Hurt does in his excellent and passion- 
ate documentary, Hip Hop: Beyond Beats and 
Rhymes, the next film in the Independent Lens 
series (PBS). 

Mos Def, Fat Joe, Chuck D, and Busta 
Rhymes are a few of the rappers Hurt 
approaches, along with such cultural critics 
as Michael Eric Dyson and Beverly Guy- 
Sheftall, to get to the root of why violence and 
misogyny prevail in rap music. The result is a 
deeply troubling examination of history, the 
music industry, and racism. Hurt’s questions 
are often met with discomfort, but he can’t be 
ignored (though one interview subject walks 
out on him). Confronting the status quo is 
never easy, but Hurt does so tirelessly, with 
bravery and a good deal of heart. 

Hip Hop: Beyond Beats and Rhymes airs 
Tuesday, Feb. 20, 10pm on PBS. 

What Else Is On? 

Real Time With Bill Maher returns Friday 
at 10pm on HBO... Extreme Makeover: Home 
Edition features the O’Donnell family of Austin 
on Sunday, Feb. 18, at 7pm on ABC... Star 
Trek: Beyond the Final Frontier premieres on 
Monday, Feb. 19, at 8pm on the History

In Development

1) Dead people. Apparently, the dead are 
enormously chatty, and there has to be some- 
one around to listen to them. Also prevalent 
are fantasy series that feature extraterrestrial 
spies, time traveling, and vampires. 

2) Popular films repackaged for TY old TV 
series brought into the present, and series 
inspired from the BBC original. Examples 
include The Bionic Woman, Sarah Connor 
Chronicles (from Terminator), Mr. &Mrs. Smith 
(as spies instead of assassins), and Marlowe 
(Phillip Marlowe placed in the present). 
Borrowing from the BBC are U.S. renditions of 
Footballers Wives and Life on Mars. 

3) Chick-lit on the small screen or trying to 
rekindle the Sex and the City magic. At least two 
series feature a foursome of ambitious and pow- 
erful friends living and working in the big city. 

The truly new and unique can be counted 
on one hand. Among them, Wild at Heart 
(CW), about a New York vet who relocates his 
family to a South African game reserve, and K- 
Ville (Fox), about cops in New Orleans trying 
to keep the peace in post-Katrina conditions.

INDIE NEWS 


Sixth Street indie-rock outpost the Parish and 
downstairs Louisiana kitchen Jazz are on the verge 
of being sold to a group of investors that includes 
the general manager of popular lakefront resta- 
raunt/bar Carlos’n Charlie’s, TCB learned this 
week. According to Jazz and Parish general manager 
Chad Stevenson, current owner Matthew Reppert 
will retain title to the building but has been looking 
to sell both businesses for a while. “A letter of 
intent [to sell] has been signed,” Stevenson says. 
“Now they’re just crunching numbers.” Beloved 
among musicians and scenesters for its acoustics 
and warm ambience, the Parish has at times strug- 
gled financially, though Stevenson says profits have 
been up recently. For the moment, nothing much 
should change, and he emphasizes that the club is 
not shutting down. “We’re not going to have any 
foreseeable lag,” Stevenson says. “We’re still book- 
ing for now.” However, Parish booker and Zykos 
frontman Mike Booher leaves next week to assume 
local-booking duties at Emo’s from former Misra 
Records owner Phil Waldorf. Misra merged with 
Bay area label Absolutely Kosher last month, and 
Waldorf says since he already wasn’t seeing eye-to- 
eye with his Misra partners, “it seemed like a good 
time to step aside.” Misra bands Shearwater and 
Evangelicals have drawn major interest from 
Matador and Nettwerk, and Waldorf himself is 
about to start his own label with backing from a 
major indie he’s not quite ready to name. “As soon 
as we get a couple of records into production, we’ll 
feel comfortable announcing it,” he says, adding a 
Misra band or two almost certainly will follow him. 
Zykos, meanwhile, is comfortably without a label but 
has recorded more than two dozen new demos, 
some of which they’ve taken to Spoon and Trail of 
Dead producer Mike McCarthy. The fivepiece, 
whose last LP was 2004’s Zykos, recently posted a 
four-song downloadable EP on their MySpace page. 
“Our Web site got hacked, and we haven’t fixed it 
yet,” explains Booher.

Originally 
truncated at 36 minutes, Some Enchanted 
Evening now rumbles at twice the run time 
without sacrificing any of MC5’s “Kick Out 
the Jams” or diluting “(Don’t Fear) The 
Reaper.” Equally savory is the hourlong DVD, 
same tour, different source, and no less 
Saturday Night Live worthy, particularly Joe 
Bouchard’s fleet-fingered bass solo opening 
“5 Guitars,” the BOC showstopper. 


He picks up a bus and he throws it back down 
As he wades through the buildings toward the 
center of town 

Oh no, they say he’s got to go 
Go go Godzilla - yiiieaah! 

Oh no, there goes Tokyo 
Go go Godzilla - yiiieaah! 

Donald “Buck Dharma” Roeser’s buzzing, 
high- tension-wire guitars; Japanese bulletins 
bouncing off bunker walls; and a recoiling 
refrain chorused by some sort of Freemason 
society - prehistoric tongue-in-cheek crunch 
bom of the drive-in and infinitely retelecast. 
Improbably, “Godzilla” proved a Spectral runt. 
Once that same men’s choir hoisted their beer 
steins on the succeeding cut, Harley horsemen 
“poised on the brink of eternity,” any suspicion 
surrounding this particular cult vanished. Hail 
the “Golden Age of Leather.” 

Blue Oyster Cult was no Thin Lizzy, though; 
saints preserve Phil Lynott and his medieval 
musings (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
story?oid=oid%3A325840). For all its evocations 


of the “year of our lord AD,” “a last cmsade, 
a final outrage,” and sacred vows to “die as 
we had lived,” Spectres blood-and- oil-stained 
“Golden Age of Leather” mocks epic metallur- 
gy even as the Long Island, N.Y., quintet rides 
out its rousing embodiment. “Four and 90 
studded horsemen closed the knot of honor,” 
sure, but only in “this day of flaccid plumage.” 
Battle begun, they flail “at each other like bugs 
at a light.” Mumbo jumbo in any other theatre, 
yet here, dying “valiantly” came promised with 
a sweeping bow at the curtain call. 

All the while, chopper riffs pull wheelies 
left channel then right, bass surfing easily 
underneath, until the tempo doubles and a 
lancing lead prompts the heavenly chorale to 
cry, “Dawn colored the sky.” Competing har- 
monic factions call and respond - back, over, 
across - while musical tides heed the pull of 
the moon. Shifting tone, perspective, and all 
manner of voice, “Golden Age of Leather” hoofs 
it like West Side Story, thmsting and kicking at 
the floodlights, its “solitary shaft of chromium 
steel” at the finale an operatic antidote. Perhaps 
the Devil really does wears Prada - tights.

Fireworks 

Catherine Deneuve, blond, stand- 
offish, black-hole-beautiful, went 
to my high school. The French 
Revolution’s personification of 
beauty, Marianne, once modeled 
after the Parisian actress, material- 
ized fully formed out of the Weird 
Science bombshell incubator and, 
to quote the Lizard King, walked 
on down the hall. Months of sum- 
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moned resolve were duly rewarded with her 
encore to our rainy day lunchtime meet ’n’ 
greet: During fifth period, her family cashed 
out the Bay Area for Southern California. 

“Burnin’ for You” smoldered still on BOC’s 
last solar flare, 1981’s Fire of Unknown Origin, 
when a certain she-devil reappeared in a hall- 
way just down from the first, one year later, in 
a nearly undetectable puff of sulfur. So began 
my own “Golden Age of Leather.” Leather and 
lace. Or rather, corduroy and Yves St. Laurent/ 
Christian Dior/Prada. 

To first love one promises eternity. The 
returns vary. This one came with corporate 
trappings: a large house, two-way radio in 
the trunk of dad’s Olds (in case of kidnap- 
ping), and two older screwups. She was the 
white sheep of the family. And you know 
what they say about lupine lamb’s wool. 

Charles Manson probably never crossed 
my mind when she led me to the back room of 
the house. I was the only male other than her 
brother allowed in the hindmost kids’ quar- 
ters, and on the wall-to-wall carpet of the com- 
munal listening station, the answer was spelled 
out in vinyl strewn around a cheap turntable: 
Sabbath, Zeppelin, Maiden, Deep Purple, Def 
Leppard, Scorpions, UFO. She smiled sweetly, 
Princess Grace, only now I could see the silver 
studs in her Blakeian blues. 

Milady’s boudoir would’ve sat next to the 
linen closet at the Waldorf-Astoria. Except for 
the poster. Behind the door. Sanctuary always 
locks the escape hatch, especially when there’s 
something needing protection. That didn’t hap- 
pen for months, but when our smackdowns 
finally graduated off the floor, Bon Scott cack- 
led with glee. Highway to Hell translates as the 
AC/DC hyena, bare-chested in bulging blue 


jeans, leering down at my brown eyeball blink- 
ing through Rapunzel’s cascading locks, directly 
opposite. So this was “Sinful Love.” 

College doubled as the draft, so I skulked 
south, first-generation boom box our lifeline. 
Now thoroughly possessed by my mate’s metal- 
lic peccadilloes, I cut and pasted a 90-minute 
pledge of chromium steel balladry - Pink 
Floyd, Aerosmith, Rainbow. A pair of Spectres. 
Elvira had lit her very own Fire of Unknown 
Origin that year away at the convent; Agents of 


Fortune were her siblings’ intimates. Mine were 
new ghosts. Over the next seven years that 
TDK tape loop summoned the witching hour’s 
feverish rituals, entwined through two separate 
strands of DNA - hers and mine. Worship the 
soft white underbelly. 

R. U. Ready 2 Rock 

Albert Bouchard, drummer, Soft White 
Underbelly/Oaxaca/Stalk-Forrest Group/Blue 
Oyster Cult, 1967-1981: 

Austin Chronicle: Let’s just say it: You were the 
best songwriter in a cabal of them, and seldom 
more so than with your contributions to Spectres. 
Albert Bouchard: I’m a little OCD. When I’m 
arranging things, I like them to be right. You 
know, with a song, there are a lot of things: 


That's me removing a Blue 
Oyster Cult tape, $8.99 list, 
from my sock on the sidewalk 
outside a record store. 
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You have to have an element of surprise; you 
have to have balance; you have to have depth 
of emotion. You have to have all these things. 
“Death Valley Nights” is one where it was just 
me and [BOC brain trust/lyricist] Richard 
Meltzer. Richard was really going through a 
rough time when he wrote that song, and it’s 
one of the most heartfelt lyrics he ever came 
up with. 

AC: What about “ Fireworks ”? 

AB: The only lyric I ever wrote on a Blue 
Oyster Cult record by myself was “Fireworks.” 
I wrote that about a girl I was going with. It 
was a tender love song, basically. [Laughing] 
She’d kill me if she heard me saying this, but 
she had never had an orgasm, so this was the 
story of her having an orgasm for the first time. 
[BOC Svengali] Sandy Pearlman made fun of 
me for the line “To consummate their love at 
last.” He’d say, “You mean they’re gonna make 
some soup?” 

AC: Your other grand ascension on Spectres is 
“R. U. Ready 2 Rock. ” 

AB: That started with Sandy. He was on the 
phone with Patti Smith. It was Easter. There 
was some show about Jesus on TV They were 
both watching it and talking about what a 
great image Easter is: of coming back to life, 
of rebirth. So they both started writing a song; 
hers was “Easter” and his “R. U. Ready 2 
Rock.” The thing started out with the bridge, 
“I only live to be bom again.” That was his 
first line. He came in with a set of lyrics; I put 
music to it. He didn’t like it. He came in with 
different lyrics; I put different music to it. He 


didn’t like it. We kept going back and forth, 
back and forth. Each time we’d redo it, we’d 
save a little piece. So it took about a year to 
write. We knew there was something great 
there, but it wasn’t “The Reaper,” which was 
written in five minutes. Donald would get 
these ideas, and it’d be pow - full-blown song. 
AC: You mentioned Patti Smith. Some of your best 
songs are co-writes with her. 

AB: We were buddies, still are, but I don’t 
think I ever really sat down with Patti and said, 
“Okay, let’s write a song.” It was more like 
she’d have an idea, she’d tell me about it, I’d 
start working on it, she’d tweak stuff for me, 
and then we’d have a song. “Career of Evil,” 
I basically took everything that she wrote and 
threw it into a song. “The Revenge of Vera 
Gemini” was the first song she ever gave me 
- before “Baby Ice Dog.” She gave it to me on 
my birthday. I think it was ’73. I wrote a song 
that night - the night of my birthday. The next 
day I played it for Donald, and he says, “That’s 
awful. Horrible. It sounds just like Bob Dylan.” 
So it was back to the drawing board. “Vera” 
took years to write. 

AC: To what do you attribute your gift for 
arrangements? 

AB: To me, Beethoven is the ultimate. I still 
cannot get over how he did some of these 
things. He broke every rule. He had a very 
long career, but not a lot of output because he 
would rework things forever. He was not like 
Mozart. Mozart was like Donald: The ideas 
would just burst out of his head fully formed.

Using mandolins, banjos, noise, samplers, 
lots of cuttin' n pastin', and all of the 
normal band instruments, Philadelphia's 
A Sunny Day in Glasgow adds lush female 
vocals and dance-y rhythms to make 
dreamy pop music. 
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How “The Reaper” came about was just amaz- 
ing. Donald wrote the whole thing in one go. 
He played it to me over the phone. 

AC: “The Reaper ” was a huge hit, as was Agents 
of Fortune. How much pressure was there to fol- 
low it up with Spectres? 

AB: Goooood question: Unbelievable pressure. 
And really the thing was, once we had a taste 
of having a hit, that became the criteria of what 
would make it onto this record. We’d gone from 
trying to be very different than everybody else, 
and if it sounded too commercial we wouldn’t 
do it on the first three records. Then we had 
success. We had money. All of a sudden we were 
filling huge halls and headlining. We wanted to 
continue that. I would say that if Spectres had 
a weakness, it would be that we started feeling 
materialistic about the whole thing. 

AC: Did Spectres turn out the way the band wanted? 
AB: A lot. I was disappointed in a couple of the 
songs. “Death Valley Nights” came out good. 
I was disappointed in “Golden Age,” which I 
thought should’ve sounded heavier, but it was 
Donald’s song, and he liked it. “Fireworks” I 
was disappointed with. I thought it wasn’t as 
smooth as the song I was imitating, [Boston’s] 
“More Than a Feeling.” I’d put them on 
side by side: “Aw, man! This is not as good” 
[laughs] . Then Bruce Springsteen came in, say- 
ing, “What? Are you kidding me? This is great. 
This is a hit. I’d be happy to have written this 
song.” He was working on Born to Run in the 
studio next door. 

I Love the Night 

Donald “Buck Dharma” Roeser’s silky “I Love 
the Night” acts as Spectres' nightshade, its bel- 
ladonna. Like his parched and bloody “Then 
Came the Last Days of May,” drifting though the 
band’s transmaniacal debut, and later the guitar- 
ist’s co-seance with Patti Smith on The Revolution 
by Night centerpiece “Shooting Shark,” Roeser’s

nocturnal caress kills. “No 
mortal was meant to know 
such wonder,” laments the 
song’s suede-voiced soul 
possessed. “One look in the 
mirror told me so.” My own 
“lady in white” wish ful- 
fillment exacted a similarly 
Mephistophelian tariff. 

“Come Softly to Me,” the 
Fleetwoods lullaby cooed 
by Buck Dharma and his 
wife, Sandy, on 1982 solo 
album Flat Out (reissued 
at www.woundedbird.com), 
impersonates Spectres only 
now that the BOC appari- 
tion has been appended 
with a faithful, previously 
unreleased cover of the 
Ronettes’ “Be My Baby.” 

Fading out my tape same 
as its UP, “Come Softly” 
came sequenced specifi- 
cally for my shark. “Buck 
Dharma,” she’d whisper 
with relish. 

Roeser and Bouchard 
met their first week at 
Clarkson College, piling 
into the school audito- 
rium for a lecture on the 
importance of physical 
education. The latter, from 
the French-Canadian side 
of upstate New York’s 
1,000 Islands, spotted his 
Long Island, N.Y., coun- 
terpart immediately. 

“I was looking at the size 
of all these fellow engi- 
neers, future engineers,” 
remembers Bouchard, 

“and I see this one short 
guy. So, I fall in behind him, and I say, ‘Hey, 
man, you’re the first guy I’ve seen who’s as 
short as me.’ 

“He’s like, ‘Oh, that’s great.’ 

“The second time I saw him was at the fresh- 
man talent show when he and his roommate 
were playing a song. I knew the roommate, so 
I went and said hi. Since I’d heard Donald’s 
guitar playing, I said, ‘Gee, you’re almost as 
good as my brother.’ 

“He goes, ‘ Who’s your brother?’ 

“I was like, ‘Oh ... his name is Joe.’” 

One best friendship later, on the Fire of 
Unknown Origin European tour leg, Roeser was 
even less amused by his free-spirited comrade. 

“After the show, my girlfriend and one of the 
wives get into a screaming match,” recounts 
Bouchard. “So, I came in, and yelled at the 
wife. Called her some names. Then I went back 
to the dressing room, and Donald came over, 
saying, ‘You just threatened my wife.’ 

“I said, ‘No, I was just ... I’m sorry. I lost 
my temper. I’ll apologize. I called her some 
bad names.’ 

“He’s goes, ‘No, you threatened my wife. 
That’s it. You’re out.’ 

“I said, ‘No, no, no. I’ll apologize, I’m sorry. 
I just lost my temper.’ 

“He said, ‘Nope. No. We’re sending you home.’ 
“That was it.” 

For me too that day arrived. May 1989.

uncanny aural doppelganger Joe 
Bouchard and Helen Wheels had 
brought to life. The Bouchard broth- 
ers’ supremely Secret Treaties, howl- 
ing “Astronomy,” Fire of Unknown 
Origin's hellbent “Vengeance (the 
Pact),” even Joe’s uncredited piano 
intro to Albert’s harrowing “Joan 
Crawford,” had finally met their 
match more than 20 years after the 
fact. Heart stake not heartbreak. 

Only a woman can break his spell 
Pure in heart, who will offer herself 
To Nosferatu 

“We’ve always had a good relation- 
ship,” warms Albert Bouchard regarding 
the Dharma-Roesers. ‘And after all this 
time we still have a good relationship.” 
A 20-year veteran of NYC’s high 
school system, currently teaching 
music and transitioning his band, 
the Brain Surgeons (www.cellsum.com), 
Bouchard recently took in a 1,000- 
seater by Blue Oyster Cult, which, 
consistent with most classic rock 
institutions, still counts its frontline 
intact - Roeser, lead vox Eric Bloom, 
and keyboardist Allen Lanier - but 
with a younger rhythm section. In the 
past few years, “Death Valley Nights” 
has risen again in Bouchard’s various 
acts, as opposed to when he used to 
“ruin” it live with BOC. 

“People really respond to that song,” 
he laughs. “They say things like, 
‘I played it at my wedding. ... I played it at 
my divorce.’” 

I’ll probably opt for something more tra- 
ditional, Bouchard’s “Dominance and 
Submission” for instance, but make no mis- 
take. With any single track on Spectres, or any 
other BOC treatise for that matter, I always 
reminisce wonderingly about one person in 
particular: Blake Mutter. ■

Nosferatu 

Joe Bouchard’s punk muse, Helen Wheels, 
began as Albert Bouchard’s priestess on Agents 
of Fortune, rattling off “Sinful Love” and the 
huffing “Tattoo Vampire.” On Spectres, Wheels 
(nee Robbins) teamed with BOC bass-play- 
ing brother Joe on starry night “Celestial the 
Queen” and final nail in the coffin “Nosferatu,” 
the fiend sealing the deal. 

“That night her kiss told me 
it was over,” begins “I Love the 
Night.” And when it was, she 
took Buck Dharma, Flat Out, and 
Spectres, well, you’d sooner get my 
skeleton. A broken heart abhors its 
past-life music cues, even in the 
face of nostalgia’s martyrdom. Left 
untouched were Albert Bouchard’s 
limpid piano chords and plaintive 
vocal on “Death Valley Nights,” its 
methane guitar, and the rapturous 
“Fireworks.” No cowbell, thanks. 

For me, Spectres had always 
wrapped with “I Love the Night,” 
only because the album’s actual 
final track fluttered in a most 
unsettling manner. Not until last 
decade at the Alamo Drafthouse 
did F.W Murnau’s 1922 silent 
shocker, Nosferatu, confirm the

A decade ago, no Lucinda Williams fan 
could have imagined that West would be 
her third album in six years.

Here she’s working through another dif- 
ficult breakup in producer Hal Winner’s 
softer hues of rainy-day jazz, muted R&B, 
and ethereal Americana, not the stinging 
blues and bizarre quasi-rap of 2003’s World 
Without Tears. “Come On” simmers and 
seethes, poignant “Learning How to Live” 
carries a Sweet Old World chime, and “Wrap 
My Head Around That” builds to a frothy 
head of boho-blues as Williams criticizes 
some unfortunate cad’s “little party favor.” 
Elsewhere, West is just too musically placid 
or lyrically uninspired to elicit much passion 
from either the listener or, disappointingly, 
Williams herself. She’s been down this grav- 
el road before, and those car wheels sound 
precariously close to spinning in place.

THE AUTUMN DEFENSE 

(Broadmoor) 

In 2001, Wilco’s John 
Stirratt and Pat Sansone 
formed the Autumn Defense, a 
reverential nod to the bucolic 
sounds of the early Seventies that’s become a 
full-on soft rock resurrection. The duo’s third, 
eponymous LP is a vision of falling leaves and 
sun rays, decked out in woodwinds, percus- 
sion, and falsetto. Opener “Canyon Arrow” is a 
love letter framed with guiro scrapes and flute, 
while dissonant slow jam “Where You Are” 
is arguably the best use of triangle in recent 
years. Tracks like “Feel You Now” are made 
of the same yeast that Bread put in the oven 
decades ago. The best harmonies of the era 
shine through in “Criminal,” and the hand-claps 
in closer “Simple Explanation” bring it on home. 
There’s a musical landscape between Simon 
& Garfunkel and Devendra Banhart begging to 
be found in the here and now, and the Autumn 
Defense has settled in, sentimentality and all.

Learn to Sing Like a Star (Yep Roc) 

Should we be surprised that after two 
decades of alternately raging and wailing, 
Kristin Hersh’s voice sounds so dignified, 
so worn and torn, or that it serves her so 
well on her first solo album in four years? 
“Ask a question, you get an earful,” she 
rasps amid clattering Nineties guitar fills 
and the push and pull of strings on opener 
“In Shock.” Indeed. Learn to Sing Like a 
Star is the full Hersh experience, encom- 
passing as it does all of her back-catalog 
iterations, from the knife-throwing thrills 
of the Throwing Muses’ precise power 
pop to the cutting melancholia of her Hips 
and Makers-era balladry. With help from 
Dave Narcizo on drums and Martin and 
Kimberlee McCarrick on cello and violin, 
Hersh handles everything else. She’s at 
the height of her considerable powers on 
“Winter,” a sweeping bass-and-bells love 
song that manages to capture the crackle 
and hiss of “sand in naked flame,” and on 
“Wild Vanilla,” a discordant but catchy work 
somehow both vintage and original.

It sounds like the fourpiece, in an attempt to 
rehash the acid-trip aesthetics of 2001 debut 
Internal Wrangler, got blazed and expected the 
music to write itself. Overmedicated with ped- 
als and effects - all filler, no killer - “Family” 
and “Gideon” follow kick-drum grooves, similar 
to the Black Angels, but fail to develop. “Jigsaw 
Man” and “The New Seeker” are equally puz- 
zling. “Animal/Human” juxtaposes barbershop 
vocals with funky, Seventies porn music, 
but even that still sounds one-dimensional. 
“Children of Kellogg” manages to balance the 
abstract and concrete, beginning and ending 
with oddly compelling horn sections, while 
“Tusk,” a fuzzed-out surf-punk tune, keeps 
things short and to the point. Don’t bother call- 
ing for the medic, though. This one’s DOA.

BOB SEGER & THE SILVER BULLET BAND 

American Airlines Center, Dallas, Feb. 8 

Not that an arena brimming with duppies (old urban 
professionals) noticed or even cared, but Thin Lizzy’s 
“The Boys Are Back in Town” as the Silver Bullet Band’s 
entrance cue was a nice touch. An early-Seventies 
tour pitted both crews against one another every night 
at the afterparty, resulting in Lizzy’s Phil Lynott adopt- 
ing Bob Seger’s “Rosalie” as his own. At 61, Seger 
returned the favor, Lynott’s anthem to “them wild-eyed 
boys that had been away” priming the Dearborn, Mich., 
native’s first tour in more than a decade. Besotted with 
a genuinely infectious bonhomie, Seger and company’s

disbelief. If Seger didn’t do “Rosalie,” he didn’t perform 
at least another hour of sure hits from his great American 
songbook, memorables like “You’ll Accompany Me,” “Still 
the Same,” “Her Strut,” “Like a Rock,” and on and on. 
Fronting an eightpiece with the optional four-man horn 
section, grandpa Seger donned a headband after the 
photographers departed, pumped his fists without pause, 
and let loose a gravelly voice straight out of commercial 
radio’s lost soul. Last year’s rock-solid Face the Promise 
placed half its tracks (*) among Seger’s old-time rock & 
rollers and never missed a beat, particularly thumpers 
“Wreck This Heart,” “Face the Promise,” and “Real Mean 
Bottle,” an LP duet with Kid Rock but here featuring none 
other than Grand Funk Railroad/SBB drummer Don Brewer. 
With Seger at the piano, “We’ve Got Tonight” and then 
“Turn the Page” preceded their author wondering whether 
it really had been 32 years since Live Bullet, but “Travelin’ 
Man” into “Beautiful Loser” rendered the point moot. 

Same for ’68’s “Ramblin’ Gamblin’ Man,” not to mention 
“Katmandu” and “Horizontal Bop.” When Seger sang the 
opening lines to “Night Moves” in the first encore (“I was 
a little too tall, coulda used a few pounds”), the reverse 
was actually true, but if “Rock & Roll Never Forgets,” then 
Motor City’s other assembly line of timelessness remains 
a most “Beautiful Loser.” - Raoul Hernandez 


IN BOX 

FOREVER CHANGING: THE GOLDEN AGE OF 
ELEKTRA RECORDS, 1963-1973 

(Elektra/ Rhino) 

Whether you were there or missed it the first time around 
and want to hear what the big deal was, Forever Changing is 
as close as we’re likely to get to the sound of the Sixties in 
the 21st century. The dates don’t match, but the cultural explo- 
sion was so extensive it couldn’t be contained by the calendar, 
and here is audible proof. Ostensibly a tribute to Jac Holzman, 

Elektra Records founder in 1950 and president until 1973, this 
5-CD box set fascinates with its breadth and depth. At 117 
tracks, more than half never before on CD, Forever Changing 
reflects the multifaceted sounds made by some of the most 
exceptional musicians of the day. Label mainstays Judy Collins, 
the Doors, Love, and Phil Ochs are well represented, while 
obscurities like Simon Stokes & the Nighthawks, Dick Rosmini, 
and Hamid Hamilton Camp appear next to success stories Carly 
Simon, Harry Chapin, and Bread. Debut recordings from the Stooges, MC5, and Queen are 
joined by rarities from the Beefeaters (later the Byrds), Stalk-Forrest Group (who became Blue 
Oyster Cult), and Eric Clapton & the Powerhouse as well as eccentricities like Nico, the Holy 
Modal Rounders, and David Peel & the Lower East Side. The set’s book focuses on the songs 
and the artists, giving a perspective that shouldn’t be unexpected. Among its allegories, Forever 
Changing, a titular play on Love’s masterpiece, summarizes the rise of one of the first indepen- 
dent recording companies, run by an executive with a taste for folk music and audio engineer- 
ing, into a music industry force that’s astounding once detailed. For hardcores, there’s also a 
$200 special edition in a 12-inch-by-12-inch box with a hardbound book and extras including a 
CD-ROM of Holzman’s book, Follow the Music. That’s no “Little Red Book.”

For these reasons, SXSW WILL NOT ANNOUNCE IN ADVANCE the date and location that 
wristbands will go on sale. 


The announcement of when and where wrist- 
bands will go on sale will be made by text mes- 
sage to the SXSW SMS list, (details below) right 
before wristbands go on sale. 

Additionally, at about the time wristbands 
go on sale, the information will be posted on 
austinchronicle.com and announced on KLBJ/ 
KGSR/101X. 

The first 2000 wristbands will be sold at last 
year's lowest price ($130) and only sold to 
people with proof of an Austin address. Texas 
Driver's Licenses, UT IDs, utility bills, or car in- 
surance certificates matching a photo ID will be 
accepted, (maximum two per person,- cash or 
credit card only) 

When the first 2000 $130 wristbands sell out, 
the price for the next 2000 will change to $1 60. 
These will not require proof of residency, (maxi- 
mum two per person; cash or credit card only) 

TO SIGN UP FOR SMS MESSAGES, use your 
mobile phone to send a text-message to 56658 
with X sx add' as the message. SXSW will send 
(512) mobile numbers a text alert when wrist- 
band go on sale. There is no extra charge for 
this service; normal text-messaging rates apply.

Please don't call SXSW, the Austin Chronicle, 
the local radio stations, or Waterloo Records to 
ask when wristbands will go on sale. SXSW will 
not put wristbands on sale the same dates as 
they went on sale last year, but they will go on 
sale before the end of February. 

After the initial 4000 are sold. If additional 
wristbands can be put on sale, they will be 
priced at $175 and available during the week 
of SXSW Music. 

If you are unable to purchase a wristband, please 
be aware that most SXSW shows have a limited 
number of single admissions sold each night 
when doors open. SXSW will also present three 
nights of free concerts on Auditorium Shores. 

All prices include tax and all service/credit card 
charges. Wristbands will be sold only in Aus- 
tin, on a walk-up basis as long as they last, 
and they cannot be reserved in advance or pur- 
chased over the phone. 

Wristbands guarantee that you won't have to 
pay cover charges at SXSW venues. They don't 
guarantee entry into sold-out venues, nor do 
they provide entry for minors into clubs that 
don't admit minors. SXSW Badges receive pri- 
ority entry before SXSW wristbands.

"We're just trying to help people 
have babies," she told The Washington Post in January, and at less cost than full in vitro 
procedures (since she has eliminated the risk of failed fertilizations). But, said a bioethi- 
cist, "It's like you're ordering a computer from Dell." (Ryan said she does not take custom 
orders.) Of her emphasis on well-educated, good-looking contributors of sperm and eggs, 
she said, "Who wants an ugly, stupid kid?" 


CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• We License Fishing, But We Can’t License 
Parenting? 1) Shawn Mohan, 20, was arrested in 
January for shooting his infant son several times 
with a BB gun. Mohan said it was an accident, 
but the St. Charles County, Mo., sheriff pointed 
to similar bruises on the baby’s face, left arm, 
hand, foot, hip, and buttocks and said Mohan 
was on probation for an earlier child-endanger- 
ment conviction. 2) Samaritans stopped on 
Interstate 465 in Indianapolis in December to 
help a wandering 3-year-old boy wearing only 
a diaper and T-shirt. Police tracked down his 
mother, Nancy Dyer, in her filthy apartment, 
where her 2-year- old daughter was eating spa- 
ghetti off the floor. Dyer’s first reaction to news 
about her son: “Oh, he got out again.” 

• For two months late last year after a pair of 
convicted murderers escaped from Sudbury 
prison in England, the local Derbyshire police 
refused to release their pictures. According 
to the police, “Photographs of named people 
that are in police possession are classed as 
data, and their release is restricted by law” to 
instances where there is a “proper policing pur- 
pose.” Derbyshire authorities said that since 
the escapees had probably left the area, there 
was no such purpose, and the photographs 
should be kept confidential. 

LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

• Easy Collars: 1) Nicholas Raber, 19, was 
arrested in Annapolis, Md., in December for 
punching a police officer and dashing up a 
flight of stairs after yelling, “You’ll never catch 
me.” The officers were aware that upstairs exits 
were locked and so waited patiently for Raber 
to come back down and be handcuffed. 2) 
Mitchell Sigman, 22, was arrested and charged 
with robbing the Village Pantry in Elkhart, Ind., 
in November, after the clerk-victim identified 
him as a regular customer and one who had 
recently filled out an application to work there. 

• Failures to Keep a Low Profile: 1) College stu- 
dent Cory Shapiro, 19, was arrested in January 
after he flagged down a police officer to com- 
plain that he had been overcharged for drinks at 
the Athens, Ga., bar Bourbon Street. 2) Sunday 
school teacher Edgar Selavka, 49, was arrested 
after he reported to police in Northampton, 
Mass., in January that someone had stolen his 
backpack from church; shortly afterward, police 
found the backpack in a nearby restroom, with 
its contents on the floor, including at least 11 
child pornography photos. 


CHUTZPAH! 

After Emmalee Bauer, 25, was fired by the 
Sheraton hotel company in late 2006, she sought 
unemployment compensation from the Iowa 
agency that offers benefits to employees termi- 
nated through no fault of their own. However, 
the judge noted that Bauer had written a 300- 
page journal, during office hours, chronicling 
her efforts to avoid work. Among her entries: 
“This typing thing seems to be doing the trick. 
It just looks like I am hard at work on something 
very important,” and, “Once lunch is over, I will 
come right back to writing to piddle away the 
rest of the afternoon,” and, “Accomplishment is 
overrated, anyway.” (Her claim was denied.) 


UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

The school system in Hagerstown, Md., issued 
a written reprimand in December to the parents of 
a 5-year-old kindergarten boy who had pinched a 
classmate’s buttocks, terming his behavior “sexu- 
al” harassment. Said his dad: “He knows nothing 
about sex. There’s no way to explain [to him] 
what he’s been written up for.” Also in December, 
the principal of a preschool in Bellmead, Texas, 
issued an in-school suspension to a 4-year-old 
boy after he hugged his female teacher’s aide with 
his face in her chest, which was termed “sexual 
contact and/or sexual harassment” (though fol- 
lowing complaints, the offense was changed to 
“inappropriate physical behavior”). 


THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• Daring young men use the danger of moving 
cars for attention, especially if there’s a video 
camera rolling. An 18-year-old Topeka, Kan., 
man became the latest Jackass-imitating casu- 
alty when he bailed out of a car going 35 mph 
in October and suffered a serious head injury. 
Other video performers go “ghost riding the 
whip” (letting their cars coast in neutral while 
they climb onto the roof to dance), with at 
least two deaths reported. In the newest craze, 
Jonathas Mendonca, 22, was hospitalized in 
critical condition in Fort Lauderdale, Fla., in 
January after “skiing” (holding onto the back 
of a car) on Interstate 95 at 65 mph. 

• In September, according to sheriff’s officials in 
Buffalo, N.Y, Thomas Montgomery murdered a 
22-year-old workplace colleague in a love triangle 
involving a West Virginia woman, except that two 
of the three triangle characters were nonexistent. 
Montgomery, 47, was pretending to be a young 
Marine in online conversation with the woman, 
45, who was pretending she was her 18-year-old 
daughter. The murder victim had also struck 
up an online conversation with the woman, 
apparently making Montgomery jealous, but the 
victim, ironically, was the only one in the triangle 
who wasn’t someone else. 

• In January, a hospice in Britain run by Sister 
Frances Dominica approved the wish of a 22-year- 
old man (bom with Duchenne muscular dystro- 
phy), who wanted to lose his virginity before he 
died. The Douglas House hospice arranged for a 
prostitute to visit him at his family’s home, and 
the man said afterward, “It was not emotionally 
fulfilling, but the lady was very pleasant.” 

THE DISTRICT OF CALAMITY 

The Washington Post, examining 135 cases of 
disability by “stress” among Washington, D.C., 
police officers, found only 16 that resulted from 
specific incidents, such as gunfire, with the rest 
due to “common workplace tensions” (“argu- 
ments with colleagues, shift changes, disciplin- 
ary actions” among them). According to an inter- 
nal police memo, the department’s generous 
disability benefit would be “unheard of in private 
industry and public service,” and the depart- 
ment’s rate of officers unable to work is, for 
example, several times higher than Baltimore’s, 
according to the Post’s October report.

Mildred "Babe” Didrikson Zaharias was Michael Jordan, 

Tiger Woods, and Lance Armstrong all rolled into one 5-foot-7- 
inch, 115-pound frame. In an athletic career that spanned 23 
years, she amassed a collection of medals and trophies that 
spills out of a small museum in Beaumont. 

The Babe Zaharias Museum on 1-10 in Beaumont is a big tro- 
phy case for the person chosen as the World’s Greatest Athlete, 
man or woman, at the post-Olympic meet held in Chicago in 
1932. Next to the 2-foot-tall silver cup awarded to her in Chicago 
are her three medals from the Los Angeles Olympics. She would 
go on to be honored as the Woman Athlete of the Year six times, 
including three straight years (1945-’47) and Woman Athlete of 
the First Half of the 20th Century in 
1950. 

Born in 1911 in Port Arthur, _ 

Didrikson got her nickname either 
from her mother or from the neigh- 
borhood boys because she was the 
Babe Ruth of the sandlot baseball 
games. By high school she was a 
star athlete. Before she graduated, 
a Dallas insurance company hired 
her as a secretary, and she became 
the leading scorer on the company’s 
semiprofessional basketball team. 

Beginning at the 1930 Amateur 
Athletic Union Championships, she 
was setting world records in track 
and field events. By the 1932 
Olympics, she was already a rising 
national star. Limited to entering 
three events, Didrikson won gold 

medals in the 80-meter hurdles and javelin. The judges awarded 
her the only half-silver, half-gold medal in Olympic history for tying 
in the high jump after she was penalized for going over the bar 
head first. 

Immediately after the Olympics, Didrikson began to capitalize 
on her fame as a sports hero. Her witty banter with sportswriters 
gave them plenty to write about but led her teammates to call 
her arrogant and pushy. When her name appeared in an automo- 
bile advertisement, Didrikson lost her amateur status. 





At the height of the Depression, with her Norwegian immigrant 
parents to support, Didrikson went on the barnstorming circuit. 
She played on basketball teams, a men’s baseball team, and was 
the star in billiard and bowling tournaments. She pitched in a 
Major League Baseball exhibition game, where she struck out Joe 
DiMaggio. In the museum are copies of phonograph records she 
made singing and playing the harmonica on the vaudeville circuit. 

By 1933, Didrikson had discovered golf. She won her first tour- 
nament in 1934. Over the next 20 years, she won 82 golf tourna- 
ments, including 36 professional tournaments, and was one of the 
13 founding members of the Ladies Professional Golf Association. 

Able to smash a golf ball more than 240 yards, Didrikson 
burned up the toughest courses, often setting course records. In 
1943, she was the first American to win the British Women’s 
Amateur Championship. When allowed to compete, she often 
qualified in men’s professional tournaments. 

A set of her golf clubs sits in a corner of the museum along 
with trophies and newspaper headlines. A crowd-pleaser at any 
tournament, Didrikson played to the gallery with wisecracks and 
displays of athleticism. When asked how she hit the golf ball so 
far, she replied, “It’s not just enough 
to swing at the ball. You’ve got to 
loosen your girdle and really let the 
ball have it.” 

Unfortunately, the body that had 
served her so well gave out at an 
early age. In 1953, she was diag- 
nosed with colon cancer. After sur- 
gery, she returned to the circuit to win 
five more tournaments before she 
was hospitalized for the last time. 

She died at the age of 45 in 1956. 
Didrikson and her husband, George 
Zaharias, established the Babe 
Didrikson Zaharias Foundation that 
still gives money to cancer research, 
women’s athletics, and supports the 
museum. The Babe Zaharias 
Museum is at 1750 E. 1-10 in 

Beaumont. Admission is free to the exhibit daily, from 9am to 
5pm. For more information, call 409/833-4622. 

More of Babe’s trophies can be seen in the clubhouse at the 
Babe Zaharias Golf Course in Tampa, Fla. You can see her 
famous golf swing in the movie Pat and Mike with Katharine 
Hepburn. Didrikson’s life story is portrayed in the 1975 movie 
Babe, with Susan Clark and Alex Karras.

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Romeo and Juliet 

City Theatre, through Feb. 18 
Running Time: 2hrs, 45 min 

They’re with us again, the most famous pair of lovers, star- 
crossed or no, that ever graced a stage or a page. Words of 
love as sweet as those that pass between this pair of young 
sweethearts have rarely been writ, but if it were just a simple 
love story, Romeo and Juliet wouldn’t resonate as it has 
throughout the centuries. As with so many of Shakespeare’s 
plays, the theme of vengeance and its consequences is as 
much a part of the story as is the theme of newborn love, 
and in this case, violence does nothing but beget more vio- 
lence and the tragedy that follows. 

That Mother of Invention Productions has chosen this tow- 
ering dramatic achievement as its premier offering is admi- 
rable, but, as with so many new Austin theatre companies 
that choose a difficult and challenging piece to launch their 
artistic enterprises, this one has set itself a task that its 
members are not entirely up to accomplishing. Shakespeare 
lives and, unfortunately, dies with his verse. If his lines 
aren’t, first and foremost, spoken well, then chances are 
a production isn’t going to work. The actors who succeed 
here are the actors who seem to have some familiarity with 
the verse and how it should be delivered, such as Jessica 
Robertson as Juliet’s mother, Lady Capulet, and Alexander 
Epstein as the vengeful, doomed Tybalt. Each speaks the 
verse well and, almost as important, brings a powerful pres- 
ence onto the stage. The single most effective line in this 


production is delivered by 
Robertson’s Lady Capulet: 

“0 me! This sight of death is 
as a bell, 

That warns my old age to a 
sepulchre.” 

Doesn’t sound like much, 
does it? It isn’t. There are 
many more memorable lines 
in the play, famous pieces of 
verse that don’t carry much 
weight in this production 
because the actors don’t have 
the knowledge, skill, and expe- 
rience to work the verse. 

While director Kathryn West 
seems to have the actors she 
needs to get the job done 
- both Andrew Cannata as 
Romeo and Noellia Hernandez 
as Juliet are appropriate for 
their roles - she sabotages 
herself with her staging. For example, she chooses to 
leave Juliet’s bed on the City Theatre stage for the entire 
length of the show. Granted, the bed is a versatile set- 
piece, being used at times as a bed, a balcony, and a 
slab in a tomb. The problem is that the bed is covered 
in white and has a large white sheet hanging behind it. 
Both reflect light constantly, drawing the eye and, thus, 
often upstaging the actors on the otherwise black stage. 
Upstaging seems to be an accidental motif in the show,

as actors stand in front of one another on more than a 
few occasions, and Romeo, with West’s help, manages 
to upstage himself for practically the entire length of the 
famous balcony scene.

Flash Dance: 30 
Dances in 6c Minutes 

Cafe Dance, through Feb. 24 
Running time: 1 hr 



This is the season of short, that time of year 
when local stages are especially likely to serve 
up abbreviated works. Think of 
FronteraFest, with its bounty 
of 25-minute performances in 
the Short Fringe, and Austin 
Independent Choreographers’ 

Dance Carousel, spinning out 40 
one-minute dances in the Long 
Fringe. Then there’s Austin Script 
Works’ annual harvest of 10-min- 
ute plays in its Out of Ink festival 
(coming our way in March at the Blue Theater). 

It’s an exciting time, not so much because 
brevity always equals quality, but because the 
constraints of time seem to inspire creators to 
rethink what they’re doing, to find a new economy 
of word or gesture for communicating meaning, to 
distill their art to its essence. 

So it is with choreographer Kathy Dunn Hamrick, who has gotten 
into the act this year with Flash Dance, a program presenting, as its 
subtitle helpfully informs us, 30 dances in 60 minutes. Set aside, if 
you can, those inevitable images of a backlighted Jennifer Beals get- 
ting waterlogged; you’ll find no MTV gyrations or Eighties glitz here, 
just pure, clean, clear movement in expressive, compact little nuggets. 
Dunn Hamrick has divided the 30 dances into five sections, each 
with a particular focus - a part of the body, parts of the studio space, 
words - from which a host of different dances spring. Hands inspire 
a solo involving a knife and fork manipulated by a dancer wearing a 
table around her waist, as well as a duet set in frigid water (Barton 
Springs, perhaps?), where the dancers use their hands first to warm 
their chilled bodies then to propel themselves under the surface. 

The studio prompts a group of dancers to grip the bar and arch their 
bodies outward, playing off the tension in their arms and backs; one 
dancer to position herself in a corner, pressing against this wall and 
that wall, exploring the space in which the two meet; and one dancer 
to use a structural pole as a partner. Two dancers improvise move- 


ments based on words printed on cards held up by other dancers, 
then one dancer dances every movement read from a card by Dunn 
Hamrick. The variety of these works heightens their appeal, reminding 
us of the infinite directions in which dance may take us and keeping 
us in a constant state of surprise over which ones Dunn Hamrick and 
her dancers will choose. 

But more than the eclecticism of the dances, it’s their considered 
simplicity and the crispness of their execution that make this program 
the delight that it is. Each piece is grounded in an elementary idea that’s 
investigated fully through the most basic and cleanest of movements, 
such that you get a feeling of completeness when the dancer stops, even 
if the dance lasted less than a minute or involved something as uncom- 
plicated as crawling through a hole in a cardboard box. Something whole 
was created, and that sense of wholeness elicits in the viewer a satisfy- 
ing “ahhh” - much like the kind sparked by a dazzling fireworks display 
- which, in a sense, these flash dances are: appearing ever so briefly, but 
flaring oh so brightly, bursts of illumination that captivate us and leave us 
wishing they lasted longer. - Robert Faires

Retreat

Front and center, the first painting welcomes 
you into the gallery with a compact yet strong 
and bright presence. The vivid color and black 
outlines make the piece look 
like cloisonne or stained glass. 

But what you’re looking at isn’t 
clear. In fact, it’s quite difficult 
to find an image in any of 
the paintings. Drippy, globular 
shapes and puddles move 
down the frames, never really 
settling onto any ground level, 
except on that first painting, 
where it somehow seems upside-down. About 
halfway through the gallery, you may begin to 
notice some cohesive shapes typifying the 
human form. Another look around, and you will find them in all but 
two paintings. Now your mind can funnel an interpretation on those 
shapes, but as you move away, it isn’t possible to discern a represen- 
tational image from the outlying abstract outlines. That’s okay, though. 
The text in the gallery claims that the artist, Theresa Marchetta, is 
intentionally playing with abstraction vs. representation. Considering 
this idea and Angela Fraleigh’s show at Women & Their Work this time 
last year, I can’t help but see this body of work as a deconstruction. 
The paint is breaking down an image into abstraction. With a conflict 
similar to that in Fraleigh’s paintings, Marchetta’s paintings satisfy the 
best when the abstract elements appear to populate the image by a 
larger percentage. The eighth and final painting is the most harmoni- 
ous in the gallery. There are sections where the paint is marblized, 
swirled into looking like some of the abstract shapes. Those intricate 
branches of color balance out the large, flat hues. Although centrally 
located, you easily overlook the human form by what exciting things 
the paint is doing. 


Katy O’Connor’s paintings at Volitant Gallery’s recent show share paint- 
erly concerns of form and space with Christopher Schade’s paintings at 
D Berman Gallery. “Retreat” is the antithesis to both of those shows. 
They used paint to construct an image that the viewer could navigate. 
Marchetta begins with a recognizable image but uses the paint to under- 
mine our perceptions. Instead of using convincing hues and defined 
forms, the paint is vibrant with nonsensical colors defined by amoebic 
boundaries. Your mind gets lost trying to figure out what’s in front of you. 

Usually, a conclusion offers closure to your journey, whether it is 
narrative or visual. The title of the show and noticing the handrails in 
some of the paintings allows for an association to some iteration of 
vacationing or tourist attractions. Discovering exactly what the image 
is based on destroys the mind’s activities, though. The wonderfully 
elusive lines then congeal into logical, expected contours of what is 
represented. Instead of revealing the source imagery and sharing in 
my disappointing denouement, I invite you to get lost in the fantasy 
of crackling colors and swimming shapes. - Salvador Castillo

If you’re reading these listings in search of 
a movie that’s really different, let me tell you: 

Tears of the Black Tiger is really different. The 
first Thai film to be shown 
at Cannes, where it killed in 
2001 - now it’s playing the 
AFS @ Dobie series - Tears is 
part melodrama and part spa- 
ghetti western, as if Sirk and 
Peckinpah fell into a blender 

in Hong Kong. Out pour tear- >— 

soaked Polaroids, giant explod- 
ing squibs and blown-up heads, tearful Asian songbird 
ballads, homoerotic outlaw bonding, swish-pans and 
wacky intertitles, a Bronsonesque bad guy, bullet cams, questions of 
honor (“Kong! I’ll kill your whole clan!”), a crashed wedding, and ago- 
nizing twists of fate. Director Sasanatieng goes big in every way. When 
people get shot, they don’t just fall down. They fall onto something - a 
stack of logs, which scatter dramatically. A disembodied and still-smol- 
dering arm lands next to one character, who looks at it dispassion- 
ately. And when it’s time to meet Rumpoey (Malucchi), the “high-born” 
governor’s daughter from Supanburi province, Sasanatieng has her 
walk into a beautifully composed medium shot of a rain-soaked glade, 
unrelentingly green, in a lurid fuchsia shirtwaist fluffed with crinoline, 
her lips impossibly pink - a flower more beautiful than those found in 
nature. To end the scene, Sasanatieng swoops dramatically up into

Few surveys of the 2006 feature film- 
making world have failed to notice the 
ascendency of Mexican-born filmmakers 
(Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu, Guillermo del 
Toro, Alfonso Cuaron) into the international 
spotlight. A similar case might be made for 
Spanish directors in the category of live- 


action shorts: Two of the five shorts nomi- 
nated for 2006 Oscars hail from Spain. 
“One Too Many” by Borja Cobeaga is an 
amusing little story about what happens 
when a woman leaves home abruptly and 
her husband and son are left to their own 
devices. Pigs in both the housekeeping and 
political-enlightenment senses of the word, 
the men resort to reclaiming Granny from 
the nursing home to fulfill their needs, but 
the old woman has an unexpected surprise 
up her sleeve. In fact, all the films in this 
package, except for the other Spanish film 
“Binta and the Great Idea,” are mordant 
tales capped by tables-turned endings 
reflective of the great tradition of short 
storytelling. “Binta,” although helmed by 
Spaniards Javier Fesser and Luis Manso 
was filmed in Senegal in collaboration with 
UNICEF and champions the necessity of 
universal education for both sexes. The 
film manages a haunting aesthetic bridge 
between naive primitivism and modern- 
ist self-awareness, although its universal 
understanding is slightly impeded by the 
undefined use of an essential Wolof slang 
word. “West Bank Story” by Ari Sandel is 
the only U.S. entry here and it’s a doozy. 

A full-scale musical takeoff on West Side 
Story, the film spotlights the rivalry between 
two neighboring fast food joints: the Kosher 
King and the Hummus Hut. Employees 
and owners finger-snap their way through 
West Bank warrens Sharks-and-Jets style. 

A Hummus Hut employee of the month 
and an Israeli soldier play the star-crossed 
lovers. It’s all very funny and silly and 
deadly pertinent. Australian helmers Peter 
Templeman and Stuart Parkyn are respon- 


sible for “The Saviour,” a droll story about 
a door-to-door Christian evangelist who is 
in love with a married woman on his route. 
This film and the Hungarian “Helmer & 

Son” by S0ren Pilmark and Kim Magnusson 
of Denmark both expertly make use of sur- 
prise endings. “Helmer & Son” is the most 
unpredictable film of the lot in its detail 
of what happens when a son is called to 
a rest home to coax his father from the 
closet where he has locked himself. In all, 
it’s a strong collection of work, and it’s rare 
to see this program of films in Austin prior 
to the awarding of the Oscars in 10 days. 
You now have the chance to be one up on 
everyone at your Oscar party in a category 
that everyone generally cedes for lack of 
knowledge. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BREACH

Is there an actor working today who 
looks more spent than Chris Cooper? With 
his rumpled demeanor and those giant 
bags under his eyes, the man looks per- 
petually tired. Tired of his lot in life, tired of 
all those slings and arrows, but most of all, 
tired of knowing he’s smarter than every- 
one else in the room. His is the exhaustion 
of contempt. A trait that serves him per- 
fectly in Breach, in which he plays Robert 
Hanssen, the brilliant real-life FBI spy 
whose exploits as a double agent during 
and after the Cold War led to the deaths 
of as many as 50 government agents and 


sources. It’s the mole story to end all mole 
stories. (In the film, a special agent played 
by Linney calls Hanssen the “worst spy in 
American history.” This is a misnomer, of 
course; if he were truly the worst spy in 
American history, he would have spent his 
years at the FBI forgetting his code names 
and spilling coffee all over the agency’s 
most expensive gadgets. Let’s go with the 
“most sinister spy in American history,” for 
clarity’s sake.) As Hanssen’s foil we get 
Eric O’Neill (the lightweight Phillippe), an 
ambitious FBI upstart assigned the task 
of covertly sounding out Hanssen and 
bringing back evidence that proves he’s 
as treasonous as everyone says he is. At 
first, O’Neill is put out by the assignment, 
judging it to be beneath his talents, but as 
the severity of Hanssen’s crimes becomes 
clearer, and as Hanssen proves himself to 
be rather clever quarry, the callow opera- 
tive sinks deeper and deeper into his work, 
putting both his life and his marriage in 
jeopardy in the process. If there’s one thing 
I’ve learned from movies recently it’s that 
it’s no fun being the wife of a spy. Witness 
Angelina Jolie in The Good Shepherd and 
now Dhavernas in Breach : The role of an 
agent’s wife is a long-suffering one, full of 
cold dinners, wringing hands, and a total 
lack of understanding as to what your hus- 
band really does when he goes off to work 
in the morning. Someone needs to make a 
movie about them. I’d love to know if they 
spend their entire day biting their nails 
while staring off into the middle distance 
in unlit rooms or if they save that move for 
when their husbands walk through the front 
door hours, even days, late, without so 
much as a phone call. (Jim Jarmusch, that 
great minimalist, would have a ball with 
such a movie. Inasmuch as Jim Jarmusch 
is capable of having a ball.) These days it’s 
going to take a pretty exceptional political 
thriller to top our political reality for sheer 
suspense and treachery, and though direc- 
tor Ray ( Shattered Glass) provides a few 
choice moments of psychological tension, 
nothing in his film can hope to outpace 
the anxiety caused by the appearance of 
former Attorney General John Ashcroft in its 
opening scene. Terrorwise, it’s all downhill 
from there. - Josh Rosenblatt

anyone?), there’s power in the pedigree. But 
writer/ director Lawrence (Two Weeks Notice) 
colors neatly within the lines and produces 
a film that’s as safe and comforting as it 
is uninspiring and predictable.

“spiritual” interpretations involve an enor- 
mous Buddha, rows of scantily clad “monk” 
dancers, and the even more scantily clad 
Cora as the object of their adoration. The 
result is either a brilliant bit of idol worship 
satire or a sign of the apocalypse. Despite 
the sad fact that audiences will surely settle 
for this watered-down, kind-of-funny attempt 
at the genre, I couldn’t help but enjoy the 
ride a little.

The films Gibson has directed 
demonstrate an increasingly deft understanding 
of epic scope, narrative mechanics, and visceral 
response. With his fourth feature film as a direc- 
tor, Gibson continues his (probably unintentional) 
study of the mortification of the flesh through 
the ages. Apocalypto, which emphasizes the 
barbarity of late Mayan culture at the expense 
of its accomplishments in the sciences, written 
language, and city-building, is rife with assaults 
on the body. These details have the desired vis- 
ceral effect on the viewer, and when combined 
with Gibson’s command of the film’s basic story 
of a husband and father’s heroic journey to res- 
cue his family, Apocalypto becomes an absorbing 
drama.

Flushed Away, the new feature from Aardman 
Animations ( Chicken Run and the ingenious 
Wallace & Gromit films) revels in its British-ness. 
The film’s hero, a domesticated rat named Roddy 
(Jackman), is the perfect comic embodiment of 
upper-class English propriety: effete, pampered, 
and exceedingly well-dressed. But when a rough- 
and-tumble cockney sewer rat named Sid (Richie) 
comes crashing into Roddy’s posh, comfortable 
little world, our hero is sent kicking and scream- 
ing down the toilet bowl and into the harsh sewer 
world below, where rats, frogs, and slugs have 
re-created a tiny London beneath the real city’s 
surface and where an ill-prepared and ill-equipped 
Roddy must quickly learn to fend for himself. 
Flushed Away has a wicked, smart, and subtle 
sense of humor, and unlike so many kids movies 
these days, its characters are living, breathing 
parts of a small ecosystem, rather than just cari- 
catures created to spout out one-liners and sell 
Happy Meals.

Mumble, the 
young penguin, spontaneously tap-dances like, 
well, like Savion Glover (whose acclaimed footwork 
was filmed with motion-capture techniques and 
grafted onto the penguin’s body). This film’s promi- 
nent ecological themes steer clear of more com- 
plex questions but are refreshing nevertheless. 

The constant singing and dancing is charmingly 
presented, and the CGI re-creations are stunning. 
The chase sequences might prove a bit scary for 
some of the younger viewers, and the opening 
and closing sections of the film are a little bumpy.

Yet, the movie observes the despot 
through the eyes of a callow young doctor (McAvoy) 
who gradually grows thoroughly disillusioned after 
spending years as the chosen bosom buddy of 
the erratic dictator. Aside from the fictional inven- 
tion of the doctor, this narrative device feels like 
the same sort of miscalculation that marred the 
civil-rights drama Mississippi Burning: Both films 
are stories about black populations that are told 
through the eyes of white interlopers. Furthermore, 
Garrigan is not a particularly likable character; 
his naive self-interest is unforgivable in this dan- 
gerous milieu, and his late-stage transformation 
and illicit love affair never have the ring of truth. 
With an unsympathetic Everyman as our stand-in 
and an evil despot at the center of the story, The 
Last King of Scotland struggles to win our hearts.

of defeat. Eastwood’s subtitled movie shows us 
at least a handful of warriors who resisted their 
orders to die in suicide missions, who wanted 
to return alive to their loved ones, and whose 
capacity to think for themselves put them at 
odds with their orders.

After a decade of stomping around in France’s underground 
scene, harnessing the power and energy of their eco-friendly brand 
of death metal, Gojira is finally ready to blaze trails in the States. 
“When you want to become a doctor or a lawyer, it takes about 10 
years to learn your practice,” Duplantier declares. “It’s the same 
thing with a rock band.” 


Gojira’s phenomenal new From Mars to Sirius (Prosthetic) is rich 
with the dual guitars of Duplantier and Christian Andreu, anchored 
by the rhythm section of bassist Jean-Michel Labadie and Joe’s 
brother, drummer Mario Duplantier, recalling the punishing sounds 
of Sepultura and Meshuggah. There’s only one catch. 

“I believe aliens came onto this Earth and gave us life,” 
Duplantier says of his surreal lyricism. “I know it’s a bit strange, 
but I like to imagine things. There’s nothing that proves aliens 
exist, but there’s nothing that disproves it, either. I felt that was 
something worth exploring.” 

Regardless, this powerhouse tour, rounded out by Trivium and 
Machine Head with Lamb of God headlining, brings the pain. 

Blythe sums it up: “Anyone that’s coming to the show should 
expect violence.” - Austin Powell

Section 1031 of the Internal Revenue Code allows an owner of investment property to exchange one prop- 
erty for another and defer the payment of capital gains taxes as long as both properties are of “like-kind”.
